RULES OF DISCIPLINARY ENFORCEMENT 
PREAMBLE 

The Supreme Court of Alabama has inherent responsibility 
to supervise the conduct of attorneys who are its officers and 
1?. furtherance thereof it promulgates the following Rules of 
Disciplinary Enforcement superseding all other rules and 
statutes pertaining to disciplinary enforcement heretofore 
promulgated or enacted. 

The license to practice law in this State is a continuing 
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proclamation by the Court that the holder is fit to be entrusted 
with professional matters, and to aid in the administration of 
justice as an attorney and as an officer of the Court. It is 
the duty of every recipient of that privilege to conduct himself 
at all times, both professionally and personally, in conformity 
with the standards imposed upon members of the bar as con¬ 
ditions for the privilege to practice law. 

Rule 1 

JURISDICTION 


(a) Jurisdiction. 

Any attorney admitted to practice law in this State and 
any attorney specially admitted by any court in this State for 
a particular proceeding is subject to the exclusive disciplinary 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of Alabama and the Disci¬ 
plinary Board of the Alabama State Bar, hereafter established. 

(b) Power. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to deny to any 
court such powers as are necessary for that court to maintain 
control over proceedings conducted before it, such as the power 
of contempt. 


Rule 2 

GROUNDS FOR DISCIPLINE 

(a) Acts or omissions. 

Acts or omissions by an attorney, individually or in concert 
with any other person or persons, which violate the Attorney’s 
Oath of Office or the Code of Professional Responsibility of 
the Alabama State Bar as from time to time shall be in effect 
in the State of Alabama, shall constitute misconduct and shall 
be grounds for discipline, whether or not the act or omission 
occurred in the course of an attorney-client relationship. 

(b) Conviction of a crime. 

Conviction of a crime as set forth in Rule 14 shall similarly 
be grounds for discipline. 


Rule 3 

TYPES OF DISCIPLINE 
Misconduct shall be grounds for: 

(a) Disbarment. 

(b) Suspension for a fixed period of time. 
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A suspension of three months or less shall not require proof 
of rehabilitation; a suspension of more than three months shall 
require proof of rehabilitation to be demonstrated in a reinstate¬ 
ment proceeding'. No suspension shall, be ordered for a specific 
period in excess of five years, [see Rule 19] 

(c) Temporary suspension. 

On the joint petition of the General Counsel and Disci¬ 
plinary Commission, supported by an affidavit demonstrating 
facts personally known to affiant showing that an attorney 
appears to be causing great public harm by misappropriating 
funds to his own use, or otherwise, the Disciplinary Board may 
issue a restraining order imposing temporary conditions of 
probation on the attorney or temporarily suspend the attorney, 
or both. Any order of temporary probation which restricts the 
attorney from maintaining a trust account, shall, when served 
on any bank maintaining an account against which the attorney 
may make withdrawals, serve as the basis for a petition for 
an injunction to prevent the bank from further payment from 
the account or accounts on any obligation. Any order of tem¬ 
porary suspension issued under this Rule shall preclude the 
attorney from accepting any new cases but shall not preclude his 
continuing to represent existing clients during the first 28 days 
after issuance of such restraining order; however, any fees 
tendered to the attorney during the 28 day period shall, be 
deposited in a trust fund from which withdrawals may be 
made. The attorney may request dissolution or amendment of 
any restraining order issued by the Disciplinary Board by 
petition filed with that Board, a copy of which shall be served 
on the General Counsel. The petition for dissolution shall be 
set for hearing within 7 days before the Disciplinary Board. 
The Disciplinary Board shall decide the petition forthwith and 
with the utmost speed consistent with due process. The Disci¬ 
plinary Board may modify its order if appropriate and con¬ 
tinue such provisions of the order as may be appropriate until 
final disposition of all pending disciplinary charges against the 
attorney. An appeal may be taken from decisions as provided 
in Rule 8. 

(d) Public censure. 

(e) Private reprimand. 

(f) Private informal admonition. 

Rule 4 

THE DISCIPLINARY BOARD OF 
ALABAMA STATE BAR 

(a) Establishment and membership of the Disciplinary Board. 
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The Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar 
shall appoint from among their number three nine-member 
boards, each to be known as “The Disciplinary Board of the 
Alabama State Bar” (hereinafter referred to as the “Disci¬ 
plinary Board”). As used in these Rules, “Disciplinary Board” 
shall refer to that Board involved in a particular disciplinary 
proceeding. The membership of each Board shall consist of the 
following: 

(1) Three (3) members of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Alabama State Bar appointed for an initial term of three 
years, who shall be appointed and domiciled from Congressional 
Districts Numbered 1-6; provided, that although membership 
may be drawn from any of the enumerated districts, not more 
than one member may be selected from any district. 

(2) Three (3) members of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Alabama State Bar appointed for an initial term of two 
years, who shall be appointed and domiciled one each from 
Congressional Districts Numbered 7, and 1-3; provided, that 
although membership may be drawn from any of the enumerated 
districts, not more than one number may be selected from any 
district. 

(3) Three (3) members of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Alabama State Bar appointed for an initial term of one 
year, who shall be appointed and domiciled one each from Con¬ 
gressional Districts Numbered 4-7; provided, that although 
membership may be drawn from any of the enumerated dis¬ 
tricts, not more than one member may be selected from any 
district. 

Subsequent terms of all members shall be for three years 
and members shall be from the same Congressional Districts 
as provided in the initial term. Members cannot be appointed 
to succeed themselves and shall be residents of the Congressional 
Districts for which they are appointed. Vacancies shall be filled 
by the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar in 
the same manner as original appointments are made. 

COMMENT: Membership on each of the Disciplinary Boards 
shall be based upon the number of Congressional Districts in 
the State. Following each Federal Decennial Census, the com¬ 
position of the Disciplinary Boards shall be reviewed and the 
Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar is hereby 
empowered to make the necessary modifications in the number 
serving on the Disciplinary Boards consistent with the pro¬ 
cedure set forth above. The Board of Commissioners of the 
Alabama State Bar shall also make the necessary modifications 
in the selection procedures for representation on a proportionate 
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basis consistent with that set forth above. 

(b) Election of officers. 

Each Disciplinary Board shall annually elect its Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and Secretary from its membership. 

(c) Establishment of quorum. 

Seven members shall constitute a quorum. Each Board 
shall act only with concurrence of the majority of the Board. 

(d) Reimbursement of expenses. 

Members shall receive no compensation for their services 
but may be reimbursed for their travel and other expenses 
incidental to the performance of their duties. 

(e) Abstention from proceedings. 

Board members shall abstain from taking part in any pro¬ 
ceeding in which a judge, similarly situated, would be required 
to abstain. 

(f) Powers of Disciplinary Board. 

Each Board shall exercise the powers and perform the 
duties conferred and imposed upon it by these Disciplinary 
Rules, including the power and duty to consider and investigate 
any alleged ground for discipline or alleged incapacity of any 
attorney called to its attention, or upon its own motion, to take 
such action with respect thereto as shall be appropriate to 
effectuate the purposes of these Disciplinary Rules. 

(g) Adoption of rules. 

The Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar 
shall adopt rules of procedure applicable to each Disciplinary 
Board which are not inconsistent with these Rules. 

Rule 5 

ASSIGNMENT OF CASES 

Disciplinary enforcement proceedings shall be assigned by 
the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar to the 
Disciplinary Boards on a strict rotation basis. The Board of 
Commissioners of the Alabama State, Bar shall adopt rules 
governing the assignment of cases not in conflict with this 
directive. 


Rule 6 

DISCIPLINARY COMMISSION 
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(a) Establishment and membership of Disciplinary Commis¬ 
sion. 

The Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar 
shall appoint from among their number three members to be 
the Disciplinary Commission, none of whom shall be a member 
of a Disciplinary Board. Members of the Commission _ shall 
serve a term to last three years. Members of the Commission 
cannot be appointed to succeed themselves. Any vacancy will 
be filled by the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State 
Bar for a new term. 

(b) Powers of commission. 

Members of the Commission shall exercise the powers and 
perform the duties conferred and imposed upon them by these 
Disciplinary Rules and the Rules of Procedure adopted by the 
Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar. 

(c) Reimbursement for expenses. 

Members of the Commission shall receive no compensation 
for their services but may be reimbursed for travel and other 
expenses incidental to the performance of their duties. 

Rule 7 

GENERAL COUNSEL 

The General Counsel for the Alabama State Bar shall per¬ 
form all of the duties and functions, and exercise all of the 
powers imposed and conferred upon him by these Rules. 

Rule 8 

PROCEDURE 


(a) Investigation. 

All investigations, whether upon complaint or otherwise, 
shall be initiated and conducted by General Counsel. Upon the 
conclusion of an investigation, General Counsel shall determine 
whether the matter warrants dismissal, with or without a 
private informal admonition, or a private reprimand or public 
censure or the filing of formal charges before the Disciplinary 
Board. His determination shall be reviewed by the Disciplinary 
Commission which may, by majority vote, approve, dismiss or 
modify. General Counsel may appeal to the Disciplinary Board 
a proposed modification by the Disciplinary Commission. Upon 
appeal by General Counsel, the Disciplinary Board shall deter¬ 
mine whether the matter should be concluded by dismissal, 
with or without a private informal admonition, or a private 
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reprimand or public censure or the filing of formal charges 
t^e Board. A respondent attorney (hereinafter “respon¬ 
dent ), within 14 days after being advised of the decision as 
to a proposed private reprimand or public censure, shall be 
entitled to demand that formal charges be filed before the 
Board. 

(b) Forma] hearing. 

Formal disciplinary proceedings before a Disciplinary 
Board other than the one which determined the appeal from 
the Disciplinary Commission shall be instituted by General 
Counsel by filing with the Secretary of the Alabama State Bar 
a petition which shall be sufficiently clear and specific to 
inform the respondent of the alleged misconduct. The Secretary 
of the Alabama State Bar shall transmit the petition to the 
Disciplinary Board. A copy of the petition shall be served upon 
the respondent. The respondent shall serve a copy of his answer 
upon General Counsel and file the original with the Disciplinary 
Board within 28 days after the service of the petition, unless 
such time is extended by the Chairman. In the event the respon¬ 
dent fails to answer, the charges shall be deemed admitted; 
provided, however, that a respondent who fails to answer within 
the time provided may obtain permission of the Chairman to 
file an answer if such failure to file was attributable to mis¬ 
take, inadvertence, surprise or excusable neglect. 

Following the service of the answer or upon failure to 
answer the matter, a date and place for hearing shall be set 
by the Chairman. 

The Disciplinary Board shall serve a notice of hearing 
upon General Counsel and the respondent, or his counsel, stating 
the date and place of the hearing at least 14 days in advance 
thereof. The notice of hearing shall advise the respondent that 
he is entitled to be represented by counsel, to cross-examine 
witnesses and to present evidence in his own behalf. 

The Disciplinary Board shall promptly after the hearing 
advise the respondent and the General Counsel of its decision. 

(c) Review by Supreme Court of Alabama. 

An appeal to the Supreme Court of Alabama shall be per¬ 
fected by filing notice of appeal with the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court within 42 days after the decision of the Disciplinary 
Board. General Counsel shall forthwith forward to the Clerk 
of the Supreme Court of Alabama a record of the proceedings 
before the Disciplinary Board, including all pleadings, a tran¬ 
script of the testimony and the decision of the Disciplinary 
Board. 
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(d) Applicability of Alabama, Rules of Civil and Appellate 
Procedure. 

Except as otherwise provided in these Rules, the Alabama 
Rules of Civil and Appellate Procedure shall apply in disci¬ 
plinary cases. 

Rule 9 
IMMUNITY 

Complaints submitted hereunder to the Disciplinary Board 
or General Counsel or testimony with respect thereto shall be 
absolutely privileged and no lawsuit predicated thereon may be 
instituted. 

Members of the Board of Commissioners of the Alabama 
State Bar, serving on a Disciplinary Board, or on the Disci¬ 
plinary Commission, the General Counsel and their staffs, shall 
be immune from suit for any conduct in the course of their 
official duties. 

Rule 10 

REFUSAL OF COMPLAINANT TO PROCEED, 
COMPROMISE, ETC. 

Neither unwillingness nor neglect of the complainant to 
sign a complaint or to presecute a charge, nor settlement, nor 
compromise between the complainant and the attorney nor 
restitution by the attorney, shall necessarily abate disciplinary 
action. 


Rule 11 

MATTERS INVOLVING RELATED PENDING CIVIL 
OR CRIMINAL LITIGATION 

Disciplinary proceedings shall not be deferred or abated 
because of substantial similarity to the material allegations of 
pending criminal or civil litigation, unless authorized by the 
Disciplinary Board, in its discretion, for good cause shown. 


Rule 12 

FILING AND SERVICE OF FORMAL CHARGES 
(a) Formal charges. 

The formal charges in a disciplinary proceeding shall be 
filed with the Secretary of the Alabama State Bar, and served 
upon the respondent in person by any person authorized by the 
General Counsel. If the respondent cannot be found in person 
within 14 days, service may then be perfected by the General 
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Counsel upon the respondent by registered or certified mail, 
return receipt requested, at his last known address; and if 
service cannot be perfected by registered or certified mail, 
service may then be perfected by the General Counsel by pub¬ 
lication once a week for three successive weeks in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the county of respondent’s last known 
residence. 

(b) Service of other papers and notices. 

Service of any other papers and notices required by these 
Kules shall, unless otherwise provided by these Rules, be made 
m accordance with Alabama Rule of Civil Procedure 5. 

Rule 13 

SUBPOENA POWER. WITNESSES AND 
PRE-TRIAL PROCEEDINGS 

(a) Power of Disciplinary Board. 

n Any member of the Disciplinary Board, the Disciplinary 
Oommission and the General Counsel in matters under investi¬ 
gation by him or in any disciplinary proceedings, may admin¬ 
ister oaths and affirmations and compel by subpoena the at¬ 
tendance of witnesses and the production of relevant books, 
papers and documents. Subpoenas shall be issued by the Sec- 
retary of the Alabama State Bar, by any member of the 
Disciplinary Board or by the Disciplinary Commission. 

Subpoenas shall clearly indicate on their face that the 
subpoenas are issued in connection with a confidential pro- 
ceedmg under these Rules and that it is regarded as contempt 
of the Disciplinary Board enforceable by a court or grounds 
for discipline under these Rules for a person subpoenaed to 
mreacn m an ^ wa y the confidentiality of the proceedings. It 
shall not be regarded as breach of confidentiality for a person 
subpoenaed to consult with an attorney. 

(b) Enforcement. 

,, Any circuit court may, upon proper application, enforce 
tne attendance and testimony of any witness and the production 
ox any documents so subpoenaed. Subpoena and witness fees 

and mileage shall be the same as in the circuit court in civil 
cases. 

(c) Attack on subpoena. 

Any attack on a subpoena so issued shall be heard and 
determined by a Disciplinary Board or by the Court wherein 
enforcement of the subpoena is being sought. 
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(d) Discovery proceedings. 

Discovery proceedings shall be had in accordance with the 
Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 

(e) Conference to obtain admissions or otherwise narrow 
issues. 

Upon the request of either the General Counsel or respon¬ 
dent, a conference may be ordered by the Chairman of the 
Disciplinary Board for the purpose of obtaining admissions or 
otherwise narrowing the issues presented by the pleadings. The 
conference may be held before the Chairman of the Disciplinary 
Board or any member of the Disciplinary Board designated by 
the Chairman. 

(f) Taking of testimony. 

With the approval of a Disciplinary Board, testimony may 
be taken by deposition or by commission if the witness is not 
subject to service of subpoena or is unable to attend or testify 
at the hearing because of age, illness or other infirmity. A 
complete record of the testimony so taken shall be made and 
preserved. 

(g) Subpoena and deposition procedures. 

The subpoenas and deposition procedures shall be subject 
to the protective requirements of confidentiality provided in 
Rule 22. 


Rule 14 

ATTORNEYS CONVICTED OF CRIMES 

Any attorney who shall commit any of the acts forbidden 
or prohibited by any of these disciplinary rules may be subject 
to disciplinary action as set forth in Rule 3. 

If an attorney, prior to the time he engages in conduct 
which is later made the subject of a disciplinary action, makes 
a full and fair disclosure, in writing, to the General Counsel, 
of the action he proposes to take, and receives a written opinion 
of the General Counsel, concurred in by the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mission, that the proposed conduct is permissible, this shall be 
a defense to a disciplinary action. 

An attorney must be disbarred or suspended: 

(a) When any judgment is rendered against him for money 
collected by him as attorney upon which judgment an execution 
has been issued and returned no property found, the record of 
the judgment, execution and return, or a copy thereof certified 
and authenticated in the manner authorized by law, is con- 
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elusive evidence thereof unless such judgment has been set 
aside, reversed, or annulled; or 

(b) When his conviction has become final under a plea of 
guilty, a plea of not guilty, a plea of nolo contendere, or any 
other plea, in any court of record of this State or of the United 
States or of any other state for any crime which by the law 
of the forum trying the case is a felony (other than man¬ 
slaughter) or a misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, in any 
of which cases the record of his conviction or a copy thereof 
certified and authenticated in the manner authorized by law is 
conclusive^ evidence; provided, however, when an attorney has 
been convicted as herein provided, and such conviction has not 
become final, the General Counsel may file a petition with the 
Disciplinary Commission, make a showing of good cause, and 
request that such attorney be disbarred or suspended immediate¬ 
ly, irrespective of such attorney's right to appeal and have his 
conviction reviewed, and the Disciplinary Commission may take 
such action as it deems proper. The action of the Disciplinary 
Commission may be reviewed by the Supreme Court upon 
petition. 

Ar\ attorney who is disbarred or suspended by action of the 
Disciplinary Commission shall promptly surrender his license 
within ten days after demand therefor by the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mission under either (a) or (b) above, unless an appeal is taken 
to the Supreme Court of Alabama pursuant to Rule 8. 

Rule 15 

DISBARMENT BY CONSENT OF ATTORNEYS UNDER 
DISCIPLINARY INVESTIGATION OR PROSECUTION 

(a) Consent to disbarment. 

An attorney who is the subject of an investigation into, or 
a pending proceeding involving, allegations of misconduct may 
consent to disbarment, but only by delivering to the General 
Counsel an affidavit stating that he desires to consent to dis¬ 
barment and that: 

(1) His consent is freely and voluntarily rendered; he is 
not being subjected to coercion or duress; he is fully aware of 
the implications of submitting his consent; and 

(2) He is aware that there is presently pending an in¬ 
vestigation into, or proceeding involving, allegations that there 
exist grounds for his disbarment, the nature of which he shall 
specifically set forth. 

(b) Order of disbarment. 

Upon receipt of the required affidavit, the General Counsel 
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shall file it with the Disciplinary Board and the Chairman of 
the Disciplinary Board shall enter an order disbarring the 
attorney on consent. 

(c) Public record. 

The order disbarring the attorney on consent shall he a 
matter of public record. However, the affidavit required under 
the provisions of (a) above shall not be publicly disclosed or 
made available for use in any other proceeding except upon 
order of the Disciplinary Board. 

Rule 16 

DISCIPLINE BY CONSENT 

(a) Conditional guilty plea. 

An attorney, against whom formal charges have been 
served, may thereafter tender a conditional guilty plea to the 
petition or to a particular count thereof in exchange for a 
stated form of discipline. Such tendered pleas shall be sub¬ 
mitted to General Counsel. 

(b) Submission. 

The General Counsel shall submit any conditional guilty 
plea, together with the pending charges and any comments the 
General Counsel chooses to make to the Disciplinary Commis¬ 
sion. If either General Counsel or the Disciplinary Commission 
recommends the tendered plea, then the recommendation, the 
tendered plea and the matters and things submitted to the Disci¬ 
plinary Commission shall be submitted to a Disciplinary Board. 
If either the General Counsel or Disciplinary Commission fails 
to recommend the conditional guilty plea, the matter shall be 
submitted to the Disciplinary Board indicating the objection 
by the General Counsel or Disciplinary Commission. If both the 
General Counsel and the Disciplinary Commission fail to recom¬ 
mend the conditional plea, the conditional plea shall not be sub¬ 
mitted to the Disciplinary Board. The Disciplinary Board shall 
either approve or reject the tendered conditional plea; and it 
shall have no authority to make any modifications in the terms 
of the conditional guilty plea. 

(c) Evidentiary hearing. 

The conditional guilty plea shall be tendered as far, as 
possible in advance of the evidentiary hearing before the Disci¬ 
plinary Board. The conditional guilty plea shall be tendered so 
as not to cause a continuance in a hearing before the Disci¬ 
plinary Board and also not to circumvent the consideration of 
the conditional guilty plea by the Disciplinary Commission. 
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(d) Rejection of conditional plea. 

In the event a tendered conditional plea is rejected by a 
Disciplinary Board, the Disciplinary Board which rejected the 
tendered conditional guilty plea shall not conduct the proceed¬ 
ing. In the event the conditional guilty plea is not tendered until 
after the actual presentation of evidence to a Disciplinary 
Board and the tendered conditional guilty plea is rejected, the 
same Disciplinary Board shall continue the trial of the charges. 

(e) Imposition of conditions. 

The General Counsel or Disciplinary Commission may con¬ 
dition its recommendation of acceptance of the tendered condi¬ 
tional plea. In that event, the attorney who is charged shall be 
advised forthwith so that he may notify the General Counsel 
that he accepts the conditions so designated. If the General 
Counsel is not notified by the attorney of the acceptance of the 
conditions proposed by the General Counsel or the Disciplinary 
Commission, it shall be presumed that the conditions were 
rejected by the attorney. 

(f) Conduct of attorney during suspension. 

No conditional guilty plea shall be accepted by a Disci¬ 
plinary Board for suspension from the practice of law unless 
an examination of the conduct of the attorney during the period 
of suspension is permitted. 

(g) Right of appeal. 

There shall be a right of appeal from the decision of the 
Disciplinary Board which rejects a tendered conditional guilty 
plea. 


Rule 17 

RECIPROCAL DISCIPLINE 

(a) Disciplinary action in another jurisdiction. 

All attorneys subject to the provisions of this Rule shall, 
upon being subjected to professional disciplinary action in 
another jurisdiction, promptly inform General Counsel of such 
action. Upon being informed that an attorney subject to the 
provisions of these Rules has been subjected to discipline in 
another jurisdiction, General Counsel shall obtain a certified 
copy of such disciplinary order and file same with the Disci¬ 
plinary Board and with the Clerk of the Supreme Court of 
Alabama. 

(b) Notice to attorney. 

Upon receipt of a certified copy of an order demonstrating 
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that an attorney admitted to practice in this State has been 
disciplined in another jurisdiction, the Disciplinary Board shall 
forthwith issue a notice directed to the attorney containing: 

(1) A copy of said order from the other jurisdiction; and 

(2) An order directing that the attorney inform the Disci¬ 
plinary Board, within 28 days from service of the notice, of any 
claim by the attorney predicated upon the grounds set forth in 
section (d) hereof that the imposition of the identical discipline 
in this State would be unwarranted and the reasons therefor. 

(c) Stay of disciplinary action. 

In the event the discipline imposed in the other jurisdiction 
has been stayed there, any reciprocal discipline imposed in this 
State shall be deferred until such stay expires. 

(d) Imposition of discipline. 

Upon the expiration of 42 days from service of the notice 
issued pursuant to the provisions of (b) above, the Disciplinary 
Board shall impose the identical discipline, unless the Disci¬ 
plinary Board finds: 

(1) That the procedure was so lacking in notice of op¬ 
portunity to be heard as to constitute a deprivation of due 
process; or 

(2) That there was such an infirmity of proof establish¬ 
ing the misconduct as to give rise to the clear conviction that 
the Disciplinary Board could not, consistent with its duty, ac¬ 
cept as final the conclusion on that subject ; or 

(3) That the misconduct there established either does not 
constitute ground for discipline in this State, or warrants 
substantially different discipline here. 

Where the Disciplinary Board determines that any of said 
elements exist, it shall enter such other order as it deems 
appropriate. 

(e) Final adjudication in another jurisdiction. 

In all other respects, a final adjudication in another juris¬ 
diction that an attorney has been guilty of misconduct shall 
establish conclusively the misconduct for purposes of disci¬ 
plinary proceeding in this State. 

Rule 18 

DISBARRED OR SUSPENDED ATTORNEYS 
(OTHER THAN TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED ATTORNEYS) 

(a) Notification to clients involved in matters other than liti- 
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gation or administrative proceedings. 

A disbarred or suspended attorney shall promptly notify or 
cause to be notified, by registered or certified mail, return 
receipt requested, all clients being represented in pending 
matters, other than litigation or administrative proceedings, of 
his disbarment or suspension and his consequent inability to act 
as an attorney after the effective date of his disbarment or 
suspension and shall advise said clients to seek legal advice of 
the client's own choice elsewhere. 

(b) Notification to clients involved in litigation or adminis¬ 
trative proceedings. 

A disbarred or suspended attorney shall promptly notify or 
cause to be notified, by registered or certified mail, return 
receipt requested, each of his clients who is involved in pending 
litigation or administrative proceedings, and the attorney or 
attorneys for each adverse party in such matters or proceedings, 
of his disbarment or suspension and consequent inability to act 
as an attorney after the effective date of his disbarment or 
suspension. The notice to be given to the client shall advise 
the client of the desirability of the prompt substitution of 
another attorney or attorneys of the client's own choice in his 
place. 

In the event the client does not obtain substitute counsel 
before the effective date of the disbarment or suspension, it 
shall be the responsibility of the disbarred or suspended at¬ 
torney to move in the court or agency in which the proceeding 
is pending for leave to withdraw. 

The notice to be given to the attorney or attorneys for an 
adverse party shall state the place of residence of the client of 
the disbarred or suspended attorney. 

(c) Orders of suspension or disbarment. 

Orders imposing suspension or disbarment shall be effective 
42 days after entry unless a different period is specified in the 
order of suspension or disbarment. The disbarred or suspended 
attorney, after entry of the disbarment or suspension order, 
shall not accept any new retainer or engage as attorney for 
another client in any new case or legal matter of any nature. 
However, during the period from the entry date of the order 
and its effective date, he may wind up and complete, on behalf 
of any client, all matters which were pending on the entry date. 

(d) Affidavit filed with Disciplinary Board. 

Within 14 days after the effective date of the disbarment 
or suspension order, the disbarred or suspended attorney shall 
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file with the Disciplinary Board an affidavit showing: (1) that 
he has fully complied with the provisions of the order - and 
with these Rules; (2) all other state, federal and administrative 
jurisdictions to which he is admitted to practice; and (3) that 
he has served a copy of such affidavit upon General Counsel. 
Such affidavit shall also set forth the residence or other ad¬ 
dress of the disbarred or suspended attorney where communica¬ 
tions may thereafter be directed to him. 

(e) Publication of notice of suspension or disbarment. 

The Disciplinary Board shall cause a notice of the sus¬ 
pension or disbarment to be published in the official Bar pub¬ 
lication and in a newspaper of general circulation in each 
judicial circuit of the State of Alabama in which the disci¬ 
plined attorney maintained an office for the practice of law. 

(f) Maintenance of records. 

A disbarred or suspended attorney shall keep and maintain 
records of the various steps taken by him under these Rules so 
that, upon any subsequent proceeding instituted by or against 
him, proof of compliance with these Rules and with the disbar¬ 
ment or suspension order will be available. Proof of compliance 
with these Rules shall be a condition precedent to the filing or 
consideration of any petition for reinstatement. 

(g) Perfection of appeal. 

The perfection of an appeal shall operate as a stay of any 
discipline, sanction, duty, requirement or other act imposed or 
required by these Rules, and such stay shall continue until the 
appeal is finally determined; provided, however, the General 
Counsel may, for good cause shown, petition the Supreme Court 
to terminate the stay prior to the final determination of the 
appeal. 

Rule 19 

REINSTATEMENT 

(a) Prohibition of practice. 

No attorney suspended for more than three months or dis¬ 
barred or who has voluntarily resigned or surrendered his 
license may resume practice until reinstated by order of the 
Disciplinary Board. Reinstatement shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Supreme Court. 

(b) Time of reinstatement. 

A person who has been suspended for more than three 
months may not apply for reinstatement until the period of 
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suspension has terminated. A person who has been disbarred 
after hearing or by consent may not apply for reinstatement 
until the expiration of at least three years from the effective 
date of the disbarment or surrender of license. 

(c) Petitions for reinstatement. 

Petitions for reinstatement by a disbarred or suspended 
attorney under this Rule shall be filed with the Secretary of 
the Alabama State Bar and served upon General Counsel 
promptly, and shall be in the form and contain the material 
specified in Appendix A (attached hereto). Upon receipt of the 
petition by the Disciplinary Board the Chairman shall promptly 
set the petition for a hearing within 28 days. At the hearing 
the petitioner shall have the burden of demonstrating by clear 
and conyincing evidence that he has the moral qualifications 
to practice law in this State and that his resumption of the 
practice of law within the State will not be detrimental to the 
integrity and standing of the Bar or the administration of 
justice, or subversive of the public interest. The Disciplinary 
Board shall within 7 days after the hearing issue an order 
granting or denying the petition and shall file the same, together 
with the record, with the General Counsel and serve a copy of 
the order on the petitioner. 

(d) Proceedings. 

In all proceedings upon a petition for reinstatement, cross 
examination of the petitioning attorney’s witnesses and the 
submission of evidence, if any, in opposition to the petition 
shall be conducted by General Counsel. 

(e) Costs. 

Petitions for reinstatement under this Rule shall bq ac¬ 
companied by an advance cost deposit in an amount to be set 
from time to time by the Disciplinary Board to cover anticipated 
costs of the reinstatement proceedings. 

(f) Conditional reinstatement. 

If the petitioner is found unfit to resume the practice of 
law, the petition shall be denied. If the petitioner is found fit to 
resume the practice of law, the order of the Disciplinary Board 
shall reinstate him; provided, however, that the order may make 
such reinstatement conditional upon the payment of all or part 
of the costs of the proceeding, and upon the making of partial 
or complete restitution to parties harmed by the petitioner’s 
misconduct which led to his suspension or disbarment; and 
provided, further, that if suspension of the petitioner has con¬ 
tinued for more than three years, the reinstatement may, in the 
discretion of the Disciplinary Board, be conditioned upon the 
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furnishing of such proof of competency as may be required by 
the order. 

(g) Petition for reinstatement. 

No petition for reinstatement under this Rule shall be filed 
within one year following an adverse order of a Disciplinary 
Board upon a petition for reinstatement filed by or on behalf 
of the same person. 

(h) Appeal to Supreme Court. 

The petitioner shall be entitled to an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, as provided by Rule 8(c), from the order denying the 
petition for reinstatement. 

(i) Notice. 

Upon reinstatement, the Disciplinary Board shall transmit 
notice of such reinstatement to all parties to whom notices of 
discipline or transfer to inactive status due to disability were 
sent under Rule 22. 


Rule 20 

PROCEEDINGS WHERE AN ATTORNEY IS DECLARED TO 
BE INCOMPETENT OR IS ALLEGED TO BE 
INCAPACITATED 

(a) Disability inactive status. 

Where an attorney has been judicially declared incompetent 
or has been voluntarily confined by judicial action on the 
grounds of incompetency or disability, the Disciplinary Board, 
upon proper proof of the fact, shall enter an order transferring 
such attorney to disability inactive status. A copy of such order 
shall be served upon such attorney and his guardian, if any, 
and, if he has been committed to an institution, upon the 
director of such institution, in such manner as the Disciplinary 
Board may direct. 

(b) Petition filed with Disciplinary Board; Disciplinary Board 
authorized to take necessary action. 

Whenever a petition shall be filed to determine whether an 
attorney who is engaged in the practice of law is incapacitated 
from continuing the practice of law by reason of mental or 
physical infirmity or illness or because of addiction to drugs or 
intoxicants, such petition shall be referred to a Disciplinary 
Board. The Disciplinary Board shall provide for such notice to 
the respondent of proceedings in the matter as it deems proper 
and advisable and may appoint an attorney to represent the 
respondent if he is without adequate representation. The Disci- 
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plinary Board may take or direct such action as it deems neces¬ 
sary or proper to determine whether the attorney is so in¬ 
capacitated, including the examination of the attorney by such 
qualified medical experts as the Disciplinary Board shall 
designate. If, upon due consideration of the matter, the Disci¬ 
plinary Board concludes that the attorney is incapacitated from 
continuing to practice law, it shall enter an order transferring 
him to disability inactive status on the ground of such dis¬ 
ability. Any pending disciplinary proceeding against the at¬ 
torney shall be held in abeyance. 

(c) Action by Disciplinary Board when respondent makes 
contention. 

If, during the course of a disciplinary proceeding, the respon¬ 
dent contends that he is suffering from a disability by reason 
of mental or physical infirmity, illness, or addiction to drugs 
or intoxicants which makes it impossible for the respondent 
to adequately defend himself, the Disciplinary Board thereupon 
shall enter an order transferring the respondent to disability 
inactive status until a determination is made of the respon¬ 
dent’s capacity to continue to practice law in a proceeding 
instituted in accordance with the provisions of (b) above. If 
the Disciplinary Board shall determine that the respondent is 
not incapacitated from practicing law, it shall take such action 
as it deems proper and advisable, including a direction for the 
resumption of the disciplinary proceeding against the respon¬ 
dent. 

(d) Petition for reinstatement. 

No attorney transferred to disability inactive status under 
the provisions of this Rule may resume active status until 
reinstated by order of the Disciplinary Board. Any attorney 
transferred to disability inactive status under the provisions 
of this Rule shall be entitled to petition for reinstatement to 
active status once a year or at such shorter intervals as the 
Disciplinary Board may direct in the order transferring the 
respondent to disability inactive status or any modification 
thereof. Such petition shall be granted upon a showing by 
clear and convincing evidence that the attorney’s disability has 
been removed and that he is fit to resume the practice of law. 
Upon such application, the Disciplinary Board may take or 
direct such action as it deems necessary or proper to a determi¬ 
nation of whether the attorney’s disability has been removed, 
including a direction for an examination of the attorney by 
such qualified medical experts as the Disciplinary Board shall 
designate. In its discretion, the Disciplinary Board may direct 
that the expense of such examination shall be paid by the at¬ 
torney, and that the attorney establish proof of competence and 
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learning in law, which proof may include certification by the 
Bar Examiners of his successful completion of an examination 
for admission to practice. 

If an attorney has been transferred to disability inactive 
status by an order in accordance with the provisions of (a) 
above and, thereafter, has been judicially declared to be com¬ 
petent, the Disciplinary Board may dispense with further 
evidence that his disability has been removed and may direct 
his reinstatement to active status upon such terms as are deemed 
proper and advisable. 

(e) Burden of proof. 

In a proceeding seeking to transfer an attorney to disability 
inactive status under this Rule, the burden or proof shall rest 
with the petitioner. In a proceeding seeking an order of rein¬ 
statement to active status under this Rule, the burden of proof 
shall rest with the respondent. 

(f) Waiver of doctor-patient privilege. 

The filing of a petition for reinstatement to active status 
by an attorney transferred to disability inactive status because 
of disability shall be deemed to constitute a waiver of any 
doctor-patient privilege with respect to any treatment of the 
attorney during the period of his disability. The attorney shall 
be required to disclose the name of every psychiatrist, psy¬ 
chologist, physician and hospital or other institution by whom 
or in which the attorney has been examined or treated since 
his transfer to disability inactive status, and he shall furnish 
to the Disciplinary Board written consent to each to divulge 
such information and records as may be requested by medical 
experts appointed by the General Counsel or the Disciplinary 
Board. 


Rule 21 

APPOINTMENT OF COUNSEL TO PROTECT CLIENT’S 
INTERESTS WHEN AN ATTORNEY IS TRANSFERRED 
TO DISABILITY INACTIVE STATUS BECAUSE OF 
INCAPACITY OR DISABILITY, OR HE DISAPPEARS 
OR DIES, OR IS SUSPENDED OR DISBARRED 

(a) Appointment of counsel. 

Whenever an attorney has been transferred to disability 
inactive status because of incapacity or disability, or he has 
disappeared or died, or has been suspended or disbarred and 
there is evidence that he has not complied with Rule 18, and 
no partner, executor or other responsible party capable of con¬ 
ducting the attorney's affairs is known to exist, the presiding 
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judge of the judicial circuit in which the attorney maintained 
his practice upon proper proof of the fact, shall appoint an 
attorney or attorneys to inventory the files of the inactive, 
disappeared, deceased, suspended or disbarred attorney and to 
take such action as seems indicated to protect the interests of 
the attorney and his clients. 

(b) Duties of appointed counsel. 

Any attorney so appointed shall not be permitted to disclose 
any information contained in any files so inventoried without 
the consent of the client to whom such file relates, except to 
and as necessary to carry out the order of the court which 
appointed the attorney to make such inventory. 

Rule 22 

CONFIDENTIALITY 

All proceedings involving allegations of misconduct by or 
the disability of an attorney shall be kept confidential until 
and unless a decision for the imposition of public discipline or 
disability is made by the Disciplinary Board. Provided however, 
where the decision is that the respondent attorney shall receive 
a public reprimand this decision shall remain confidential until 
the time for appealing the decision shall have elapsed or until 
an appeal is taken. There shall be no confidentiality when the 
respondent attorney requests that the matter be made public 
or, when the investigation is predicated upon a conviction of 
the respondent attorney for a crime or when in matters in¬ 
volving alleged disability, the'Disciplinary Board enters an order 
transferring the respondent attorney to a disability inactive 
status pursuant to Rule 20. All participants in the proceeding 
shall conduct themselves so as to maintain the confidentiality 
of the proceeding. This provision shall not be construed to deny 
access to relevant information to authorized agencies inves¬ 
tigating the qualifications of judicial candidates, or to other 
jurisdictions investigating qualifications for admission to 
practice; or to law enforcement agencies investigating qual¬ 
ifications for government employment. In addition, the Disci¬ 
plinary Board shall transmit notice of all public discipline or 
the transfer to inactive status due to disability of an attorney 
imposed by the Disciplinary Board or as finally approved by 
the Alabama Supreme Court, as the case may be, to the Sec¬ 
retary of the Alabama State Bar, to the respondent, to the 
judges of the judicial circuit in which respondent practices to 
be spread upon the minutes of the Circuit Court in the county 
of respondent’s practice, to the Clerk of each Federal District 
Court in Alabama, the Clerk of the Alabama Supreme Court, 
the Clerk of the United States Supreme Court and to the 
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National Discipline Data Bank maintained by the American Bar 
Association. 

In cases of extreme notoriety, the Disciplinary Board may 
in its discretion upon majority vote of the Disciplinary Board, 
authorize its Chairman to make a brief statement to the media 
that the matters inquired about are under investigation and 
outlining the procedures for the handling of grievances under 
these Rules; provided that such release shall not disclose by 
name, position, address or otherwise the identity of any person 
involved in any investigation. 

This Rule has no application to disclosure incident to 
service pursuant to Rule 12. 

Rule 23 

TIME WITHIN WHICH FORMAL DISCIPLINARY 
PROCEEDINGS MUST BE INSTITUTED 

Formal disciplinary proceedings before the Board must be 
instituted by the filing of formal charges within six years from 
the accrual of the offense; provided, that the proceedings seek¬ 
ing discipline based upon fraud of an attorney or for an of¬ 
fense the discovery of which has been prevented by concealment 
by the accused attorney shall not be barred until the expiration 
of one year after discovery by the aggrieved party or the Gen¬ 
eral Counsel of the offense. 


Rule 24 

EFFECTIVE DATE 

These Rules shall become effective on December 1, 1977, 
and any disciplinary investigation or proceeding pending on 
that date shall be transferred to the Disciplinary Board, except 
to the extent that, in the opinion of the Board of Commissioners, 
such transfer would not be feasible or would work injustice. 


APPENDIX “A” 

PETITION FOR REINSTATEMENT 

Any attorney who has been disbarred or suspended from 
the practice of law may thereafter file with the Secretary of 
the Alabama State Bar six (6) copies of a sworn petition for 
reinstatement addressed to the General Counsel. 

The sworn petition shall contain the following informa¬ 
tion : 
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(a) Name, age, residence, address, number and relation 
of dependents of petitioner. 

(W A statement showing all residences maintained during 
the period of the petitioner’s suspension or disbarment, with 
names and addresses of landlords, if any. 

( c \ The nature of petitioner’s occupation in detail during 
the period of the petitioner’s suspension or disbarment, with 
names and addresses of all partners, associates in business and 
employers, if any, and exact dates and duration of all such 
relations and employments. 

(d) A statement showing the approximate monthly earn¬ 
ings and other income of petitioner, and the sources from which 
all such earnings and income were derived during the period 
of petitioner’s suspension or disbarment. 

(e) Copies of federal income tax returns filed by the 
petitioner during the period of his suspension or disbarment 
together with petitioner’s written consent to the Disciplinary 
Board to secure the originals of said returns from the proper 
agency of the Treasury Department of the United States. 

„ (^) A statement showing all financial obligations of 
petitioner at date of filing of the petition, together with the 
dates when the obligations were incurred and the names and 
addresses of all creditors. 

(&) A statement showing the dates, general nature and 
final disposition of every civil action wherein the petitioner 
was either a party-plaintiff or defendant or in which he had 
or claimed an interest, together with the dates of filing of 
complaints, titles of courts and causes, and the names and 
addresses of all parties-plaintiff and defendant, names and ad¬ 
dresses of attorneys for said parties, and of the trial judge, or 
judges, and the names and addresses of all witnesses who testi¬ 
fied in said action or actions. 

(h) A statement showing dates, general nature and ulti¬ 
mate disposition of every matter involving the arrest or prosecu¬ 
tion of petitioner during the period of his suspension or dis¬ 
barment for any crime, whether felony or misdemeanor, to¬ 
gether with the names and addresses of complaining witnesses, 
prosecutors and trial judges. 

(i) A statement as to whether or not any applications 
were made during the period of petitioner’s suspension or dis¬ 
barment for a license requiring proof of good character for its 
procurement; and as to each application, the dates, the name 
and address of the authority to whom it was addressed and 
the disposition thereof. 
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(j) A statement of any procedure or inquiry during the 
period of petitioner’s suspension or disbarment concerning 
petitioner’s standing as a member of any profession or organi¬ 
zation, or holder of any license or office, which involved the 
censure, removal, suspension, revocation of license, or discipline 
of petitioner; and as to each, the dates, facts and the disposi¬ 
tion thereof, and the name and address of the authority in 
possession of the records thereof. 

(k) A statement showing any change in the marital status 
of petitioner during the period of his suspension or disbarment. 

(l) The petition for reinstatement shall be accompanied 
by affidavits of the clerks and registers of the courts in the 
several counties in which the petitioner has resided during the 
period of his suspension or disbarment, etablishing that he has 
not practiced law in their respective courts during the period 
of suspension or disbarment. 

(m) A statement of fact claimed by the petitioner to 
justify reinstatement.

WHEREAS, this Court, on September 7, 1977, adopted 
Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement effective December 1, 1977; 

WHEREAS, on November 1, 1977, Rule 24 was amended 
so that the effective date would be March 1, 1978, instead of 
December 1, 1977; and 

WHEREAS, on November 22, 1977, there was a hearing 
before this Court on objections to the Rules of Disciplinary 
Enforcement as adopted on September 7, 1977; and 

WHEREAS, this Court deems that it is desirable to make 
certain changes in the Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement as 
originally adopted; and 

WHEREAS, the amendments made by this Court have 
been incorporated in the Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement at¬ 
tached hereto, 

IT IS, THEREFORE, CONSIDERED AND ORDERED by 
the Supreme Court of Alabama on this the 13th day of Febru¬ 
ary, 1978, as follows: 

(1) The Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement attached 
hereto and made a part of this order are hereby adopted. 

(2) The Celrk of this Court is directed to spread this 
order, along with the Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement, upon 
the Minutes of this Court and cause this order and the Rules of 
Disciplinary Enforcement to be published in the Alabama 
Reporter. 

(3) The Clerk is further directed to seek the cooperation 
of the Alabama State Bar in seeing that this order and the Rules 
of Disciplinary Enforcement are given wide dissemination as 
soon as possible so the lawyers and judges may be familiar 
with the contents of this order and the Rules of Disciplinary 
Enforcement.

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RULES OF DISCIPLINARY ENFORCEMENT 
PREAMBLE 

The Supreme Court of Alabama has inherent responsibility 
to supervise the conduct of attorneys who are its officers and 
in furtherance thereof it promulgates the following Rules of 
Disciplinary Enforcement superseding all other rules and 
statutes pertaining to disciplinary enforcement heretofore 
promulgated or enacted. 

The license to practice law in this State is a continuing 
proclamation by the Court that the holder is fit to be entrusted 
with professional matters, and to aid in the administration of 
justice as an attorney and as an officer of the Court. It is the 
duty of every recipient of that privilege to conduct himself at 
all times, both professionally and personally, in conformity with 
the standards imposed upon members of the bar as conditions 
for the privilege to practice law. 

Rule 1 

JURISDICTION 


(a) Jurisdiction. 

Any attorney admitted to practice law in this State and 
any attorney specially admitted by any court in this State for a 
particular proceeding is subject to the exclusive disciplinary 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of Alabama and the Disci¬ 
plinary Board of the Alabama State Bar, hereafter established. 

(b) Power. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to deny to any 
court such powers as are necessary for that court to maintain 
control over proceedings conducted before it, such as the power 
of contempt. 


Rule 2 

GROUNDS FOR DISCIPLINE 
(a) Acts or omissions. 

Acts or omissions by an attorney, individually or in concert 
with any other person or persons, which violate the Attorney’s 
Oath of Office or the Code of Professional Responsibility of 
the Alabama State Bar as from time to time shall be in effect 
in the State of Alabama, shall constitute misconduct and shall 
be grounds for discipline, whether or not the act or omission 
occurred in the course of an attorney-client relationship. 
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(b) Conviction of a crime. 

Conviction of a crime as set forth in Rule 14 shall similarly 
be grounds for discipline. 


Rule 3 

TYPES OF DISCIPLINE 

Misconduct shall be grounds for: 

(a) Disbarment. 

(b) Suspension for a fixed period of time. 

A suspension of three months or less shall not require proof 
of rehabilitation; a suspension of more than three months shall 
require proof of rehabilitation to be demonstrated in a rein¬ 
statement proceeding. No suspension shall be ordered for a 
specific period in excess of five years, [see Rule 19] 

(c) Temporary suspension. 

On the joint petition of the General Counsel and Discipli¬ 
nary Commission, supported by an affidavit demonstrating facts 
personally known to affiant showing that an attorney appears 
to be causing great public harm by misappropriating funds to 
his own use, or otherwise, the Disciplinary Board may issue a 
restraining order imposing temporary conditions of probation 
on the attorney or temporarily suspend the attorney, or both. 
Any order of temporary probation which restricts the attorney 
from maintaining a trust account, shall, when served on any 
bank maintaining an account against which the attorney may 
make withdrawals, serve as the basis for a petition for an in¬ 
junction to prevent the bank from further payment from the 
account cr accounts on any obligation. Any order of temporary 
suspension issued under this Rule shall preclude the attorney 
from accepting any new cases but shall not preclude his con¬ 
tinuing to represent existing clients during the first 28 days 
after issuance of such restraining order; however, any fees 
tendered to the attorney during the 28 day period shall be de¬ 
posited in a trust fund from which withdrawals may be made. 
The attorney may request dissolution or amendment of any re¬ 
straining order issued by the Disciplinary Board by petition 
filed with that Board, a copy of which shall be served on the 
General Counsel. The petition for dissolution shall be set for 
hearing within 7 days before the Disciplinary Board. The 
Disciplinary Board shall decide the petition forthwith and with 
the utmost speed consistent with due process. The Disciplinary 
Board may modify its order if appropriate and continue such 
provisions of the order as may be appropriate until final dis¬ 
position of all pending disciplinary charges against the attorney. 
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An appeal may be taken from decisions as provided in Rule 8. 

(d) Public censure. 

(e) Private reprimand. 

(f) Private informal admonition. 

Rule 4 

THE DISCIPLINARY BOARD OF THE 
ALABAMA STATE BAR 

(a) Establishment and membership of the Disciplinary Board. 

The Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar 
shall appoint from among their number three seven-member 
boards, each to be known as “The Disciplinary Board of the 
Alabama State Bar” (hereinafter referred to as the “Disci- 
® oar d”)- As used in these Rules, “Disciplinary Board” 
shall refer to that Board involved in a particular disciplinary 
proceeding. The membership of each Board shall consist of the 
following: 

ai V r ^ iree members of the Board of Commissioners of 
the Alabama State Bar appointed for an initial term of three 
years, who shall be appointed and domiciled from Congressional 
Districts Numbered 1-6; provided, that although membership 
may be drawn from any of the enumerated districts, not more 
than one member may be selected from any district. 

i?) ^ wo ^ members of the Board of Commissioners of 
the Alabama State Bar appointed for an initial term of two 
years, who shall be appointed and domiciled one each from 
Congressional Districts Numbered 7, and 1-3; provided, that 
although membership may be drawn from any of the enumerated 
districts, not more than one member may be selected from any 
district. 

(3) Two (2) members of the Board of Commissioners of 
the Alabama State Bar appointed for an initial term of one 
year, who shall be appointed and domiciled one each from Con¬ 
gressional Districts Numbered 4-7; provided, that although 
membership may be drawn from any of the enumerated dis¬ 
tricts, not more than one member may be selected from any 
district. 

Subsequent terms of all members shall be for three years 
and members shall be from the same Congressional Districts as 
provided in the initial term. Vacancies shall be filled by the 
Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar in the same 
manner as original appointments are made. 
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COMMENT: Membership on each of the Disciplinary Boards 
shall be based upon the number of Congressional Districts m 
the State. Following each Federal Decennial Census, the com¬ 
position of the Disciplinary Boards shall be reviewed and the 
Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar is hereby 
empowered to make the necessary modifications in the 
serving on the Disciplinary Boards consistent with the pro¬ 
cedure set forth above. The Board of Commissioners of the 
Alabama State Bar shall also make the necessary modifications 
in the selection procedures for representation on a proportionate 
basis consistent with that set forth above. 


(b) Election of officers. 

Each Disciplinary Board shall annually elect its Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and Secretary from its membership. 


(c) Establishment of quorum. 

Five members shall constitute a quorum. Each Board shall 
act only with concurrence of the majority of the Board. 

COMMENT: The concurrence of four (4) members is required 
for the Board to act. 

(d) Reimbursement of expenses. 

Members shall receive no compensation for their services 
but may be reimbursed for their travel and other expenses 
incidental to the performance of their duties. 

(e) Abstention from proceedings. 

Board members shall abstain from taking part in any P ro " 
ceeding in which a judge, similarly situated, would be required 
to abstain. 


(f) Powers of Disciplinary Board. 

Each Board shall exercise the powers and perform the 
duties conferred and imposed upon it by these Disciplinary 
Rules, including the power and duty to consider and investigate 
any alleged ground for discipline or alleged incapacity ol any 
attorney called to its attention, or upon its own motion, to_ taxe 
such action with respect thereto as shall be appropriate to 
effectuate the purposes of these Disciplinary Rules. 


(g) Adoption of rules. 

The Board of Commissioner of the Alabama State Bar shall 
adopt rules of procedure applicable to each Disciplinary Board 
which are not inconsistent with these Rules.

(e) Applicability of Alabama Rules of Civil and Appellate 
Procedure.

Rule 9 
IMMUNITY 

Complaints submitted hereunder to the Disciplinary Board 
or General Counsel or testimony with respect thereto shall be 
absolutely privileged and no lawsuit predicated thereon may be 
instituted.

State Bar, serving on a Disciplinary Board, or on the Disci¬ 
plinary Commission, the General Counsel and their staffs, shall 
be immune from suit for any conduct in the course of their 
official duties.

REFUSAL OF COMPLAINANT TO PROCEED,

MATTERS INVOLVING RELATED PENDING CIVIL

Disciplinary proceedings shall not be deferred or abated 
because of substantial similarity to the material allegations of 
pending criminal or civil litigation, unless authorized by the 
Disciplinary Board, in its discretion, for good cause shown. 

Rule 12 

FILING AND SERVICE OF FORMAL CHARGES 

(a) Formal charges.

Rule 13 

SUBPOENA POWER, WITNESSES AND PRE-TRIAL 
PROCEEDINGS 

(a) Power of Disciplinary Board. 

Any member of the Disciplinary Board, the Disciplinary 
Commission and the General Counsel in matters under investi¬ 
gation by him or in disciplinary proceeding, may administer 
oaths and affirmations and compel by subpoena the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of relevant books, papers and 
documents. Subpoenas shall be issued by the Secretary of the 
Alabama State Bar, by any member of the Disciplinary Board 
or by the Disciplinary Commission. 

Subpoenas shall clearly indicate on their face that the 
subpoenas are issued in connection with a confidential proceed-

ing under these Rules and that it is regarded as contempt of the 
Disciplinary Board enforceable by a court or grounds for disci¬ 
pline under these Rules for a person subpoenaed to breach in 
any way the confidentiality of the proceedings. It shall not be 
regarded as breach of confidentiality for a person subpoenaed 
to consult with an attorney. 

(b) Enforcement. 

Any circuit court may, upon proper application, enforce 
the attendance and testimony of any witness and the production 
of any documents so subpoenaed. Subpoena and witness fees and 
mileage shall be the same as in the circuit court in civil cases. 

(c) Attack on subpoena. 

Any attack on a subpoena so issued shall be heard and 
determined by a Disciplinary Board or by the court wherein 
enforcement of the subpoena is being sought. 

(d) Discovery proceedings. 

Discovery proceedings shall be had in accordance with the 
Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 

(e) Conference to obtain admissions or otherwise narrow 
issues. 

Uipon the request of either the General Counsel or respon¬ 
dent, a conference may be ordered by the Chairman of the Disci¬ 
plinary Board for the purpose of obtaining admissions or other¬ 
wise narrowing the issues presented by the pleadings. The con¬ 
ference may be held before the Chairman of the Disciplinary 
Board or any member of the Disciplinary Board designated by 
the Chairman. 

(f) Taking of testimony. 

With the approval of a Disciplinary Board, testimony may 
be taken by deposition or by commission if the witness is not 
subject to service of subpoena or is unable to attend or testify 
at the hearing because of age, illness or other infirmity. A 
complete record of the testimony so taken shall be made and 
preserved. 

(g) Subpoena and deposition procedures. 

The subpoenas and deposition procedures shall be subject 
to the protective requirements of confidentiality provided in 
Rule 22. 


Rule 14 

ATTORNEYS CONVICTED OF CRIMES 
Any attorney who shall commit any of the acts forbidden 
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or prohibited by any of these disciplinary rules may be subject 
to disciplinary action as set forth in Rule 3. 

If an attorney, prior to the time he engages in conduct 
4 ? 1C ii 18 l a ^ er . ma ^ e the subject of a disciplinary action, makes 
a fuH and fair disclosure, in writing, to the General Counsel, 
of the action he proposes to take, and receives a written opinion 
ol the General Counsel, concurred in by the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mission, that the proposed conduct is permissible, this shall be 
a defense to a disciplinary action. 

An attorney must be disbarred or suspended: 

an ^ judgment is rendered against him for money 
collected by him as attorney upon which judgment an execution 
has been issued and returned no property found, the record of 
the judgment, execution and return, or a copy thereof certified 
and authenticated in the manner authorized by law, is conclu¬ 
sive evidence thereof unless such judgment has been set aside, 
reversed, or annulled; or 

(b) When his conviction has become final under a plea of 
guilty, a plea of not guilty, a plea of nolo contendere, or any 
other plea, in any court of record of this State or of the United 
btates or of any other state for any crime which by the law 
oi the forum trying the case is a felony (other than man- 
slaughter) or a misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, in any 
of which cases the record of his conviction or a copy thereof 
certified and authenticated in the manner authorized by law 
is conclusive evidence; provided, however, when an attorney has 
been convicted as herein provided, and such conviction has not 
become final, the General Counsel may file a petition with the 
Disciplinary Commission, make a showing of good cause, and 
request that such attorney be disbarred or suspended immediate¬ 
ly, irrespective of such attorney’s right to appeal and have his 
conviction reviewed, and the Disciplinary Commission may take 
such action as it deems proper. The action of the Disciplinary 
Commission may be reviewed by the Supreme Court upon 
petition. 

An attorney who is disbarred or suspended by action of 
the Disciplinary Commission shall promptly surrender his 
license within ten days after demand therefor by the Disci¬ 
plinary Commission under either (a) or (b) above, unless an 
appeal is taken to the Supreme Court of Alabama pursuant to 
Rule 8. 


Rule 15 

DISBARMENT BY CONSENT OF ATTORNEYS UNDER 
DISCIPLINARY INVESTIGATION OR PROSECUTION 
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(a) Consent to disbarment. 

An attorney who is the subject of an investigation into, or 
a pending proceeding involving, allegations of misconduct may 
consent to disbarment, but only by delivering to the General 
Counsel an affidavit stating that he desires to consent to dis- 
barment and that: 

(1) His consent is freely and voluntarily rendered; he is 
not being subjected to coercion or duress; he is fully aware ot 
the implications of submitting his consent; and 

(2) He is aware that there is presently pending an 
investigation into, or proceeding involving, allegations that there 
exist grounds for his disbarment, the nature of which he shall 
specifically set forth. 

(b) Order of disbarment. 

Upon receipt of the required affidavit, the General Counsel 
shall file it with the Disciplinary Board and the Chairman ot 
the Disciplinary Board shall enter an order disbarring the at¬ 
torney on consent. 

(c) Public record. 

The order disbarring the attorney on consent shall be a 
matter of public record. However, the affidavit required under 
the provisions of (a) above shall not be publicly disclosed or 
made available for use in any other proceeding except upon 
order of the Disciplinary Board. 


Rule 16 

DISCIPLINE BY CONSENT 


(a) Conditional guilty plea. 

An attorney, against whom formal charges have been 
served, may thereafter tender a conditional guilty plea to the 
petition or to a particular count thereof in exchange tor a 
stated form of discipline. Such tendered pleas shall be submitted 
to General Counsel. 


(b) Submission. 

The General Counsel shall submit any conditional guilty 
plea, together with the pending charges and any commen.s the 
General Counsel chooses to make to the Disciplinary Commis¬ 
sion. If either General Counsel or the Disciplinary Commission 
recommends the tendered plea, then the recommendation, the 
tendered plea and the matters and things submitted to the Disci¬ 
plinary Board. If either the General Counsel or Disciplinary 
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Commission fails to recommend the conditional guilty plea, the 
matter shall be submitted to the Disciplinary Board indicating

The conditional guilty plea shall be tendered as far as pos¬ 
sible m advance of the evidentiary hearing before the Disci¬ 
plinary ^Board. The conditional guilty plea shall be tendered so 
as not to cause a continuance in a hearing before the Disci- 
p mary Board and also not to circumvent the consideration of 
the conditional guilty plea by the Disciplinary Commission. 

(d) Rejection of conditional plea. 


In the event a tendered conditional plea is rejected by a 
Disciplinary Board, the Disciplinary Board which rejected the 
tendered conditional guilty plea shall not conduct the proceed- 
mg. in the event the conditional guilty plea is not tendered until 
alter the actual presentation of evidence to a Disciplinary 
Board and the tendered conditional guilty plea is rejected, the 
same Disciplinary Board shall continue the trial of the charges. 

(e) Imposition of conditions. 


The General Counsel or Disciplinary Commission may con- 
dition its recommendation of acceptance of the tendered con¬ 
ditional plea. In that event, the attorney who is charged shall 
be advised forthwith so that he may notify the General Counsel 
that he accepts the conditions so designated. If the General 
Counsel is not notified by the attorney of the acceptance of the 
conditions proposed by the General Counsel or the Disciplinary 
Commission, it shall be presumed that the conditions were 
rejected by the attorney. 

(f) Conduct of attorney during suspension. 

No conditional guilty plea shall be accepted by a Disci¬ 
plinary Board for suspension from the practice of law unless 
an examination of the conduct of the attorney during the 
period of suspension is permitted. 

(g) Right of appeal. 

tv T^. ere shall be a right of appeal from the decision of the 
Disciplinary Board which rejects a tendered conditional guilty 
plea. 
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Rule 17 

RECIPROCAL RISCLIPINE 

(a) Disciplinary action in another jurisdiction. 

All attorneys subject to the provisions of this Rule shall, 
upon being subjected to professional disciplinary action in 
another jurisdiction, promptly inform General Counsel of such 
action. Upon being informed that an attorney subject to the 
provisions of these Rules has been subjected to discipline in 
another jurisdiction, General Counsel shall obtain a certified 
copy of such disciplinary order and file same with the Disci¬ 
plinary Board and with the Clerk of the Supreme Court of 
Alabama. 

(b) Notice to attorney. 

Upon receipt of a certified copy of an order demonstrating 
that an attorney admitted to practice in this State has been 
disciplined in another jurisdiction, the Disciplinary Board shall 
forthwith issue a natice directed to the attorney containing: 

(1) A copy of said order from the other jurisdiction; and 

(2) An order directing that the attorney inform the Disci¬ 
plinary Board, within 28 days from service of the notice, of any 
claim by the attorney predicated upon the grounds set forth 
in section (d) hereof that the imposition of the identical disci¬ 
pline in this State would be unwarranted and the reasons there¬ 
fore. 

(c) Stay of disciplinary action. 

In the event the discipline imposed in the other jurisdic¬ 
tion has been stayed there, any reciprocal discipline imposed in 
this State shall be deferred until such stay expires. 

(d) Imposition of discipline. 

Upon the expiration of 42 days from service of the notice 
issued pursuant to the provisions of (b) above, the Disci¬ 
plinary Board shall impose the identical discipline, unless the 
Disciplinary Board finds: 

(1) That the procedure was so lacking in notice of op¬ 
portunity to be heard as to constitute a deprivation of due 
process; or 

(2) That there was such an infirmity of proof establish¬ 
ing the misconduct as to give rise to the clear conviction that 
the Disciplinary Board could not, consistent with its duty, ac¬ 
cept as final the conclusion on that subject; or 
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(3) That the misconduct there established either does 
not constitute ground for discipline in this State, or warrants 
substantially different discipline here. 

Where the Disciplinary Board determines that any of said 
elements exist, it shall enter such other order as it deems 
appropriate. 

(e) Final adjudication in another jurisdiction. 

In all other respects, a final adjudication in another juris¬ 
diction that an attorney has been guilty of misconduct shall 
establish conclusively the misconduct for purposes of a disci¬ 
plinary proceeding in this State. 

Rule 18 

DISBARRED OR SUSPENDED ATTORNEYS 
(OTHER THAN TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED ATTORNEYS) 

(a) Notification to clients involved in matters other than liti¬ 
gation or administrative proceedings. 

A disbarred or suspended attorney shall promptly notify 
or cause to be notified, by registered or certified mail, return 
receipt requested, all clients being represented in pending 
matters, other than litigation or administrative proceedings, of 
his disbarment or suspension and his consequent inability to 
act as an attorney after the effective date of his disbarment or 
suspension and shall advise said clients to seek legal advice of 
the client’s own choice elsewhere. 

(b) Notification to clients involved in litigation or adminis¬ 
trative proceedings. 

A disbarred or suspended attorney shall promptly notify 
or cause to be notified, by registered or certified mail, return 
receipt requested, each of his clients who is involved in pend¬ 
ing litigation or administrative proceedings, and the attorney 
or attorneys for each adverse party in such matters or pro¬ 
ceedings, of his disbarment or suspension and consequent in¬ 
ability to act as an attorney after the effective date of his 
disbarment or suspension. The notice to be given to the client 
shall advise the client of the desirability of the prompt sub¬ 
stitution of another attorney or attorneys of the client’s own 
choice in his place. 

In the event the client does not obtain substitute counsel 
before the effective date of the disbarment or suspension, it 
shall be the responsibility of the disbarred or suspended at¬ 
torney to move in the court or agency in which the proceeding 
is pending for leave to withdraw. 
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The notice to be given to the attorney or attorneys for an 
adverse party shall state the place of residence of the client of 
the disbarred or suspended attorney. 

(c) Orders of suspension or disbarment. 

Orders imposing suspension or disbarment shall be ef¬ 
fective 42 days after entry unless a different period is specified 
in the order of suspension or disbarment. The disbarred or 
suspended attorney, after entry of the disbarment or suspen¬ 
sion order, shall not accept any new retainer or engage as 
attorney for another client in any new case or legal matter of 
any nature. However, during the period from the entry date 
of the order and its effective date, he may wind up and com¬ 
plete, on behalf of any client, all matters which were pending 
on the entry date. 

(d) Affidavit filed with Disciplinary Board. 

Within 14 days after the effective date of the disbarment 
or suspension order, the disbarred or suspended attorney shall 
file with the Disciplinary Board an affidavit showing: (1) 
that he has fully complied with the provisions of the order and 
with these Rules; (2) all other state, federal and administrative 
jurisdictions to which he is admitted to practice; and (3) that 
he has served a copy of such affidavit upon General Counsel 
Such affidavit shall also set forth the residence or other ad¬ 
dress of the disbarred or suspended attorney where communica¬ 
tions may thereafter be directed to him. 

(e) Publication of notice of suspension or disbarment. 

The Disciplinary Board shall cause a notice of the sus¬ 
pension or disbarment to be published in the official Bar pub¬ 
lication and in a newspaper of general circulation in each 
judicial circuit of the State of Alabama in which the disciplined 
attorney maintained an office for the practice of law. 

(f) Maintenance of records. 

A disbarred or suspended attorney shall keep and maintain 
records of the various steps taken by him under these Rules so 
that, upon any subsequent proceeding instituted by or against 
him, proof of compliance with these Rules and with the dis¬ 
barment or suspension order will be available. Proof of com¬ 
pliance with these Rules shall be a condition precedent to the 
filing or consideration of any petition for reinstatement. 

(g) Perfection of appeal. 

The perfection of an appeal shall operate as a stay of any 
discipline, sanction, duty, requirement or other act imposed or 
required by these Rules, and such stay shall continue until the 
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appeal is finally determined; however, the General Counsel may. 
for good cause shown, petition the Supreme Court to terminate 
the stay prior to the final determination of the appeal. 


Rule 19 


REINSTATEMENT 


(a) Prohibition of practice. 

No attorney suspended for more than three months or dis¬ 
barred or who has voluntarily resigned or surrendered his 
license may resume practice until reinstated by order of the 
Disciplinary Board. 


(b) Time for reinstatement. 


A person who has been suspended for more than three 
months may not apply for reinstatement until the period of 
suspension has terminated. A person who has been disbarred 
at ™ hiring or . by consent may not apply for reinstatement 
until the expiration of at least three years from the effective 
date of the disbarment or surrender of license. 

(c) Petitions for reinstatement. 


Petitions for reinstatement by a disbarred or suspended 
attorney undor this Rule shall be filed with the Secretary of 
the Alabama State Bar and served upon General Counsel 
promptly, and shall be in the form and contain the material 
specified in Appendix A (attached hereto). Upon receipt of the 
petition by the Disciplinary Board the Chairman shall promptly 
set the petition for a hearing within 28 days. At the hearing 
the petitioner shall have the burden of demonstrating by clear 
and convincing evidence that he has the moral qualifications 
to practice law in this State and that his resumption of the 
practice of law within the State will not be detrimental to the 
integrity and standing of the Bar or the administration of 
justice, or subversive of the public interest. The Disciplinary 
Board shall within 7 days after the hearing issue an order 
granting or denying the petition and shall file the same, to¬ 
gether with the record, with the General Counsel and serve a 
copy of the order on the petitioner. 


(d) Proceedings. 

In all proceedings upon a petition for reinstatement, cross 
examination of the petitioning attorney's witnesses and the 
submission of evidence, if any, in opposition to the petition shall 
be conducted by General Counsel. 


(e) Costs. 


Petitions for reinstatement under this Rule shall be ac- 
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companied by an advance cost deposit in an amount to be set 
from time to time by the Disciplinary Board to cover antici¬ 
pated costs of the reinstatement proceedings. 

(f) Conditional reinstatement. 

If the petitioner is found unfit to resume the practice of 
law, the petition shall be denied. If the petitioner is found fit 
to resume the practice of law, the order of the Disciplinary 
Board shall reinstate him; provided, however, that the order 
may make such reinstatement conditional upon the payment 
of all or part of the costs of the proceeding, and upon the 
making of partial or complete restitution to parties harmed 
by the petitioner’s misconduct which led to his suspension or 
disbarment; and provided, further, that if suspension of the 
petitioner has continued for more than three years, the rein¬ 
statement may, in the discretion of the Disciplinary Board, 
be conditioned upon the furnishing of such proof of com¬ 
petency as may be required by the order. 

(g) Petition for reinstatement. 

No petition for reinstatement under this Rule shall be 
filed within one year following an adverse order of a Disci¬ 
plinary Board upon a petition for reinstatement filed by or on 
behalf of the same person. 

(h) Appeal to Supreme Court. 

The petitioner shall be entitled to an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, as provided by Rule 8(d), from the order denying the 
petition for reinstatement. 

(i) Notice. 

Upon reinstatement, the Disciplinary Board shall transmit 
notice of such reinstatement to all parties to whom notices of 
discipline or transfer to inactive status due to disability were 
sent under Rule 22. 


Rule 20 

PROCEEDINGS WHERE AN ATTORNEY IS DECLARED TO 
BE INCOMPETENT OR IS ALLEGED TO BE 
INCAPACITATED 

(a) Disability inactive status. 

Where an attorney has been judicially declared incompetent 
or has been voluntarily confined by judicial action on the 
grounds of incompetency or disability, the Disciplinary Board, 
upon proper proof of the fact, shall enter an order transferring 
such attorney to disability inactive status. A copy of such order 
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served upon such attorney and his guardian, if any, 
and, if he has been committed to an institution, upon the 
director of such institution, in such manner as the Disciplinary 
Board may direct. 

(b) Petition filed with Disciplinary Board; Disciplinary Board 
authorized to take necessary action. 

Whenever a petition shall be filed to determine whether 
an attorney who is engaged in the practice of law is incapaci¬ 
tated from continuing the practice of law by reason of mental 
or physical infirmity or illness or because of addiction to drugs 
or intoxicants, such petition shall be referred to a Disciplinary 
Board. The Disciplinary Board shall provide for such notice to 
the respondent of proceedings in the matter as it deems proper 
and advisable and may appoint an attorney to represent the 
respondent if he is without adequate representation. The Disci¬ 
plinary Board may take or direct such action as it deems 
necessary or proper to determine whether the attorney is so 
incapacitated, including the examination of the attorney by 
such qualified medical experts as the Disciplinary Board shall 
designate. If, upon due consideration of the matter, the Disci¬ 
plinary Board concludes that the attorney is incapacitated from 
continuing to practice law, it shall enter an order transferring 
h™. to disability inactive status on the ground of such dis¬ 
ability. Any pending disciplinary proceeding against the at¬ 
torney shall be held in abeyance. 

(c) Action by Disciplinary Board when respondent makes con¬ 
tention. 

If, during the course of a disciplinary proceeding, the 
respondent contends that he is suffering from a disability by 
reason of mental or physical infirmity, illness, or addiction to 
drugs or intoxicants which makes it impossible for the respon¬ 
dent to adequately defend himself, the Disciplinary Board 
thereupon shall enter an order transferring the respondent to 
disability inactive status until a determination is made of the 
respondent's capacity to continue to practice law in a pro¬ 
ceeding instituted in accordance with the provisions of (b) 
above. If the Disciplinary Board shall determine that the 
respondent is not incapacitated from practicing law, it shall 
take such action as it deems proper and advisable, including a 
direction for the resumption of the disciplinary proceeding 
against the respondent. 

(d) Petition for reinstatement. 

N° attorney transferred to disability inactive status under 
the provisions of this Rule may resume active status until rein¬ 
stated by order of the Disciplinary Board. Any attorney trans- 
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ferred to disability inactive status under the provisions of this 
Rule shall be entitled to petition for reinstatement to active 
status once a year or at such shorter intervals as the Disci¬ 
plinary Board may direct in the order transferring the respon¬ 
dent to disability inactive status or any modification thereof. 
Such petition shall be granted upon a showing by clear and 
convincing evidence that the attorney’s disability has been 
removed and that he is fit to resume the practice of law. Upon 
such application, the Disciplinary Board may take or direct 
such action as it deems necessary or proper to a determination 
of whether the attorney’s disability has been removed, including 
a direction for an examination of the attorney by such qualified 
medical experts as the Disciplinary Board shall designate. In 
its discretion, the Disciplinary Board ^ may direct that the 
expense of such examination shall be paid by the attorney, and 
that the attorney establish proof of competence and learning 
in law, which proof may include certification by the Bar 
Examiners of his successful completion of an examination for 
admission to practice. 

If an attorney has been transferred to disability inactive 
status by an order in accordance with the provisions of (a) 
above and, thereafter, has been judicially declared to be com¬ 
petent, the Disciplinary Board may dispense with further 
evidence that his disability has been removed and may direct 
his reinstatement to active status upon such terms as are 
deemed proper and advisable. 

(e) Burden of proof. 

In a proceeding seeking to transfer an attorney to dis¬ 
ability inactive status under this Rule, the burden of proof 
shall rest with the petitioner. In a proceeding seeking an order 
of reinstatement to active status under this Rule, the burden 
of proof shall rest with the respondent. 

(f) Waiver of doctor - patient privilege. 

The filing of a petition for reinstatement to active status 
by an attorney transferred to disability inactive status because 
of disability shall be deemed to constitute a waiver of any 
doctor-patient privilege with respect to any treatment of the 
attorney during the period of his disability. The attorney shall 
be required to disclose the name of every psychiatrist, psy¬ 
chologist, physician and hospital or other institution by whom 
or in which the attorney has been examined or treated since 
his transfer to disability inactive status, and he shall furnish 
to the Disciplinary Board written consent to each to divulge 
such information and records as may be requested by medical 
experts appointed by the General Counsel or the Disciplinary 
Board. 
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Rule 21 

APPOINTMENT OF COUNSEL TO PROTECT CLIENT’S 
INTERESTS WHEN AN ATTORNEY IS TRANSFERRED 

TO DISABILITY INACTIVE STATUS BECAUSE OF 

INCAPACITY OR DISABILITY, OR HE DISAPPEARS 
OR DIES, OR IS SUSPENDED OR DISBARRED 

(a) Appointment of counsel. 

Whenever an attorney has been transferred to disability 
inactive status because of incapacity or disability, or he has 
disappeared or died, or has been suspended or disbarred and 
there is evidence that he has not complied with Rule 18, and 
no partner, executor or other responsible party capable of con¬ 
ducting the attorney’s affairs is known to exist, the presiding 
judge of the judicial circuit in which the attorney has main¬ 
tained his practice upon proper proof of the fact, shall appoint 
an attorney or attorneys to inventory the files of the inactive, 
disappeared, deceased, suspended or disbarred attorney and to 
take such action as seems indicated to protect the interests of 
the attorney and his clients. 

(b) Duties of appointed counsel. 

Amy attorney so appointed shall not be permitted to dis¬ 
close any information contained in any files so inventoried with¬ 
out the consent of the client to whom such file relates, except 
to and as necessary to carry out the order of the court which 
appointed the attorney to make such inventory. 

Rule 22 

CONFIDENTIALITY 

All proceedings involving allegations of misconduct by or 
the disability of an attorney shall be kept confidential! until 
a pd unless a decision for the imposition of public discipline or 
disability is made by the Disciplinary Board. Provided! how¬ 
ever, where the decision is that the respondent attorney shall 
receive a public reprimand this decision shall remain con¬ 
fidential until the time for appealing the decision shall have 
elapsed or until an appeal is taken. 

There shall be no confidentiality when the respondent at¬ 
torney requests,that the matter be made public or, when the 
investigation is predicated upon a conviction of the respondent 
attorney for a crime or when in matters involving alleged dis¬ 
ability, the Disciplinary Board enters an order transferring the 
respondent attorney to a disability inactive status pursuant to 
Rule 20. All participants in the proceeding shall conduct them¬ 
selves so as to maintain the confidentiality of the proceeding. 
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This provision shall not be construed to deny access to relevant 
information to authorized agencies investigating the qualifica¬ 
tions of judicial candidates, or to other jurisdictions inves¬ 
tigating qualifications for admission to practice, or to law 
enforcement agencies investigating qualifications for govern¬ 
ment employment. In addition, the Disciplinary Board shall 
transmit notice of all public discipline or the transfer to inactive 
status due to disability of an attorney imposed by the Disci¬ 
plinary Board or as finally approved by the Alabama Supreme 
Court, as the case may be, to the Secretary of the Alabama 
State Bar, to the respondent, to the judges of the judicial cir¬ 
cuit in which respondent practices to be spread upon the minutes 
of the Circuit Court in the county of respondent’s practice, to 
the Clerk of each Federal District Court in Alabama, the Clerk 
of the Alabama Supreme Court, the Clerk of the United States 
Supreme Court and to the National Discipline Data Bank 
maintained by the American Bar Association. 

In cases of extreme notoriety, the Disciplinary Board may 
in its discretion upon majority vote of the Disciplinary Board, 
authorize its Chairman to make a brief statement to the media 
that the matters inquired about are under investigation and 
outlining the procedures for the handling of grievances under 
these Rules; provided that such release shall not disclose by 
name, position, address or otherwise the identity of any person 
involved in any investigation. 

This Rule has no application to disclosure incident to service 
pursuant to Rule 12. 


Rule 23 

TIME WITHIN WHICH FORMAL DISCIPLINARY 
PROCEEDINGS MUST BE INSTITUTED 

Formal disciplinary proceedings before the Board must be 
instituted by the filing of formal charges within six years 
from the accrual of the offense; provided, that proceedings 
seeking discipline based upon fraud of an attorney or for an 
offense the discovery of which has been prevented by conceal¬ 
ment by the accused attorney shall not be barred until the 
expiration of one year after discovery by the aggrieved party 
or the General Counsel of the offense. 

Rule 24 

EFFECTIVE DATE 

These Rules sahll become effective on March 1, 1978, and 
any disciplinary investigation or proceeding pending on, that 
date shall be transferred to the Disciplinary Board, except to 
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the extent that, in the opinion of the Board of Commissioners, 
such transfer would not be feasible or would work injustice. 


APPENDIX “A” 

PETITION FOR REINSTATEMENT 

Any attorney who has been disbarred or suspended from 
the practice of law may thereafter file with the Secretary of 
the Alabama State Bar six (6) copies of a sworn petition for 
reinstatement addressed to the General Counsel. 

The sworn petition shall contain the following information: 

(a) Name, age, residence, address, number and relation 
of dependents of petitioner. 

(b) A statement showing all residence maintained during 
the period of the petitioner’s suspension or disbarment, with 
names and addresses of landlords, if any. 

(c) The nature of petitioner’s occupation in detail during 
the period of the petitioner’s suspension or disbarment, with 
names and addresses of all partners, associates in business and 
employers, if any, and exact dates and duration of all such 
relations and employments. 

(d) A statement showing the approximate monthly earn¬ 
ings and other income of petitioner, and the sources from 
which all such earnings and income were derived during the 
period of petitioner’s suspension or disbarment. 

(e) Copies of federal income tax returns filed by the 
petitioner during the period of his suspension or disbarment 
together with petitioner’s written consent to the Disciplinary 
Board to secure the originals of said returns from the proper 
agency of the Treasury Department of the United States. 

(f) A statement showing all financial obligations of 
petitioner at date of filing of the petition, together with the 
dates when the obligations were incurred and the names and 
addresses of all creditors. 

(g) A statement showing the dates, general nature and 
final disposition of every civil action wherein the petitioner 
was either a party-plaintiff or defendant or in which he had 
or claimed an interest, together with the dates of filing of 
complaints, titles of courts and causes, and the names and ad¬ 
dresses of all parties-plaintiff and defendant, names and 
addresses of attorneys for said parties, and of the trial judge, 
or judges, and the names and addresses of all witnesse who 
tetified in said action or actions. 
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(h) A statement showing dates, general nature and ulti¬ 
mate disposition of every matter involving the arrest or prosecu¬ 
tion of petitioner during the period of his suspension or dis¬ 
barment for any crime, whether felony or misdemeanor, to¬ 
gether with the names and addresses of complaining witnesses, 
prosecutors and trial judges. 

(i) A statement as to whether or not any applications 
were made during the period of petitioner's suspension or 
disbarment for a license requiring proof of good character for 
its procurement; and as to each application, the dates, the 
name and address of the authority to whom it was addressed 
and the disposition thereof. 

(j) A statement of any procedure or inquiry during the 
period of petitioner’s suspension or disbarment concerning 
petitioner’s standing as a member of any profession or organi¬ 
zation, or holder of any license or office, which involved the 
censure, removal, suspension, revocation of license, or disci¬ 
pline of petitioner; and as to each, the dates, facts and the 
disposition thereof, and the name and address of the authority 
in possession of the records thereof. 

(k) A statement showing any change in the marital status 
of petitioner during the period of his suspension or disbarment. 

(l) The petition for reinstatement shall be accompanied 
by affidavits of the clerks and registers of the courts in the 
several counties in which the petitioner has resided during the 
period of his suspension or disbarment, establishing that he has 
not practiced law in their respective courts during the period 
of suspension or disbarment. 

(m) A statement or facts claimed by the petitioner to 
justify reinstatement.

ORDER 

WHEREAS, the Alabama Rules of Judicial Administration 
were adopted by the Supreme Court of Alabama on October 
14, 1976; and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court has given consideration 
to the amendment of Rule 1, of the Alabama Rules of Judicial 
Administration, 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED that Rule 1, Alabama 
Rules of Judicial Administration, be amended to read as fol¬ 
lows to become effective immediately: 

RULE 1 

BONDING OF COURT OFFICIALS AND EMPLOYEES 

The administrative director of courts (“ADC”) shall pro- 
cure from a qualified and responsible company or companies a 
fidelity position bond or bonds in such amount or amounts as 
determined by the ADC with the approval of the Supreme 
Court, covering all magistrates (except magistrates serving 
municipal courts), clerks, registers, and employees of those 
offices charged by law with the responsibility for the receipt 
and disbursement of public funds, and such other officials and 
employees of the trial courts and of the administrative office 
of courts who, in the discretion of the ADC, should be included 
within coverage of the bond or bonds. Such bonds shall be made 
payable to the State of Alabama conditioned as to honesty and 
faithful performance of official duties by persons in all posi¬ 
tions so covered. This bond shall be in lieu of all other bonds 
required by statute for the respective officials and employees. 

COMMENT: Coverage by the fidelity position bond or 
bonds shall not be restricted only to those officials and 
employees of the trial courts charged by law with the 
responsibility of handling public funds, but, may be ex¬ 
panded to cover those employees of the trial courts and of 
the administrative office of courts who are charged with 
the responsibility for the receipt and disbursement of 
public funds. This exercise of discretion by the ADC will 
ensure that all individuals who receipt and disburse public 
funds may be bonded by the state. 
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This rule is based upon Code of Alabama, Section 12-17- 
252. Section 12-17-252 authorizes the Supreme Court to 
provide for the bonding of all officials who will be handling 
money, and supersedes those provisions of the Code of 
Alabama relative to the bonding of magistrates, clerks, 
registers and employees of the judicial system charged 
with the responsibility of handling money.

On January 1, 1977, and on the 30th day of each 
June and December thereafter each judge who has had 
cases and/or matters under submission or advisement for a 
period of six months or longer shall file a list of such 
matters and cases, the date that the matter or case was 
taken under submission or advisement and the reasons for 
the failure of the judge to decide such matters or cases. 
Trial judges shall file their lists with the Administrative 
Office of Courts, and appellate judges shall file their 
lists with the clerk of their appellate court. 

This amendment shall become effective May 1, 1978.

The parties to a transaction may agree on a specific rate of interest. 
The maximum rates that may be agreed upon is usually fixed by law. 
This is the “contract rate.” 


If a specific rate is not agreed upon, then the maximum rate that 
may be taken is the “legal rate,” fixed by law in all states. 

Interest in excess of the rate permitted by law is usurious. All 
states provide penalties for taking such interest. 

Many state statutes provide that the defense of usury is not avail¬ 
able to a corporation.

I have called the Legislature of Alabama into special session 
to solve some very serious problems facing the citizens of Ala¬ 
bama: to keep property taxes from rocketing sky high ... to 
provide for the education of our children and college students . . . 
to find a place to put criminals that are about to be turned loose 
on the people ... to provide for our elderly, handicapped, blind 
and disabled citidens and to approve a fair distribution of TV A 
revenues. 

I am further asking that you do this in a minimum amount 
of time and at the least possible expense to the taxpayers, and 
go home no later than Saturday night of this week. There is no 
reason whatsoever why you cannot do this. There is nothing 
being considered that you have not considered before. 

J am sure that this entire legislature is anxious to show the 
people of Alabama that you can be productive. This is your 
final chance to prove that you are ready to do something for 
the people^ instead of special interests. And if you don’t take 
care of this business that you left unfinished from the Regular 
Session, then I am afraid that it is your political funeral Sep¬ 
tember 5th. 

I know that there are always some who are so committed 
to special interests that they’ll be drafting up every excuse in 
the book to tie up this session and do nothing. They’ll be saying 
things like, “You didn’t give us enough time” or “You’ve put 
too much in the call.” To these I say, You’ve had enough time . . . 
in fact, you’ve had too much time, and all of it at the expense of 
the taxpayers of Alabama. 

In fact, I rember when you came here almost four years 
ago and expectations ran high on how young, how intelligent, 
how well educated and how mature this particular legislature 
appeared. I, myself, said that I thought you had the potential 
of being the greatest body to ever sit in these two chambers in 
Montgomery. 

Unfortunately, tonight I cannot offer very much praise 
at all for this group as a collective body. I know that many 
who are seeking reelection or who may be seeking a higher 
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office are finding it most difficult to tell your people anything 
constructive that this legislature has done. This is unfortunate 
because most of you are fine people and would like to do right 
by the people of Alabama. But a few in leadership positions 
in the Senate like to obstruct and work for special interests. 
They have caused the following record: 
budget. 

Two of your four years you failed to pass an education 
budget. 

One of the years that you failed to pass an education budget 
one of the Senators even went to court to keep me from con¬ 
tinuing the operation of State schools until a budget could be 
passed. 

You failed to reorganize State Government, and this wasn’t 
to help me but to help the next governor and the people of Ala¬ 
bama. I presented you a fine reorganization plan, put together 
by one of the best consultants in the Nation. You chose to turn 
it down. 

You cut the funding to operate our fine system of State 
parks. 

You cut the funding for the aged, the crippled, the handi¬ 
capped and those who are unable to do for themselves. 

You failed to pass a measure to return equity to our fine 
TV A counties. 

You failed to provide utility legislation at a time when it 
would do some good and keep down electricity rates. 

You failed to provide for the proper funding of our highway 
maintenance programs. 

You failed to provide adequate funding of essential govern¬ 
ment services when there was plenty of money coming into the 
treasury of this state to do those things, but you have been 
afraid of a special interest group known as AEA. 

But you did pass something. You passed a Judicial Article 
which costs the taxpayers 15 to million dollars a year more 
than you said it would cost. 

To those few special interest Senators who say there’s not 
enough time — I say there’s plenty of time — especially if you 
get rid of that five o’clock rule in the Senate so you can get to 
work. The whole purpose of that rule was to protect special 
interests and now we’ve got to protect people’s rights in this 
state. So, those who drag out the excuse of not enough time 
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are just special interest jumping beans, flip-flopping around 
from one special interest to another. 

I don’t mean to speak ill of the entire Legislature. Most 
of you know what I mean. The majority of the members of 
both the House and the Senate are fine, conscientious people. 

But you have let a few bad apples spoil the whole barrel. 
And you good apples know who the bad apples are. They’re the 
ones who are controlled by the special interests and who have 
gotten control of the Legislature, especially the Senate. 

Now, it’s up to you good apples to cull these bad apples 
out, and have the guts to stand up to them and tell them, “You 
don’t control things around here anymore” . . . that you’re 
tired of the way things have been going and the people of Ala¬ 
bama are tired of it, too. And now it is time to do something 
for the people of Alabama. 

This is your last chance to make it right with the people 
who sent you here, and if you don’t make it right with them 
here in Montgomery before Saturday night, they’re going to 
make it right with you on September 5th, and I’m going to help 
them do it. 

Now, here are the things I’m asking you to do for the 
people. 

EDUCATION 

I am again presenting to you an education budget much 
similar to the one I presented in the Regu'ar Session, which 
you did not pass. 

It is the largest education budget in our history . . . some 
10 t'mes as large as when I took office in 1963. While some 
states are cutting back due to the lack of revenue, our people 
have worked hard to provide the tax dollars to afford the best 
possible education for our children. We have fared well in 
Alabama. 

According to the NEA, Alabama ranks favorably compared 
to other states of our region in teachers’ sa'aries. And in per 
capita state expenditures for education, Alabama ranked 14th 
in the Nation according to the most recent data available from 
1976. And when consideration is given to Social Security and 
retirement benefits, Alabama is the number one state in the 
Nation in teacher retirement. 

The education budget I present to you tonight is a good 
budget. It is a sound budget. It is a fair budget. 
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It includes a cost of living raise for the teachers. 

It has more money for free textbooks and other expenses. 

It includes increases for lunchroom and custodial personnel. 

It includes substantial increases for vocational education 
training and for educating the handicapped. 

It provides for the training of more doctors and nurses. 

And it also provides for our community colleges, technical 
schools and universities. 

BOND ISSUE 

I also am again asking you to approve a $219 million bond 
issue for capital outlay which would be shared by all segments 
of education. We need to get our students out of those buildings 
that are old, outdated and inadequate. 

It also will allow us to replace those schools that were 
detroyed by fire and storms. This program is badly needed and 
will not be utilized fully during my administration, but will be 
continued by the next governor as well. 

TUITION GRANT 

The other matter concerning education that I am asking 
you to consider is that of tuition grants for students attending 
our excellent private colleges and universities in Alabama. These 
schools are in serious financial need. More than 40 other States 
have tuition grant programs, and we should do what we can 
to keep these schools operating. 

PENSIONS AND SECURITY 

I also am including in the call a conditional appropriation 
bill of $5 million to insure that we can continue to provide 
those necessary services to the needy and deserving citizens 
served by the Department of Pensions and Security. Included 
are such services as aid to the aged, blind and disabled. These 
are people who you must not turn your back on. We simply 
must not cut these vital services and I am confident that will 
be available to meet these needs. 

TV A REVENUE 

A matter that you considered in the last session but did 
not pass deals with the d : stribution of funds received by the 
State from TV A. As I have said many times publicly, I favor 
an equitable distribution of these funds so that the counties 
served by these facilities receive revenue from them. I believe 
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this is fair, and I am asking you to correct what I believe is 
an inequity. 

HIGHWAYS 

There has been much said recently about the condition of 
highways in Alabama. I want you to know that all States 
are having highway problems, and our state compares favora¬ 
bly with others when it comes to highways, especially when 
you consider that we have the lowest gasoline taxes. 

But the highway problem is a nat'onal problem. All States 
are offected. I refer you to the headline on the cover of the 
July 24th issue of U. S. News and World Report, which says: 
“America’s Highways Going to Pot.” 

We are a nation on wheels, yet because of gasoline con¬ 
servation on the national level and low taxes at the state level, 
revenues have not kept up with costs, especially since it costs 
so much more now to build or repair highways due to inflation. 

But all the States face the same problem and it’s one that 
will have to be met and solved at the national level. 

PRISONS 

I want you to give special cons 1 'deration to a very urgent 
and serious matter facing the people of Alabama. We are faced 
with the threat that the Federal Courts will soon begin order¬ 
ing convicted criminals, who are now behind bars, turned loose 
on the streets of our state. 

I don’t have to te’l you what would happen if this comes 
about. The people of Alabama don’t want this to happen. I 
don’t want this to happen. And you don’t want it to happen. 
But that prospect is facing us just as sure as I am facing you 
tonight unless we provide a place to put these prisoners. 

As Governor, I have nothing to do with the operation of 
prisons. Even the Federal Court of Appeals said so, and re¬ 
moved me from the prison suit some time ago. But I am 
going to do all I can — and I know you want to do all you can — 
to protect the citizens of this state from crime and violence 
and prevent the wholesale release of robbers, rapers and mur¬ 
derers from our prisons. 

I have done all a governor can do to keep the prisons going, 
I provided revenue sharing funds, before the Legislature took 
over revenue sharing. I have made you aware of the serious¬ 
ness of the problem before, and I made specific revenue pro¬ 
posals, which you did not see fit to pass. But now, the prison 
matter has come to a head. 
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I am urgently requesting that the Legislature of Alabama 
provide funds for the construction of add^ional prisons so these 
criminals can be locked up and kept behind bars where they 
belong. It's hard enough to get them arrested, convicted and 
jailed — we sure don’t need them turned loose by the Federal 
Courts because we don’t have a place to put them. 

Unless the Legislature acts quickly and responsible to 
solve this problem, a sad, sad day is facing us in this state. 

We have 6,000 convicted felons in Alabama right now, and 
40 percent of them are locked up in county jails because there 
are not enough cells in the State prison system. Even the 
county and city jails are now becoming overcrowded. Sheriffs 
and local officials are getting more prisoners than they know 
what to do with. If we don’t find a place to put them, the 
Federal Courts are going to come in with the^r own solution 
like turning the State prisoners in the county and city jails 
loose to solve the overcrowding problem. 

Even today, there are motions asking for such an order 
pending before the Federal Court, and the Justice Department 
has even suggested that the Board of Corrections might comply 
with the Federal Court order by closing down the prison sys¬ 
tem altogether. 

But I want you to know that Alabama is not the only state 
facing this same problem. Recent news reports of rioting in 
one state revealed that some 2,000 prisoners were being housed 
in a facility originally designed for about 600. 

And we’re not the only state under Federal Court order. 
Similar orders exist in Arkansas, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, New Jersey, Oklahoma, Rhode Island 
and the District of Columbia. 

Over 100 city or local systems are under court order, 
including such areas as New York City. Los Angeles, Philadel¬ 
phia, Detroit, Boston, San Francisco, St. Louis, New Orleans, 
Baltimore, Houston and Dahas. All 144 jails in Virginia are 
under court order. 

In addition to all of those, at least 19 other states or terri¬ 
tories are now in Federal Court with prison problems. 

As I have said before, the Federal Courts are more con¬ 
cerned with the criminals instead of the victims of the crimes. 
As ludicrous as it may seem, the mass release of prisoners can 
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happen in Alabama, just as it did in Georgia where a federal 
judge reportedly ordered the release of 350 prisoners from one 
prison. 

As I pointed out earlier, this is not a new problem. It 
came about because we are putting more prisoners in jail, and 
also because the Federal Courts have ordered that you have to 
have so many square feet of space for each prisoner and so 
much of this and so much of that. 

You have been faced with this problem before. I have 
requested you to take action. ... I have warned you of the 
consequences before. The prison officials also have been to 
you, requesting your action. 

With convicts about to be turned loose on the people of 
this state, you can no longer ignore this problem. . . or pre- 
it does not exist. Since you have not acted of your own 
initiative in the past, I am tonight asking you to let the people 
of Alabama make that decision by voting for — or against — 
a bond issue that will let our state operate a prison system of 
the size necessary to keep the prisoners locked up and off the 
streets. 

I am proposing a $15 million dollar bond issue, to be voted 
on during the next general election, for construction of prison 
facilities to house as many prisoners as possible. 

The people of Alabama expect the law and the courts to 
put criminals in jail . . . not turn them out. The least you can 
do is give the people of Alabama a chance to vote on this 
matter. 

I am hopeful you will act on this without delay so that 
it can be placed on the ballot in the next general election so 
we can move ahead with building these prisons. 

TAX RELIEF 

If there was any one thing the Legislature did to upset 
the people of Alabama more than anything else, it was failure 
to pass legislation to prevent property taxes from rocketing 
sky high. 

It’s hard for most people to understand how they could 
send you to Montgomery to look after their interest, and then 
you not pass something as important as this. 

Of course, the House did pass a bill. Then it went over to 
the Senate, where it should have been passed, amended or even 
substituted. But no, it died . . gasping for breath in the arms 
of special interest Senators who hid behind other issues so 
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the people who sent you here wouldn’t know you had sold them 
out to the special interest groups who are breathing down your 
collar here tonight. 

Well, some of you are going to get one more chance to de¬ 
cide whether you’re going to continue to lie in bed with your 
special interests, or get out of that bed, go home and be faith¬ 
ful to the voters who sent you here to look after their interest. 

When the last session ended and you failed to pass a tax 
relief bill, I got together some of the best Constitutional law¬ 
yers in the State of Alabama. I told them to work with my 
staff, check with other states, research the Constitutional law 
and come up wih the best possible tax relief bill: 

A bill that would give no undue benefit to special interests, 
and yet be fair. A bill that would provide maximum relief for 
homeowners, farmers and small business operators, who al¬ 
ready have enough problems without being taxed to death by 
the State under a Federally-ordered reappraisal program. 

As you know, the Federal Courts ordered a reappraisal of 
property throughout the State. In some counties, this has 
already been accomplished and the extremely high taxes are 
being rushed into effect because you have not already acted 
to stop it. 

You have known about this problem for some three past 
regular sessions. You talked about it. You studied it. You 
filibustered it. Then you turned your backs on the taxpayers 
of this state. 

Now, let me give you a typical example of what the tax- 
paying citizens all over this state are facing. If you built a 
home in 1970 worth $20,000 and it now is valued at $32,000 be¬ 
cause of continued inflation, these are the taxes you would pay: 

If you live in Huntsville, you are now paying about $142. 
That will go up to about $245, or 72 percent, unless you vote to 
stop it. If you pass my tax relief program, it will go up only 
about $11 a year. 

If you live in Florence, in Lauderdale County, you now pay 
$94 on that same house. You will soon be paying $168 if you 
don’t do something about it. Under my plan, you would pay 
only $8 a year more. 

If you live in Fairhope, you now pay about $100. Under 
the new rates, it would go up 77 percent to $177. Under my 
plan, it would increase only $8 a year. 

Now these are just some random examples on homes. Of 
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course, the amount of tax differs from place to place because 
of the variance in local taxes that have been added by the cities 
or counties. 

The same is also true on farms. For example, in an actual 
case in Henry County, where the reappraisal work is already 
completed, one farm there had a tax bill last year of $244. 
Under the new appraisal, the tax has gone up to $1550. That’s 
an increase of about 700 percent. 

Another actual case, this one in Limestone County, shows 
last year’s taxes on that farm to be $300. Under the new ap¬ 
praisal already completed, the taxes will be $2,500 unless you 
pass legislation to stop it. That’s an increase of 733 percent. 

Our people can’t stand those kind of tax increases. 

For about a week now you have had copies of the bills in 
the Tax Relief package so that you could have time to read the 
bills, study the bills, and do whatever homework you need to 
do to give this package serious consideration. 

I don’t think there is a one of you who can seriously say 
you haven’t had time to study this plan. 

Without going into all the technical aspects of the bills, 
let me tell you in brief what they do: 

FOR THE HOMEOWNERS IN ALABAMA: 

property taxes will be paid on 10 percent of fair market 
value, not on 15 percent. 

.the homestead exemption now applied only against state 

taxes will also now be applied to county taxes. 

.the maximum amount of property taxes a person can 

pay will be lowered from 1 and 1/2 percent of fair mar¬ 
ket value to 1 percent, (except in three localities where 
constitutional amendments already exists.) 

people will not be forced to sell their home or property 
in order to pay their taxes. 

FOR AUTOMOBILE OWNERS: 

.property tax on automobiles will be paid on 15 percent 

of value instead of the present 25 percent. 

FOR FARMERS: 

.Agricultural property and timber property will be taxed 

on 10 percent of fair market value instead of 15 percent. 
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.Pickup trucks will be taxed at 15 percent of value in¬ 
stead of the present 25 percent. 

.Farm tractors and machinery as well as farm animals 

will be exempt from all state and local property taxes. 

.the maximum amount of tax you can pay on agricul¬ 
tural and timber property will be lowered from 1 and 1/2 
percent of market value to 1 percent. 

FOR BUSINESS MEN AND WOMEN: 

.Commercial property — except utilities — will be taxed 

at 20 percent instead of 25 percent of value. 

_also, business inventory will be exempt from all state and 

local property taxes. 

LOCAL ADJUSTMENT OF LOCAL TAXES: 

The problem of this statewide reappraisal ordered by the 
Federal Courts has been a difficult task, especially for the 
county governments. 

My proposal allows for a portion of the increase to go to 
the local officials to help offset the burdensome cost of re¬ 
appraisal. 

My plan also gives limited local control to allow local of¬ 
ficials to make certain minimal adjustments to make sure that 
the local revenues are not significantly higher or significantly 
lower than the previous year. This ensures fiscal responsi¬ 
bility at the local level, without allowing undue tax increases. 

I want to commend those who have worked dilligently dur¬ 
ing the past months researching and preparing this tax relief 
plan. It is a good one. It will stand the test of Constitu¬ 
tionality. It will keep property taxes from shooting sky high, 
as they are sure to do, if you again fail to take action by mid¬ 
night Saturday. 

CONCLUSION 

Again, I cannot close w'thout saying that I am proud of 
Alabama and the leadership role our state and our people have 
played in this thriving and productive region of our nation. 

Our quality of life is great. God has truly blessed us with 
abundant resources and our people have done well by them. 

Our taxes are among the lowest in the Nation. Our take- 
home pay compares well with any section of the Country. 

I am proud that Alabama is the only State in the Union — 
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except Texas — that has not put any taxes on the backs of the 
consumers in the last eight years. 

My administration has worked hard to make this possible 
by controlling State spending, increasing the efficiency of State 
Government, and bringing in new revenue by providing more 
and better jobs for our people. 

I am proud of the fact that during the years that I have 
served as your governor, Alabama has ranked among the top — 
and in most cases was the number one state — in getting new 
and expanded industry for our people, compared to other states 
in our region. 

Not only does this mean new and better jobs, but it also 
means more tax revenue for state and local governments. If 
you look back over these years, you’ll find a hand-in-hand re¬ 
lationship with increased industry and increased revenue for 
our state. As new plants come into our state, the tax revenue 
also increases. These increases have enabled our state, through 
good administration, to continue to provide the essential ser¬ 
vices to our citizens without new taxes. 

I am proud that as your governor. I have kept that promise 
of no new taxes on our consumers, because people throughout 
our nation are already being taxed to death by the Federal 
Government. 

There is no reason why this progress cannot continue. Our 
people want to excel. They have the work ethic to continue to 
achieve. But we must see to it that they have the opportunity 
to improve their status in life and provide for their families by 
givinv them the chance. . . . without taxing them to death every 
time they turn around. 

Three of the greatest problems facing the middle class of 
this country are inflation, soaring taxes and high utility rates. 

This legislature has had the opportunity to help the people 
of Alabama with at least two of these major problems, high 
utility rates and increasing ad valorem taxes. So far, you have 
given relief to neither. 

You did not pass the utility legislation at a time when it 
could have provided real benefit because the special interest 
group in the Senate killed it. 

And so far, you have not passed legislation to keep down 
high ad valorem taxes in th's state at a time when people 
throughout the Nation are revolting against high taxes. 

Until now, we in Alabama have been spared the tax proWem 
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such as we have seen in California because we have had 
Proposition 13 all the time. We don’t believe in taxing people 
to death because they own a home ... or live on the farm . . . 
or operate a small business to make a living. 

So now, you have another chance to help the middle-class 
citizens of this state. Because if the middle-class citizens of 
this state and this nation, who are being gored to death with 
inflation, high taxes and high utility bills, do not survive, then 
our nation shall perish. 

I am reminded of a poem by Oliver Goldsmith in which he 
refers to the “bold peasantry” of the Old Countries. Of course, 
the “bold peasantry” of that day could be best compared to the 
middle class of our day. In the poem, Deserted Village, Gold¬ 
smith relates: 

“Ill fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
where wealth accumulates, and men decay; 

Princes and lords may flourish or may fade, 

A breath can make them, as a breath has made; 

But a bold peasantry, their country’s pride, 

When once destroy’d, can never be supplied.” 

Ladies and gentlemen, I lay these matters in your hands. 
The people of Alabama are looking over your shoulder. It is now 
up to you to give the hard-working, tax-paying, God-fearing 
citizens of our state the opportunity they need to keep Alabama 
great.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 

PETITIONING THE OFFICIALS OF THE GAME AND 
FISH COMMISSIONS OF THE STATES OF ALABAMA AND 
GEORGIA URGING THEM TO AMEND AN EXISTING 
RECIPROCAL FISHING AGREEMENT SO AS TO REC¬ 
OGNIZE THE VALIDITY OF ALABAMA AND GEORGIA 
FISHING LICENSES IN THE WATERS OF THE CHAT¬ 
TAHOOCHEE RIVER MEANDERING IN A SOUTHERLY 
DIRECTION FROM THE SOUTH FACE OF THE WEST 
POINT DAM TO THE POINT WHERE SAID RIVER IS 
INTERSECTED BY THE RIGHT-OF-WAY OF THE INTER¬ 
STATE 85 BRIDGE LINKING HARRIS COUNTY, GEORGIA, 
AND CHAMBERS COUNTY, ALABAMA. 

WHEREAS, by an Act of the General Assembly of the 
State of Georgia, approved March 7, 1955, (Georgia Laws 
1955, p. 483) and by the Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 9-11- 
210 through 9-11-213, the State Game and Fish Commissions 
of both states are authorized to enter into agreements of 
reciprocity whereby valid fishing licenses issued by each state 
will be honored by the other state on certain portions of the 
Chattahoochee River and those impoundments thereon; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to said laws the Game and Fish 
Commissions of the two states entered into such a reciprocal 
agreement on January 28, 1969, covering the water area of the 
Chattahoochee River and those impoundments thereon now 
existing or which may exist in the future, lying between the 
States of Georgia and Alabama; and 

WHEREAS, the banks of the river and impoundments 
meander in and out of the State of Alabama making it difficult 
for fishermen to ascertain the location of the state boundary 
between the south face of the West Point Dam and the point 
where said river is intersected by the right-of-way of the Inter¬ 
state 85 bridge linking Harris County, Georgia, and Chambers 
County, Alabama; and 
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WHEREAS, confusion exists as to whether Alabama 
sportsmen may legally fish under an Alabama license in that 
portion of said river lying between the Interstate 85 bridge 
and the south face of the West Point Dam under the reciprocal 
agreement even though portions of said stretch of the Chat¬ 
tahoochee River do not serve as a boundary; now therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALA¬ 
BAMA, BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the 
officials of the game and fish commissions of the States of 
Alabama and Georgia are hereby urged to amend the existing 
reciprocal agreement so as to recognize the validity of Alabama 
and Georgia fishing licenses in the waters of the Chattahoochee 
River meandering in a southerly direction from the south face 
of the West Point Dam to the point where said river is inter¬ 
sected bv the right-of-way of the Interstate 85 bridge linking 
Harris County, Georgia, and Chambers County, Alabama. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That a copy of this res¬ 
olution be presented to all members of the Georgia Legislature 
representing any portions of Harris County and Troup County, 
Georgia.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 25 of Act No. 584, H. 426, 1978 Regular Session 
(Acts of Alabama 1978, p. 667), which relates to voter registration and 
county boards of registrars, so as to provide that certain voting lists 
prepared and published in 1978 do not have to be republished. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 25 of Act No. 584, H. 426, 1978 Regular 
Session (Acts of Alabama 1978, p. 667) is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 25. Lists of Registered Voters to be Published. 
The judge of probate shall publish a correct alphabetical list of 
qualified electors by precinct, district or subdivision wherein 
each elector is registered to vote, in some newspaper with general 
circulation in the county on or before the twentieth day pre¬ 
ceding the regularly scheduled primary election. Such list shall 
be accompanied by a certificate that said lists contain the names 
of all qualified electors registered as of the date shown on the 
list certified by the board of registrars. Such list shall further 
state that any elector whose name was inadvertently omitted 

i 
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from the list shall have ten days in which to have his or her 
name entered upon the lists of qualified voters. If within ten 
days any voter shall reasonably satisfy the board of registrars 
by proper proof that any name should be added to the list, the 
board shall add such name to the list. The supplemental list of 
registered voters inadvertently omitted from the original list 
shall be published once in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the county on or before the seventh day preceding the date of 
the primary. Provided, however, that only in 1978, in any 
county which has duly published a list of qualified voters prior 
to the effective date of this act, the probate judge shall prepare 
and publish in some newspaper with a general circulation in 
said county, an alphabetical listing, as hereinabove required, 
only on or before the seventh day preceding the date of the 
primary election. In 1978 in any such county this list, together 
with the list published prior to the effective date of this act shall 
be the official list of voters qualified in each of the precincts, 
districts, wards or other subdivisions within such county.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To propose a constitutional amendment amending further Article 
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XI, Section 217, Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended by Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment No. 325, relating to ad valorem property taxes 
levied by the state and all counties, municipalities and other local 
taxing authorities. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Proposed Constitutional Amendment. The follow¬ 
ing amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 is hereby 
proposed: 

“Section 217. (a) On and after October 1, 1978, all taxable 

property within this state, not exempt by law, shall be divided 
into the following classes for the purposes of ad valorem taxation: 

Class I. All property of utilities used in the business of 
such utilities. 

Class II. All property not otherwise classified. 

Class III. All agricultural, forest and single-family owner- 
occupied residential property, and historic buildings and sites. 

Class IV. All private passenger automobiles and motor 
trucks of the type commonly known as “pickups” or “pickup 
trucks” owned and operated by an individual for personal or 
private use and not for hire, rent or compensation. 

(b) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the state, 
all taxable property shall be forever taxed at the same rate. 
On and after October 1, 1978, such property shall be assessed 
for ad valorem tax purposes according to the classes thereof as 
herein defined at the following ratios of assessed value to the 
fair and reasonable market value (except as otherwise provided 
in subsection (j) hereof) of such property: 

Class. I. 30 per centum 

Class II. 20 per centum 

Class III. 10 per centum 

Class IV. 15 per centum 

(c) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by counties, 
municipalities or other taxing authorities, all taxable property 
shall be forever taxed at the same rate. On and after October 1, 
1978, such property shall be assessed for ad valorem tax pur- 
pos s according to the classes of property defined in subsection 
(a) hereof and at the same ratios of assessed value to the fair 
and reasonable market value thereof as fixed in subsection (b) 
hereof, except as otherwise provided in subsection (j) hereof 
and this subsection (such ratios being herein called “assessment 
ratios”). In connection with the ad valorem taxes that a county, 
municipality or other taxing authority is authorized or required 
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to levy and collect pursuant to any provision of this Constitution, 
for the ad valorem tax year beginning October 1, 1978, any such 
taxing authority may, subject to criteria established by act of 
the legislature, by resolution of the governing body of that tax¬ 
ing authority, at any time not later than September 30, 1979, 
increase or decrease the assessment ratio applicable to any class 
of taxable property, such increase or decrease to be effective 
for ad valorem tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1978. 
If (1) a county, municipality or other taxing authority adjusts 
an assessment ratio pursuant to the preceding sentence and (2) 
the receipts from all ad valorem taxes levied by or with respect 
to such taxing authority during the ad valorem tax year begin¬ 
ning October 1, 1978, exceed by more than 5 percent, or are less 
than 95 percent of, the receiots from such ad valorem taxes for 
the ad valorem tax vear beginning October 1, 1977, then at any 
time not later than September 30. 1980 for ad valorem tax years 
beginning on and after October 1, 1979, the taxing authority 
may, subject to criteria established bv act of the legislature, bv 
resolution of the governing body of that taxing authority, adjust 
any assessment ratio applicable to any class of taxable property. 
On and after October 1,1979, the governing bod" of anv conntv, 
municipality or other taxing authority may, subject to criteria 
established by act of the legislature, at any time increase or de¬ 
crease the assessment ratio applicable to any class of taxable 
property; provided, that any proposed adjustment to an assess¬ 
ment ratio to be made pursuant to this sentence, whether an 
increase or a decrease, shall have been (1) proposed by the 
governing body of the taxing authority after a public hearing 
on such proposal, (2) thereafter approved by an act of the 
legislature, and (3) subsequently approved by a majority vote 
of the qualified electors residing in the taxing authority who 
vote on the proposal at a special election called and held in 
accordance with the law governing special elections. No decrease 
in an assessment ratio pursuant to this subsection (c) shall be 
permitted with respect to either of the ad valorem tax years 
beginning October 1, 1978, and October 1, 1979, if such county, 
municipality or other taxing authority has increased any millage 
rate under subsection (ej of this section with respect to such ad 
valorem tax year. The legislature shall enact general laws 
applicable to all counties, municipalities and other taxing author¬ 
ities regulating and establishing criteria for the exercise of the 
P°wers granted such taxing authorities to adjust assessment 
ratios as hereinabove provided. Such assessment ratios as here¬ 
in authorized may vary among taxing authorities so long as each 
such assessment ratio is uniform within the taxing authority. 
Any decrease in any assessment ratio pursuant to this sub- 
ection shall not jeopardize the payment of any bonded indebted¬ 
ness secured by any tax levied by the taxing authority decreasing 
the assessment ratio. Any action authorized by this subsection 
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to be taken by a taxing authority, or the governing body thereof, 
shall, other than in the case of a municiDality, be taken bv 
resolution of the governing body of the county in which such 
taxing authority is located acting on behalf of such taxing 
authority. 

(d) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the state or 
bv any county, municipality or other taxing authority, no class 
of taxable property shall have an assessment ratio of less than 
5 per centum nor more than 35 per centum. 

(e) A county, municipality, or other taxing authority may 
decrease any ad valorem tax rate at any time, provided such 
decrease shall not jeopardize the payment of any bonded in¬ 
debtedness secured by such tax. For the ad valorem tax year 
beginning October 1, 1978, when the tax assessor of each county 
shall complete the assembly of the assessment book for his 
county for that ad valorem tax year and the computation of ad 
valorem taxes that will be paid upon such assessment, he shall 
certify to each authority within his county that levies an ad 
valorem tax the amount of ad valorem tax that will be produced 
by every levy in that ad valorem tax year but excluding for this 
purpose any assessment of new taxable property not previously 
subject to taxation (except “escaped” property as defined by 
law) added to the tax rolls of such county for the ad valorem 
tax year in which such certification is made that was not in¬ 
cluded on the tax rolls for the next preceding ad valorem tax 
year. Any county, municipality or other taxing authority, at 
any time not later than September 30, 1979, may increase the 
rate at which any ad valorem tax is levied by or with respect to 
that taxing authority above the limit otherwise provided in this 
Constitution, provided that the amount of the above-described 
certification of anticipated tax receipts with respect to such tax 
is less than 120% of the actual receipts from such tax for the 
ad valorem tax year beginning October 1, 1977, such increases to 
be effective for ad valorem tax years beginning on and after 
October 1, 1978; provided, that any such millage increase shall 
not exceed in mills the total of (i) the number of additional 
mills that is necessary, when added to the millage rate imposed 
with respect to such tax on each dollar of taxable property 
situated in the taxing authority for the ad valorem tax year 
beginning October 1, 1977, to produce revenue that is not less 
than and that is substantially equal to that received by the 
taxing authority with respect to such tax during such immediate¬ 
ly preceding ad valorem tax year, plus (ii) a number of addition¬ 
al mills equal to 20% of the total mills imposed by that taxing 
authority with respect to such tax on each dollar of taxable 
property situated in the taxing authority for the ad valorem 
tax year beginning October 1, 1977. If, for the ad valorem tax 
year beginning October 1, 1978, the receipts from any ad valor-

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em tax with respect to which any millage rate has been increased 
pursuant to the immediately preceding sentence are le3s than 95 
percent of the receipts from such ad valorem tax for the ad 
valorem tax year beginning October 1, 1977, then at any time 
not later than September 30, 1980, the taxing authority may 
increase any millage rate with respect to such ad valorem tax in 
the manner provided in the immediately preceding sentence, 
such increase to be effective for ad valorem tax years beginning 
on and after October 1, 1979. It is further provided that all 
millage adjustments shall be made in increments of not less 
than one tenth (1/10) mill. 

(f) On and after October 1, 1979, any county, municipality, 
or other taxing authority may at any time increase the rate at 
which any ad valorem tax is levied above the limit otherwise 
provided in this Constitution; provided that the proposed in¬ 
crease to be made pursuant to this subsection shall have been 
(1) proposed by the governing body of the taxing authority 
after a public hearing on such proposal, (2) thereafter approved 
by an act of the legislature, and (3) subsequently approved by 
a majority vote of the qualified electors residing in the taxing 
authority who vote on the proposal at a special election called 
and held in accordance with the law governing special elections. 
Anv adjustments or other actions authorized to be made or taken 
pursuant to this subsection and subsection (e) hereof shall be 
made or taken by resolution of the governing body of such taxing 
authority, or if there is no such governing body and in the case 
of a taxing authority other than a municipality, by resolution of 
the governing bodv of the county in which such taxing authority 
is located acting on behalf of such taxing authority. The pro¬ 
visions of subsections (c), (e) and (f) of this section shall not 
apply to ad valorem taxes levied by the State. 

(g) The legislature is authorized to enact legislation to im¬ 
plement the provisions of this section and may provide for ex¬ 
emptions from taxation; provided that, unless otherwise ex¬ 
pressly provided, no amendment to this section shall be con¬ 
strued to repeal any statutory exemption existing on the effect¬ 
ive date of any such amendment hereto. 

(h) Wherever any constitutional provision or statute pro¬ 
vides for, limits or measures the power or authority of any 
county, municipality or other taxing authority to levy taxes, 
borrow money, or incur indebtedness in relation to the assess¬ 
ment of property therein for state taxes or for state and county 
taxes, such provision shall mean as assessed for county or muni¬ 
cipal taxes, as the case may be. 

(i) Except as otherwise provided in this Constitution, in¬ 
cluding any amendment thereto whenever adopted with respect 
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to taxable property located in the Citv of Mountain Brook, the 
City of Vestavia Hills, or the City of Huntsville, the amount of 
ad valorem taxes payable to the state and to all counties, munici¬ 
palities and other taxing authorities with resnect to any item of 
taxable property described as Class I oroperty shall never ex¬ 
ceed 2% of the fair and reasonable market value of such taxable 
property in any one ad valorem tax year, such amount with 
respect to any item of Class II property shall never exceed 
11 / 2 % of the fair and reasonable market value of such taxable 
property in any one ad valorem tax year, such amount with 
respect to any item of Class IV property shall never exceed 
11,4% of the fair and reasonable market value of such taxable 
property in any one ad valorem tax year, and such amount with 
respect to any item of Class III property shall never exceed 1% 
of the fair and reasonable market value of such taxable property 
in any one ad valorem tax year. Whenever the total amount of 
ad valorem property taxes otherwise payable by any taxpayer 
with respect to any item of taxable property shall exceed in any 
one ad valorem tax year the maximum amount of such taxes 
permitted by this section, such amount of taxes shall be reduced 
by subtracting- that amount of tax due that is in excess of the 
amount of tax otherwise permissible under the Constitution. In 
connection with the taxation of any item of taxable property, 
the amount of tax to be subtracted with respect to each author¬ 
ity levying and collecting any ad valorem property tax shall be 
in the same proportion to the total amount of tax to be sub¬ 
tracted that the total number of mills on each dollar of taxable 
property situated in the taxing authority levied by such taxing 
authority bears to the total number of mills on each dollar of 
taxable property situated in the taxing authority levied by all 
taxing authorities with respect to such item of taxable property. 
Before sending to any taxpayer any notice relating to the col¬ 
lection of ad valorem taxes, the tax collector in each county shall 
determine whether any portion of the amount of ad valorem 
property tax otherwise due with respect to any item of taxable 
property shall be subtracted pursuant to the provisions of this 
subsection and shall apportion the amount to be subtracted in 
accordance with the provisions of this subsection. 

(j) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, on 
and after October 1,1978, taxable property defined in subsection 
(a) hereof as Class III property shall, upon application by the 
owner of such property, be assessed at the ratio of assessed 
value to the current use value of such taxable property and not 
the fair and reasonable market value of such property. The 
legislature may enact laws uniformly applicable to the state and 
all counties, municipalities and other taxing authorities estab¬ 
lishing criteria and procedures for the determination of the 
current use value of any eligible taxable property and pro- 
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cedures for qualifying: such property for assessment at its cur¬ 
rent use value. The legislature may also enact laws uniformly 
applicable to the state and all counties, municipalities and other 
taxing: authorities providing for the ad valorem taxation of any 
taxable property ceasing to qualify for current use valuation, 
provided, however, that any additional tax on taxable property 
ceasing to qualify for current use valuation shall not apply to 
more than the three ad valorem tax years immediately pre¬ 
ceding such cessation of qualification (including as one such 
year the year in which cessation of qualification occurs). 

(k) The following property shall be exempt from all ad 
valorem taxation: the real and personal property of the state, 
counties and municipalities and property devoted exclusively to 
religious, educational or charitable purposes, household and 
kitchen furniture, all farm tractors, all farming implements 
when used exclusively in connection with agricultural property 
and all stocks of goods, wares and merchandise. 

(l) Notwithstanding the other provisions of this section, 
with respect to the costs of reappraisal incident to the state-wide 
reappraisal of property heretofore authorized by the legislature, 
each county, municipality or other taxing authority for ad 
valorem tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1978, may 
impose and levy an additional ad valorem tax of not more than 
two mills on all taxable property located in the taxing authority 
in order to reimburse itself for its payment of such costs of re¬ 
appraisal or to pay any unpaid costs or its pro rata share of such 
unpaid costs of reappraisal. The taxes provided for in this sub¬ 
section, or any pro rata part thereof, shall terminate at the end 
of the ad valorem tax year in which sufficient funds are received 
from the taxes to pay in full the said reappraisal costs and any 
receipts from such taxes that are received during the ad valorem 
tax year of their termination that are not needed for the pur¬ 
poses specified herein may be used by the taxing authority levy¬ 
ing the tax for general purposes of the taxing authority. The 
taxes authorized in this subsection shall not exceed in the aggre¬ 
gate, with respect to any item of taxable property located in the 
taxing authority, a total of two mills for all such taxes levied by 
all taxing authorities in a county and not two mills for each 
taxing authority in a county. If more than one such taxing 
authority in a county has paid or owes all or a portion of its 
reappraisal costs, such two mills shall be prorated among such 
taxing authorities in the county as they may agree, or if they 
cannot agree, in the percentage which each such taxing author¬ 
ity’s costs of reappraisal bear to the total costs of reappraisal of 
all taxing authorities in the county. The provisions of this sub¬ 
section shall apply only to the costs incurred by a taxing author¬ 
ity incident to the state-wide reappraisal of property heretofore 
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authorized by the legislature, the amount of which costs shall be 
certified by the Department of Revenue, and shall not be appli¬ 
cable to any future reappraisals that may be required bv law. 

(m) If any portion of this section should be declared invalid 
bv any court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not 
affect the validity of any of the remaining portions of this 
section, which shall continue effective.” 

Section 2. Election Ordered; Date of Election. An election 
upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be held on Tuesday, 
November 7, 1978, the day of the general election in the year 
1978. The election shall be held in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Section 284, as amended, and Section 285 of the Con¬ 
stitution of Alabama of 1901, and Title 17, Chapter 17, Code 
of Alabama 1975. 

Section 3. Notice of Election. Notice of the election on 
the proposed amendment shall be given by proclamation of the 
Governor, published in a newspaper in each county in the state 
once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed herein for the election, and in any county in which 
there may be no newspaper published, the notice shall be posted 
at each, courthouse therein.

AN ACT 

To propose a constitutional amendment authorizing the State of 
Alabama to issue not exceeding $15,000,000 principal amount of gen- 
eral obligation bonds for the purpose of financing the acquisition, con¬ 
struction, equipment and improvement of state prisons and other penal 
and correctional facilities (including sites therefor). 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Proposed Constitutional Amendment. The fol¬ 
lowing amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 is 
hereby proposed: 
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“The State of Alabama is authorized to become indebted and 
to sell and issue interest bearing bonds, in addition to all other 
bonds of the state, in an aggregate principal amount not exceed¬ 
ing $15,000,000, the proceeds derived from the sale of said bonds 
to be used solely for the purpose of paving the expenses incurred 
in the sale and issuance thereof and for the acquisition, con¬ 
struction, equipment, and improvement of state prisons, facilities 
for the housing, training, education or rehabilitation of prison¬ 
ers, and other penal and correctional institutions and facilities 
(including sites therefor) necessary or useful in connection with 
such prisons and other facilities. None of the proceeds derived 
from the sale of said bonds may be used to pay rents for the use 
of real or personal property or to make payments under any 
lease with option to purchase or similar contractual arrange¬ 
ment. The State of Alabama is also authorized to become in¬ 
debted and to sell and issue bonds to refund any of the bonds 
herein authorized, in the amounts (which may exceed the prin¬ 
cipal amount of the bonds being refunded) and manner as may 
be specified by the Legislature. The bonds shall be sold only at 
a duly advertised public sale or sales, upon sealed bids or at 
auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest total net 
interest cost to the State for the bonds offered for sale and shall 
be sold at not less than their face value plus accrued interest 
thereon. The bonds shall be direct general obligations of the 
State, and for the prompt and faithful payment of the principal 
thereof and the interest thereon the full faith and credit of the 
State are hereby irrevocably pledged. The bonds issued under 
this amendment and the income therefrom shall be exempt from 
all taxation in the state. The legislature shall enact appropriate 
enabling legislation to carry out the intent and purpose of this 
amendment.”

AN ACT 

Proposing an amendment to the constitution of Alabama which 
grants certain powers and authority to the governing body of the City 
of Anniston relating to the acquisition and development of industrial 
parks. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the constitution 
of Alabama is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the 
Constitution when approved by a majority of the qualified 
electors voting thereon and upon proclamation of the Governor: 


PEOPOSED AMENDMENT 


Any provision of the Constitution or laws of the State of 
Alabama to the contrary notwithstanding, the governing body 
of the City of Anniston shall have full and continuing power 
and authority, to do any one or more of the following: 


1. To acquire and develop one or more parcels of land as 
the site or sites for an industrial park or industrial parks; and 
to expend or grant public money and things of value for such 
acquisition and development. The development of land as the 
site for an industrial park shall be deemed to include the pro¬ 
vision of water, sewage, drainage, transportation, power, 
communication facilities, and other similar facilities, which aie 
incidental to use of the land as an industrial park, and also s h a “ 
be deemed to include the provision of structures or buildings ot 
any kind or type whatsoever relating to the use of the land, 
structures and/or buildings as an industrial park. 


2. To sell to any person, firm, partnership, corporation or 
other entity all or any part of any land, together with the im¬ 
provements thereon, held by it as an industrial park; provide 9 
however, that no such sale may be made for less than the 
reasonable market value of the property so sold, as such value 
may be established by the appraisals of at least two independent 
appraisers. Prior to making any sale of any property com¬ 
prising all or part of an industrial park, said city shall cause 
appraisals of the market value of the property to be so sold to 
be made by at least two independent appraisers, and shall cause 
a copy of each such appraisal to be filed in the permanent 
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records of said city. Each such appraisal shall be made not 
earlier than 180 days prior to the consummation of such sale. In 
any case where each appraisal obtained pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions hereof sets forth a different value, the average of the 
market values stated in the separate appraisals shall be deemed 
to constitute the reasonable market value of the property. 

3. This amendment shall be self-executing; but the legis¬ 
lature shall have the right and power by general, special, or 
local act to adopt laws supplemental to this amendment or in 
furtherance of the purposes and objectives hereinabove set 
forth.

The county commission may, in its discretion, authorize the 
expenditure of public funds in support of any fire district. 

The Russell County Commission may, upon recommendation 
of this committee, appoint a county fire marshal whose principle 
duty shall be the coordination of all fire protection within the 
county. This fire marshal shall perform such other tasks re¬ 
lated to fire protection as may from time to time be assigned to 
him by the county commission.

A 
general law applicable to such a class of municipalities shall de¬ 
fine the class on the basis of criteria reasonably related to the 
purpose of the law, provided that the legislature may also enact 
and change from time to time a general schedule of not more 
than eight classes of municipalities based on population accord¬ 
ing to any designated federal decennial census, and general laws 
for any purpose may thereafter be enacted for any such class. 
Any law heretofore enacted which complies with the provision 
of this section shall be considered a general law. 
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No general law which at the time of its? enactment applies 
to only one municioality of the state sh^ll be enacted after 
January 1, 1979, unless notice of the intention to anplv therefor 
shall have been given and shown as nrovirWl in Section 106 of 
this Constitution for special, private or local laws; provided, 
that such notice shall not be deemed to constitute such law a 
local law. 

A special or private law is one which applies to an indi¬ 
vidual, association or corporation. A local law is a law which 
is not a general law or a special or private law.”

For the purpose specified 
in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown 
by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown 
so as to include estimated sources of funds other than the ap¬ 
propriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For 
the purpose of this Act, the following definitions shall be appli¬ 
cable: (a) “Capital Outlay” shall include all expenditures for 
the purchase of land, buildings, and renovations; (b) “Equip¬ 
ment—Other than Automotive” shall mean those items of office 
equipment, and other equipment which have an appreciable and 
calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year; (c) “Auto¬ 
motive Equipment” shall mean those items of motor vehicle 
equipment only and the money appropriated therefore shall be 
expended only for such purposes. The amounts herein appro-

priated for “equipment purchases” and “automotive equipment 
purchases” shall be decreased by the amount of the sale, trade- 
in or exchange of the items of equipment purchases and 
automotive equipment purchases as described in Section 1 (b) 
and (c) hereof; (d) “ASETF” shall mean Alabama Special Edu¬ 
cational Trust Fund. 


Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act 
shall be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund and Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund Surplus Account and are hereby 
made for the support of public education in Alabama for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1979 and except as may be 
otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein made 
shall be subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limita¬ 
tions of the Budget and Financial Control Act (Article 4, 
Chapter 4, Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975), the provisions 
of Act No. 494 adopted at the 1976 Regular Session, and shall be 
in the amounts hereinafter specified. 

(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Federal 
and Other Funds” and “Total” are set forth for the purpose of 
indicating amounts estimated to be available by programmatic 
area from sources other than from appropriations made in sub¬

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
an regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the ex¬ 
penditure of such funds, shall be used for providing a minimum term 
and for the equalization of educational opportunities) in the public 
schools of the State. Provided further, that in no case shall a term 
of less than nine months in tax districts be approved, except that the 
State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the State 
Superintendent of Education shall be authorized to make full allotments 
of funds to any school system for the time actually taught, if in the 
judgment of the State Superintendent of Education and the State 
Board of Education unusual conditions beyond the control of the local 
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Board of Education in any school are such as to prevent the operation 
of that school for the required nine months minimum term; provided 
further, that the amount herein appropriated for the Minimum Pro¬ 
gram Fund shall include all monies earmarked for public school 
teachers’ salaries as provided in the Income Tax amendment ratified 
on the 26th day of August, 1947. The Minimum Program Fund shall 
also include any other appropriations of funds either State or Federal, 
which may be designated by the Legislature as a part of the Minimum 
Program Fund. 

(bb) Of the total teacher units provided for exceptional children, 
twenty-five (25) may be used in early education programs for ex¬ 
ceptional children and twenty-five (25) may be used in regional multi¬ 
systems, and/or state-wide programs for exceptional children. In addi¬ 
tion to the regular units allocated in the Minimum Program, the same 
number of teacher units as provided for the school year 1977-78, six 
hundred fifty (650) are provided for the reduction of the class size in 
grades 1-6. The Alabama Education Study Commission and the State 
Department of Education shall have the authority to insure that the 
intent of the Legislature is implemented. 

All special education units other than the early childhood and 
multi-system units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 
1-6 shall be allocated to local school systems on the basis of enroll¬ 
ment. Units earned by a system on this basis which are not used by 
such system may not be reallocated to other systems except those units 
necessary to guarantee school systems not less than the number of 
units allocated to them during the 1977-78 school year. In addition to 
the three thousand two hundred fifty (3,250) special units now pro¬ 
vided through the minimum program, there is hereby provided the sum 
of 25 million, five hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($25,550,000) to 
be used in the area of special education. The funds to provide for this 
program are included under the programmatic appropriations of Sec¬ 
tion 20 (aa) Minimum Program and the wording in this section (bb) 
is for explanation purposes only and is not intended to be construed 
to be a second funding. Of the $25,550,000 for Special Education, 
$1,422,846 shall be allocated to local boards of education and admin¬ 
istered through the Division of Vocational Education for meeting 
matching requirements of Federal Legislation (P.L. 94-482) for voca¬ 
tional education for the handicapped. An amount approved by the 
State Board of Education and State Superintendent of Education may 
be distributed by the State Board of Education to the Alabama In¬ 
stitute for Deaf and Blind to implement the purposes of Act 106 and 
P.L. 94-142. The remaining funds of this category shall be allocated 
by the State Board of Education on a formula developed bv the State 
Superintendent of Education and his staff. Each local board of educa¬ 
tion shall submit a proposal to the State Superintendent of Education 
for the use of funds allocated to its svstem which must be approved 
by the State Superintendent of Education before such funds are dis- 
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bursed. The proposals may include, but are not limited to, any or all 
of the following: (1) Additional teachers, (2) Teacher Aides, (3) Ma¬ 
terials, supplies and instructional equipment, (4) Modifications and re¬ 
novations of buildings (including eliminations of architectural barriers). 

Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be deter¬ 
mined by the State Superintendent of Education. Also, none of the 
teacher unit positions may be filled by teachers not certified as quali¬ 
fied Special Education teachers. 

The State Superintendent, through his staff, shall monitor programs 
to assure that the purposes for which these funds are provided are 
carried out on the approved plan. 

In addition to the above appropriation to exceptional children there 
is hereby appropriated $5,000,000 which is conditional upon the condi¬ 
tion of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund and upon approval 
of the Governor. 

Three hundred eighty (380) additional kindergarten units are here¬ 
with provided for the phasing in of the kindergarten program during 
the specified fiscal year and shall be dispersed with the kindergarten 
teacher units being at least equal to the amount received by the re¬ 
spective local school boards! during the preceeding fiscal year. In 
addition thereto, all local school boards shall receive all kindergarten 
teacher units now supplied by federal funds if these programs continue 
to be federally funded. 

(cc) Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for 
grades K-6 and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for 
grades 7-12 is herein above appropriated to the State Board of Educa¬ 
tion for all teachers employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III and 
Title IV teachers and ESAA teachers) and shall be allocated to each 
county and city board of education for the purchase of instructional 
supplies, materials, and equipment, excluding furniture and fixtures. 
From the funds provided herein above, each local county and city board 
of education shall allocate to the schools in their respective systems an 
amount based on $250 or $300 for each teacher unit assigned to each 
school. 

With each faculty member being given an opportunity for input, 
the faculty and principal shall cooperatively develop a budget for 
instructional supplies and materials and, by maiority vote, approve a 
budget for the school. At least one-half of this amount shall be avail¬ 
able for each teacher for materials and supplies for that teacher’s stu¬ 
dents; provided, however, anv teacher mav sign a waiver releasing said 
funds for joint purchases within the school. No board of education 
shall withhold from any school any funds to which they are entitled 
under the provisions of this Act. Based on this budget, the faculty 
shall recommend to the superintendent the recommended amount to 
be allotted to each teacher to be spent for agreed upon items and other 
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amounts to be used for the common good of all for the operation af 
the instructional program within the school. The local school board 
shall issue requisitions of purchases from these funds and shall issue 
purchase orders and handle all financial transactions in compliance with 
this section. It is the intent of the legislature that no fees shall be 
collected in the future in courses required for graduation. In courses 
not required for graduation, local schools boards may set reasonable 
fees for courses requiring laboratory and shop materials and equip¬ 
ment; provided, however, such fees shall be waived for students who 
cannot afford to pay the fees. Any funds collected in fees shall be 
spent on the course for which the fee was levied. This section shall 
not be construed to prohibit community groups or clubs from fund 
raising activities; provided, however, that students shall not be re¬ 
quired to participate in such fund raising activities. Any funds pro¬ 
vided herein not expended during the fiscal year shall revert to the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 

(dd) It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the 
local school system under the Minimum program Fund calculation one 
(1) extra unit or fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate 
of fifteen (15) units or fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Pro¬ 
gram Fund calculation on regular units. . The local school system 
shall assign to each school within the system at least the number of 
teacher units earned by that school using the Minimum Program Fund 
calculation and the additional units earned through the one (1) to 
fifteen (15) ratio as set forth herein. No school system may reduce 
the amount of money expended from local funds for teachers during 
the school year 1977-78 except in instances where all schools within 
the system are accredited or have met every requirement of accredita¬ 
tion with respect to teacher/pupil ratios or that where there has been 
a decrease in school population to justify such reduction. The local 
school system shall furnish the State Department of Education and 
the Education Study Commission such information as may be neces¬ 
sary to determine that the provisions of this section have been imple¬ 
mented. These agencies shall jointly report to the State Board of 
Education the implementation of the above provisions by December 31, 
1978 and to the Legislature by the first legislative day of the next 
regular session. 

(ee) The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Pro¬ 
gram Fund provides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per 
teacher unit for each teacher employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III 
and Title IV teachers and ESA A teachers) to be granted upon request 
of the teacher and administered by the State Board of Education and 
by local school boards under procedures governing sick leave for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1979. 

(ff) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Pro¬ 
gram, there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven 
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dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, adminis¬ 
trative, or supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, 
Vocational Education Program and any other units paid from State 
or local funds to provide hospital-medical insurance assistance. No 
portion of the funds herein appropriated for employee hospital-medical 
insurance may be used to pay premiums for any group insurance 
policy that is available only to members of any private organization. 

Provided, further, that any professional employee eligible for 
hospital-medical assistance who may be subject to coordination of bene¬ 
fits because of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier 
other than those selected under this Act, be protected from such 
coordination of benefits to the extent provided by regulation #56 of 
Alabama Department of Insurance. It being the intent of this appro¬ 
priation to provide hospital-medical insurance assistance to those quali¬ 
fied professional employees in the amount set forth in this appropria¬ 
tion and such insurance coverage not to be subject to coordination of 
benefits. 

The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards 
of education with a majority of the local participating professional 
employees selecting the plan (s) and the carrier (s) of the hospital- 
medical insurance in that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal 
year shall revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 

In no event shall a professional staff member be eligible for 
more than one hospital-medical insurance assistance allotment. 

(gg) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum 
Program there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty- 
seven dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per full-time sup¬ 
port person (defined in sub-section ii) employed by any local board 
of education or by any school under the local board’s jurisdiction to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance, provided however that 
only adult school bus drivers are included and coverage is not included 
for student school bus drivers. 

. Provided, further, that any employee eligible for hospital-medical 
assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits because 
of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other than 
those selected under this Act, be protected from such coordination of 
benefits to the extent provided by regulation #56 of Alabama Depart¬ 
ment of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to provide 
hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified employees in 
the amount set forth in this appropriation and such insurance coverage 
not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 

The support personnel shall participate in the same carrier and 
plan selection process as the teachers within the school system; except 
that in no instance shall a local school board be required to approve a 
separate carrier and plan for support employees in addition to the 
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carrier and plan selected by majority vote of all employees of that 
school board. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall revert to 
the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund. 

In no event shall a support staff member be eligible for more than 
one hospital-medical insurance assistance allotment. 

(hh) In allocating the funds in sub-section (a) the State Board 
of Education shall allot as follows: 

The amount necessary for the payment of Board of Adjustment 
awards in accordance with the Minimum Program statutes and regula¬ 
tions. 

For “Other Current Expenses” a sum not to exceed $2,204.75 for 
each earned teacher unit. 

For Principal Supplement the sum shall not exceed $100.00 for 
each earned teacher unit. 

For Capital Improvements the sum shall not exceed $64.87 for each 
earned teacher unit. 

Sick leave days shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 
per day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the 
schedule set out hereinabove. 

The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed 
the sum of $38,066,490.00. 

The appropriation hereinabove set out for the fiscal year 1978-79 
is based on 31,736 teacher units. 

It is provided in the event there are more than 31,736 earned 
teacher units for the fiscal year 1978-79, then such amounts as are 
necessary to pay for these excess teacher units is hereby appropriated. 

It is further provided, in the event that there be less earned teacher 
units than those set out above, then the amount that would have been 
necessary to pay for these earned teacher units shall be allotted by 
the State Board of Education on a formula developed by the State 
Superintendent of Education and his staff for teacher units to continue 
the phasing-in of the State kindergarten program. The appropriations 
hereinabove made for maintenance is to be allocated for repairs and 
renovation of the various school systems based on an earned teacher 
unit basis. 

(ii) It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made 
the State Board of Education shall provide beginning with the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1979, that in addition to all salary now 
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received and all local increments due, all teachers under the Minimum 
Program shall receive salary increases as follows: 

Teachers holding Rank “AA” certificates not less than one thousand 
three hundred sixty dollars ($1,360) per annum; Rank I teachers not 
less than one thousand two hundred forty-five dollars ($1,245) per an¬ 
num; Rank II teachers not less than one thousand one hundred thirty 
dollars ($1,130)) per annum; Rank III teachers not less than one thou¬ 
sand fifteen dollars ($1,015) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less 
than nine hundred dollars ($900) per annum. These increases are for 
teachers with one hundred eighty-day contracts. Additional pro rata 
salary increases shall be granted for teachers whose contracts extend 
beyond one hundred eighty days. All teachers employed from funds 
other than the Minimum Program shall receive equal compensation 
based upon the rank of certificates. Any county or city board of edu¬ 
cation failing to comply herewith shall not be entitled to share in the 
Minimum Program. 

In addition to all salary now received and all local increments due 
for the 1978-79 school year, all full-time employees of city and county 
boards of education and all full-time employees in the school under 
their jurisdiction with the exception of those persons listed on the offi¬ 
cial Teachers* Institute List shall receive a salary increase of not less 
than five hundred dollars ($500) per annum for nine months employ¬ 
ment. 

Personnel employed for more than nine months shall receive addi¬ 
tional pro rata increases. Full-time support personnel shall be de¬ 
fined as those support personnel working at least six hours per day. 
Those support personnel working less than six hours per day shall 
receive pro rata increases based on the number of hours worked per 
day. All adult school bus drivers shall receive a salary increase of not 
less than five hundred dollars ($500) per annum and all student school 
bus drivers shall receive a salary increase of not less than three hun¬ 
dred dollars ($300) per annum and any county or city board of educa¬ 
tion failing to comply herewith shall not be entitled to share in the 
Minimum Program Fund. 

Each local board of education shall have the following options as 
to how the salary increases shall be distributed: 

1) Across the currently used pay periods for the school year or 

2) Across the summer months payable in equal installments. 

(jj) The $800,000 appropriated in Section 20 (aa) is to provide 
sick leave for support personnel in accordance with Act No. 208, 1977 
Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 37-3-4 and 37-3-33 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
so as to exempt church owned buses car pools and van pools from 
regulation by the Public Service Commission and municipalities. 

Be It Exacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 37-3-4 and 37-3-33 of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1975 are hereby amended to read as follows: 

§ 37-3-4. Exemptions. 

“(a) This chapter shall not be construed to apply to: 

“(1) a. School buses or other motor vehicles which are 
owned by county boards of education or under contract with 
county boards of education, regardless of whether or not such 
school busts and other motor vehicles are being used exclusively 
for the transportation of school children and school teachers to 
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and from school and nrovided such school buses and other motor 
vehicles do not take on passengers for fare on a certified route. 

“b. Motor vehicles for hire while operating whollv within 
the limits of a citv or incorporated town or within the police 
jurisdiction thereof, or between two or more incorporated towns 
or cities whose city limits join or are contiguous or whose police 
jurisdictions join or are contiguous. 

“c. Motor vehicles while used in the transportation of prop¬ 
erty when the owner of the vehicle is legally and regularly en¬ 
gaged in the business of selling such property and is the owner 
and has the legal title to the motor vehicle involved, also motor 
vehicle if engaged in hauling milk, livestock, coal, logs, lumber, 
poles, pulpwood, cotton in bales, cottonseed, fertilizer, peanuts 
potatoes or anv other agricultural commodity of anv kind (but 
not manufactured products thereof); or motor vehicles hauling 
road materials and Paid by the state of Alabama, or paid by any 
countv or other political subdivision thereof, or paid y any 
contractor performing work for the state of Alabama, or any 
countv or other political subdivision thereof, for a distance not 
exceeding 50 miles; and motor vehicles used exclusively in the 

transportation of milk in thermal or artificially cooled bodies 

or containers; except, that this subsection shall not be consrnr. 
to exempt from the provisions of chapter 19 of Title 40 of this 
Code any motor carrier who operates under certificate or permit 
granted under th e authority of the Alabama public service com- 
mission. 

“All motor vehicles hauling property for hire and which 
are in any respect exempt under subdivision (1) a of this section 
must, before transporting any exempt property, secure a permit 
from the department of revenue of the state of Alabama, which 
permit may be furnished without cost upon proper application 
where there are no legal objections thereto; and sue P® * 
shall be issued under reasonable rules and regulations prornu - 
gated by the department of revenue of the state of Alabama. 

“(2) Motor vehicles owned or operated by or on behalf of 
hotels and used exclusively for the transportation of hote 
patrons.

“(4) Motor vehicles controlled and operated by any farmer 
while used in the transportation of agricultural commodities 
and products thereof, whether for himself or another farmer, or 
in the transportation of supplies to or from the farm.

shall not exceed the sum of $200.00 in incorporated cities or 
towns of more than 25,000 and less than 100,000 inhabitants;

$300.00 in incorporated cities or towns of over 100,000 inhabi- 
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tants; and that the population shall be computed on the federal 
census of 1930 or any subsequent decennial federal census; and 
provided further, that said privilege license or tax shall, in cases 
of motor buses, include the privilege of receiving and dis¬ 
charging both passengers and express. 

“This section shall not be construed as allowing a munici¬ 
pality, county, metropolitan government, or combination thereof 
to regulate any church owned buses used for carrying passengers 
to and from religious services, regardless of size and capacity, 
or to regulate any motor vehicle engaged primarily in the haul¬ 
ing of ten (10) or fewer passengers to and from their regular 
places of employment, taxi cabs and airport limousines exempt¬ 
ed, or to regulate the organizers, sponsors, or promoters of 
motor vehicles engaged primarily in the hauling of passengers 
to and from their regular places of employment, but regulation 
by the appropriate government shall be permitted, however, if 
the motor vehicles excluded from regulation and the organizers, 
sponsors, and promotors of such vehicles, are specifically de¬ 
fined and regulated as a class separate and distinct from other 
existing common carriers and contract carriers.”

WHEREAS, much of this year’s crop, despite ideal grow- 
in g conditions, is heing rejected as a result of Federal Grain 
Inspection Service tests being conducted at the Alabama State 
Docks with the result that Alabama farmers are losing more 
than $1,700 per average truckload rejected because of aflatoxin 
levels; and 

WHEREAS, conflicting test results further raise the ques¬ 
tion as to the extent of infestation of this year’s corn crop and 
as to the accuracy of some of the tests which have resulted in 
rejection; and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature urges the Food and 
Drug Administration to issue permits to blend the 1978 corn 
crop so as to allow 100 parts per billion, for movement in inter¬ 
state commerce, to be used in the feeding of certain animals;

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 27-1-4, 22-21-240, and 22-21-242 of the the Code 
of Alabama 1975, so as to allow licensed dental practitioners in Alabama 
to establish, maintain, administer and operate a trust for the purpose 
of insuring against general public liability claims based upon acts or 
omissions of such dental practitioners. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 27-1-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 27-1-4. This title shall not apply as to: 

(1) Any fraternal or other organization or activity which 
is exempted from the provisions of chapter 34 under section 
27-34-5, except to the extent provided in such section; 

(2) Nonprofit corporations for establishment of hospital¬ 
ization plan under Section 10-4-100 et seq., except to the extent 
now or hereafter provided in such laws; 
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(3) The insurance deDartment of a brotherhood or labor 
union, the members of which are subject to the act of congress 
known as the Railway Labor Act; or 

(4) The establishment, maintenance, administration and 
operation of any trust established pursuant to section 22-21-340 
by agreement of any hospitals, other health care units, or dental 
practitioners licensed as such by the state of Alabama. 

Section 2. Section 22-21-240, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 22-21-240. There is hereby authorized the estab¬ 
lishment, maintenance, administration and operation of any 
trust established by agreement of any hospitals or other health 
care units licensed as such by the state of Alabama (hereinafter 
referred to as “hospitals”) or by agreement of any dental prac¬ 
titioners licensed as such by the state of Alabama (hereinafter 
referred to as “dentists”) as grantors, with such hospitals and 
dentists as beneficiaries, for the purpose of insuring against 
general public liability claims based upon acts or omissions of 
such hospitals or dentists, including without limitation, claims 
based upon malpractice. 

Such hospitals or dentists may, by trust agreement among 
themselves and a trustee or trustees of their selection, specify 
the terms, conditions and provisions of such a trust. 

Section 3. Section 22-21-242 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 22-21-242. No hospital or dentist, who or which 
is a participant in such a trust as a grantor, member, benefici¬ 
ary or otherwise, shall be liable or obligated to the trust, to the 
trustee, to any other grantor, member or beneficiary, to any 
creditor of the trust or to any other person by virtue of its 
participation other than for the payment of its full agreed 
contribution to the trust in accordance with the trust agreement. 
Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, no partici¬ 
pating hospital or dentist shall incur any other liability of any 
nature whatever because of or arising out of its participation in 
such a trust. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

and released only on approval of the Governor. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To define the classes of taxable property subject to ad valorem 
taxation by the State of Alabama and by all counties, municipalities or 
other taxing authorities therein, under authority of Article XI, Section 
217 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended; to fix the 
ratios of assessed value to the fair and reasonable market value of such 
taxable property that are applicable to such classes of taxable property, 
except as otherwise provided by law; to regulate the adjustment of such 
assessment ratios by counties, municipalities and other taxing authorities 
other than the State, by classifying such taxing authorities according to 
the relative proportions of assessed value of the several classes of tax¬ 
able property situated in such taxing authorities, and by limiting the 
amount of any increase or decrease in any assessment ratio permitted 
any such taxing authority; to alter the classification of certain trans¬ 
portation property to the extent required by federal law; to amend 
Section 40-8-1, Code of Alabama 1975; to decrease the assessment 
ratios applicable to Class II property from 25 percent to 20 percent and 
Class III property from 15 percent to 10 percent; and to provide an 
effective date for the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Legislative intent. It is the intention of the 
Legislature by this Act to implement in part the provisions of 
Article XI, Section 217 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended by the constitutional amendment proposed in House 
Bill No. 170 introduced at the Special Session of the Legislature 
convened on July 31, 1978, superseding Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment No. 325 and concerning the system of state and local ad 
valorem taxation provided therein. 

Section 2. Amendment of Section 40-8-1. Section 40-8-1, 
Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-8-1. Assessment rate. 

(a) On and after October 1, 1978, with respect to ad valor¬ 
em taxes levied by the state, and, unless otherwise provided, 
with respect to ad valorem taxes levied by a county, municipal¬ 
ity or other taxing authority other than the state, all taxable 
property shall be divided into the following classes and no other 
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and shall be assessed for ad valorem tax purposes at the follow¬ 
ing ratios of assessed value to the fair and reaonable market 
value of such property, or, as may be provided by law, to the 
current use value of such property: 

Class I. All property of utilities used in the business of 
such utilities, 30 percent. 

Class II. All property not otherwise classified, 20 percent. 

Class III. All agricultural, forest and residential property, 
and historic buildings and sites, 10 percent. 

Class IV. All private passenger automobiles and motor 
trucks of the type commonly known as “pickups” or “pickup 
trucks” owned and operated by an individual for personal or 
private use and not for hire, rent or compensation, 15 percent. 

(b) As used herein, the following terms shall have the fol¬ 
lowing meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indi¬ 
cates otherwise: 

(1) ALL PROPERTY OF UTILITIES. All property as¬ 
sessed for taxation by the department of revenue pursuant to the 
provisions of chapter 21 of this title; provided, that after Sep¬ 
tember 30, 1979, and only to the extent required by Title III, 
§ 306 of Pub. L. 94-210 (the Railroad Revitalization and Regu¬ 
latory Reform Act of 1976 [codified as 49 U.S.C. § 26c]), 
“transportation property,” as that term is defined in the afore¬ 
said statute, as heretofore or hereafter amended, or in any sub¬ 
sequent statute of similar import, shall not be assessed as Class 
I property. 

(2) ALL RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY. Only real property 
used exclusively as a single-family dwelling by the owner thereof. 

(3) AGRICULTURAL and FOREST PROPERTY. All 
real property used for raising, harvesting and selling crops or 
for the feeding, breeding, management, raising, sale of or the 
production of livestock, to include beef cattle, sheep, swine, 
horses, ponies, mules, poultry, fur-bearing animals, honeybees 
and fish, or for dairying and the sale of dairy products, or for 
the growing and sale of timber and forest products, or any other 
agricultural or horticultural use or animal husbandry or any 
combination thereof. 

(4) ALL PROPERTY NOT OTHERWISE CLASSIFIED. 
All real and personal property which does not fall within any 
one or more of Classes I, III and IV. 

(5) ALL PRIVATE PASSENGER AUTOMOBILES AND 
MOTOR TRUCKS OF THE TYPE COMMONLY KNOWN AS 
“PICKUPS” OR “PICKUP TRUCKS” OWNED AND OPER- 
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ATED BY AN INDIVIDUAL FOR PERSONAL OR PRIVATE 
USE AND NOT FOR HIRE, RENT OR COMPENSATION. 
All private passenger automobiles, as that term is defined in 
Sections 40-12-240 (12) and 40-12-241; and all motor trucks 
of the. type commonly known as “pickups” or “pickup trucks,” 
weighing not exceeding 8,000 pounds. 

(6) HISTORIC BUILDINGS AND SITES. Regardless of 
the use to which such property is put, all buildings or structures 
(i) listed in the National Register of Historic Places or (ii) 
located in a Registered Historic District and certified by the 
United States Secretary of the Interior as being of historic 
significance to the district. 

(c) Wherever any statute provides for, limits or measures 
the power or authority of any county, municipality or other 
taxing authority to levy taxes, borrow money or incur indebted¬ 
ness in relation to the assessment of property therein for state 
taxes or for state and county taxes, such provision shall mean 
as assessed for county or municipal taxes. 

(d) The following property shall be exempted from ad 
valorem taxation: the real and personal property of the state, 
counties and municipalities and real and personal property de¬ 
voted exclusively to religious, education or charitable purposes. 
The property of Masonic lodges, Knights of Columbus homes 
and union halls shall be exempt when used exclusively for the 
purposes and business of such organizations. All property now 
exempt by law shall continue to be exempt from taxation until 
changed by law. 

Section 3. Assessment ratios for purposes of local taxation. 
During the ad valorem tax year beginning October 1, 1978, with 
respect to any ad valorem tax levied by a county, municipality 
or other taxing authority other than the state, the governing 
body of any such county, municipality or other taxing authority 
may at any time, effective for ad valorem tax years beginning 
on and after October 1 , 1978, increase or decrease the ratio of 
assessed value to the fair and reasonable market value or, as 
may otherwise be provided by law, to the current use value, as 
the case may be (herein called “the assessment ratio”), any 
class of taxable property within the limits prescribed in the 
Constitution; provided, that the county, municipality or other 
taxing authority meets the criteria contained in this Section. 
If the receipts from any ad valorem tax with respect to which 
any assessment ratio has been so adjusted by any taxing author¬ 
ity during the ad valorem tax year beginning October 1 , 1978, 
exceed by more than 5 percent, or are less than 95 percent of, 
the receipts from such ad valorem tax for the ad valorem tax 
year beginning October 1 , 1977, then for the ad valorem tax 
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yearn beginning on and after October 1, 1979, the taxing auth¬ 
ority may adjust any assessment ratio with resoect to such ad 
valorem tax in the manner provided for adjustments made 
durine - the ad valorem tax year beginning October 1, 1978. On 
and after October 1, 1979, the governing body of anv county, 
municipality, or other taxing authority may at any time increase 
or decrease the assessment ratio applicable to any class of tax¬ 
able property; provided, that any proposed adjustment to an 
assessment ratio to be made pursuant to this sentence, whether 
an increase or a decrease, shall have been (1) proposed by the 
governing body of the taxing authority after a public hearing 
on such proposal, (2) thereafter approved by an act of the 
legislature, and (3) subsequently approved by a majority vote 
of the qualified electors residing in the taxing authority who 
vote on the proposal at a special election called and held in 
accordance with the law governing special elections; and pro¬ 
vided further, that the county municipality or other taxing 
authority meets the criteria contained in this Section. In de¬ 
termining whether any assessment ratio applicable to any class 
of taxable property may be increased or decreased by any such 
county, municipality or other taxing authority pursuant to this 
section, the following criteria shall be applied: 

(a) If, on any October 1, the total assessed value of all 
property classified in any one class of taxable property located 
in the county, municipality or other taxing authority constitutes 
more than 50% of the assessed valuation of all taxable property 
in the county, municipality or other taxing authority, the assess¬ 
ment ratio with respect to that class of taxable property may 
be decreased up to a maximum of 5 percentum differential from 
the rates set forth in Section 40-8-1 (a). Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended. 

(b) If, on any October 1, the total assessed value of all 
properties classified in any one class of taxable property located 
in the county, municipality or other taxing authority constitutes 
less than 20% of the assessed valuation of all taxable property 
in the county, municipality or other taxing authority, the assess¬ 
ment ratio with respect to that class of taxable property may be 
increased up to a maximum of 5 per centum differential from 
the rates set forth in Section 40-8-1 (a), Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended. 

(c) If, on any October 1, the total assessed value of all 
properties classified in any one class of taxable property located 
in the county, municipality or other taxing authority constitutes 
more than 75% of the assessed valuation of all taxable property 
in the county, municipality, or other taxing authority, the assess¬ 
ment ratio with respect to that class of taxable property may be 
decreased up to a maximum of 5 per centum differential, and 
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each assessment ratio of properties classified in any class of 
taxable property other than the aforementioned class of taxable 
property may be increased up to a maximum of 5 per centum 
differential, from the rates set forth in Section 40-8-1 (a), Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended. 

Any action authorized by this section to be taken by a tax¬ 
ing authority, or the governing body thereof, shall, if there is 
no such governing body, be taken by resolution of the governing 
body of the county in which such taxing' authority is located 
acting on behalf of such taxing authority. 

Section 4. Each taxpayer who was assessed and who paid 
a higher amount of state, county or municipal ad valorem tax as 
a result of the completion of a county-wide property reappraisal, 
and the implementation of the newly appraised property values 
as the tax base in that county, between October 1, 1975 and the 
effective date of this Act shall be entitled to a credit against 
his tax liability arising under the same tax or taxes, in the 
amount of the increase which resulted from said reappraisal, 
to be used during such tax year or years as the taxpayer elects 
until the credit is exhausted. 

Section 5. Repealer. All laws and parts of laws that are 
in conflict with any of the provisions of this Act are, to the 
extent of such conflict, repealed. 

Section 6. Severability. If any portion of this Act should 
be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, such 
invalidity shall not affect the validity of any of the remaining 
portions of this Act, which shall continue effective.

To amend Section 40-9-1, Code of Alabama 1975; to exempt all 
farming tools and household and kitchen furniture of whatever value 
from all ad valorem property taxation by the State of Alabama and all 
counties, municipalities and other taxing authorities in the State; to 
exempt farm tractors and other agricultural equipment, when used 
exclusively in connection with agricultural property, and certain farm 
animals, from all ad valorem property taxes levied by the State of 
Alabama and all counties, municipalities and other taxing authorities 
therein; to exempt inventory of commercial businesses from all ad 
valorem property taxation by the State of Alabama and all counties, 
municipalities and other taxing authorities in the State; and to provide 
an effective date for the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Amendment of Section 40-9-1. Section 40-9-1 
of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is hereby further 
amended, effective October 1, 1978, to read as follows: “§40-9-1. 
Persons and property generally. 

The following property and persons shall be exempt from 
ad valorem taxation and none other: 

(1) All bonds of the United States and this state and all 
county and municipal bonds issued by counties and municipalities 
in this state, all property, real and personal, of the United 
States and this state and of county and municipal corporations 
in this state; all cemeteries; all property, real and personal, used 
exclusively for religious worship, for schools or for purposes 
purely charitable; provided, that property, real or personal, 
owned by any educational, religious or charitable institution, 
society or corporation let for rent or hire or for use for business 
purposes shall not be exempt from taxation, notwithstanding 
that the income from such property shall be used exclusively for 
education, religious or charitable purposes; all mortgages, to¬ 
gether with the notes, debts and credits secured thereby on real 
and personal property situated in this state, which mortgages 
have been filed for record and the privilege tax paid thereon;

hospital of said corporation; provided, that the total exemption 
granted to any such corporation shall not exceed 275,000.00, 
taking into consideration its real and personal property and the 
value of its shares of capital stock: 

(4) All property owned by the American Legion or by 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, or any post thereof; provided, that 
such property is used and occupied exclusively by said organiza¬ 
tion ; 


(5) All the property of literary and scientific institutions 
and literary societies, when employed or used in the regular 
business of such institutions; 

(6) The libraries of ministers of the gospel, all libraries 
other than those of a professional character and all religious 
books kept for sale by ministers of the gospel and colporteurs;

and household and kitchen furniture and one sewing machine; 

(12) No license or taxation of any character, except fran¬

To exempt homesteads of persons over 65 years of age, or who are 
retired due to permanent and total disability, or who are blind, from all 
ad valorem property taxes levied by the state of Alabama; to exempt 
principal residences of persons over 65 years of age or who are totally 
disabled from all ad valorem taxation in the state; to amend Sections 
40-9-19 and 40-9-21, Code of Alabama 1975; and to provide an effective 
date for the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Amendment of Section 40-9-19. Section 40-9-19, 
Code oi Alabama 1975, is hereby amended, effective October 1, 
1978, to read as follows: 

“40-9-19. Homesteads. 

Homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws of 
Alabama, are hereby exempted from all state ad valorem taxes. 
In no case shall the exemption herein made apply to more than 
one person, head of the family, nor shall the said exemption 
exceed $2,000.00 in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area for any 
resident of this state who is not over 65 years of age. The 
homesteads of residents of this state, over 65 years of age, or 
who are retired due to permanent and total disability, regard¬ 
less of age, or who are blind as defined in section 1-1-3, regard- 
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less of age or whether such person is retired, shall be exempt 
from all state ad valorem taxes. 

The state commissioner of revenue is hereby empowered to 
define and specify the condition or state of health that makes a 
person “permanently and toally disabled” and may issue certifi¬ 
cates of disability to such person as he may find meets such 
specifications. Any person who is drawing a pension or annuity 
from the armed services or a company or governmental agency 
as being permanently and totally disabled shall automatically be 
granted a certificate of permanent and total disability by the 
state commissioner of revenue.” 

Section 2. Amendment of Section 40-9-21. Section 40-9-21, 
Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended, effective October 1, 
1978, to read as follows: 

“§ 40-9-21. Principal residences of totally disabled persons or 
persons 65 years or older having a net annual taxable income of 
$7500.00 or less, as shown on such person and spouse’s latest 
United States Income Tax return. 

In addition to the persons and property exempt from ad 
valorem taxation as prescribed in section 40-9-1, the following 
shall also be exempt from ad valorem taxation: the principal 
residence of any person who is totally disabled or who is 65 
years of age or older having a net annual taxable income of

1 Sfi at i ng to Walker County; to amend Sections 3, 4, 9 and 10 of 
Act 356, S. 502, 1971 Regular Session, approved August 19, 1971 (Acts 
1971, p. 652), which provides for the construction, maintenance and 
and repair of public roads and bridges in Walker County, so as to ear¬ 
mark ninety-five percent of all revenue received by the Walker County 
Commission from the coal severance tax provided for in Act No. 598, 
H. 643, 1977 Regular Session (Acts 1977, p. 799) for use in the main¬ 
tenance and construction oi roads in Waiker County effective Octo- 
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ber 1, 1978; so as to divide funds in the county road and bridge fund 
equally among the commission districts of the county; and, so as to 
make certain powers vested in the county engineer subject to the 
approval of a majority of the members of the county commission. 

WHEREAS, the purpose of county government is to serve 
all of the people of the county; and 

WHEREAS, the goal of equal service to all is best assured 
in the field of transportation by equal expenditures; and 

WHEREAS, recent judicial decisions mandate adherence 
to the theorv of “one man—one vote” in apportionment of 
county districts; and 

WHEREAS, the districts of Walker County are in fact 
equal and should receive equal monies from the county road 
and bridge fund; and 

WHEREAS, the commissioners elected from such districts 
must truly be representative of the county and should be en¬ 
titled to express the will of the people; now therefore, 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 3 of Act No. 356, S. 502, 1971 Regular 
Session appro^d August 19, 1971 (Acts 1971, p. 652), en¬ 
titled, An Act Relating to Walker County; providing for the 
construction, maintenance and repair of public roads, high¬ 
ways, bridges and ferries under the county unit system; au¬ 
thorizing and requiring the county governing body to employ 
and regulate the compensation of a county engineer; providing 
* or A. manner of selecting said engineer; prescribing his 
qualifications; defining his authority, powers and duties and 
those of the county governing body in relation to the roads, 
bridges and ferries of Walker County”, is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of said engineer to: 

(a) employ, supervise and direct all such assistants as 
are necessary to properly maintain and construct the public 
roads, highways, bridges and ferries of Walker County, pre¬

“Section 4. The said county engineer is hereby designated 
as the person authorized to make written requisition upon the 
duly designated purchasing agency, for all articles, materials, 
supplies, and equipment necessary for the maintenance and 
construction of roads, bridges and ferries in Walker County. 
Said engineer shall from time to time issue a report to the 
county commission of purchases actually made and shall other¬ 
wise be subject to the provisions of Section 10 of this act.” 

Section 3. Section 9 of said Act No. 356, S. 502, 1971 
Regular Session is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 9. The authority of said county engineer shall 
be limited to the expenditure of such funds for the purpose 
of construction, maintenance or repairs of public roads, bridges 
and ferries of Walker County as may be set aside and appro¬ 
priated by the county commission, as hereinafter provided. 

“(a) It shall be the duty of said county commission at 
some meeting in September of each calendar year, or not later 
than the first meeting in October following, by order or resolu¬ 
tion spread upon the minutes, to fix and determine the amount 
of funds which will be available for the purpose of a building, 
maintaining and constructing public roads, bridges and ferries 
of Walker County for the current fiscal year, beginning on 
October 1st,, which said amount, other than the salary of said 
county engineer and his necessary expenses, shall not be 
exceeded by him in building, maintaining and constructing pub¬ 
lic roads, bridges and ferries in Walker County during said 
period. 

“(b) Said county commission is authorized, from time to 
time, within any such period, to increase the amount so al¬ 
lowed to be expended by said county engineer during said 
period, when such authorization will not conflict with provi¬ 
sions of the general law under the Budget Act, Section 11-8-3, 
Code of Alabama.

tection. 

“Section 4. An architectural review board, and a preser¬ 
vation district review board, with the following memberships, 
duties and powers may be created by the city governing body. 

(A) Each board shall be composed of five members 
selected by the city governing body to serve overlapping terms. 
Except for the first members, their terms shall be five years. 

(B) Each board shall adopt rules for the transaction of 
business and shall keep a record of its resolutions, transactions, 
findings, and determinations, which record shall be a public 
record. Meetings shall be held at regular intervals, but at least 
monthly. Each board may appoint such employees as it may 
deem necessary for its work, whose appointment, promotion, 
demotion and removal shall be subject to the same provisions 
of law as govern other civil employees of the city. Each board 
may also contract with architects and other professional and 
technical consultants for such services as it may require. The 
expenditures of each board, exclusive of gifts or grants, shall 
be within the amounts appropriated for the purpose by the city 
governing body which shall provide the funds, equipment and 
accommodations necessary for the work of each board.

“(b) The provisions of subsection (a) of this section shall 
not affect or defeat the right of any person, firm or corporation 
to recover damages for any injuries or damage sustained by 
them on account of any pollution of, or change in the condition 
of, the waters of any stream or on account of any overflow of 
the lands of any person, firm or corporation. 

“(c) Any and all ordinances now or hereafter adopted by 
any municipal corporation in which such plant is located, oper¬ 
ating to make the operation of any such plant, establishment, or 
any farming operation facility or its appurtenances a nuisance 
or providing for an abatement thereof as a nuisance in the cir¬ 
cumstances set forth in this section are, and shall be, null and 
void; provided, however, that the provisions of this subsection 
shall not apply whenever a nuisance results from the negligent 
or improper operation of any such plant, establishment, or any 
farming operation facility or any of its appurtenances. 

“(d) This section shall not be construed to invalidate any 
contracts heretofore made, but, insofar as contracts are con¬ 
cerned, is only applicable to contracts and agreements to be made 
in the future.”

Section 1 . For the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978, 
there is hereby appropriated to the department of agriculture 
and industries out of any monies in the state treasury not other¬ 
wise appropriated the sum of One Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($100,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary for the 
fiscal year, which said sum shall be used and expended by said 
department for the purpose of paying and indemnifying the 
owners of swine for the value of any swine ordered and directed 
to be condemned and destroyed by the commissioner of agri¬ 
culture and industries or the state veterinarian for the purpose 
of arresting, eradicating and preventing the spread of hog 
cholera disease, African swine fever and other diseases of swine. 
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The amount of any payments to owners of swine from the 
appropriation herein made shall be determined pursuant to the 
procedure and method set forth under Sections 2-15-160 through 
2-5-168 of the Code of Alabama, 1975. 

Section 2. The appropriation herein made shall be condi¬ 
tioned upon the condition of the general fund and with the 
approval of the Governor. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 
1978.

AN ACT 

To establish a student assistance program in the State of Alabama 
to be known as the Alabama Student Grant Program, which will pro¬ 
vide for state grants, on behalf of and to the credit of eligible students 
who are bona fide residents of Alabama, to be paid to certain approved 
institutions of postsecondary education in Alabama; to set forth legis¬ 
lative findings and purposes underlying the Program; to provide for 
the grants payable under the Program; to designate the Alabama Com¬ 
mission on Higher Education to administer the Program; to vest the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education with the powers and duties 
reasonably needed for the effective implementation and administration 
of the Program; to establish various procedures and requirements con¬ 
cerning the availability of grants, applications for grants, approval and 
award of grants, renewal of grants, and revocation of grants; to prohibit 
the use of grants for religious or sectarian purposes and to prohibit the 
use of money raised for the support of public schools to support schools 
of a predominantly sectarian or denominational character; to provide 
for periodic auditing of approved institutions; to provide for periods 
when there may be insufficient funds to provide such eligible student 
with a full grant for the terms requested; to provide a penalty for false 
statements or misrepresentations in connection with the procurement 
of grants; to provide for severability; to repeal conflicting laws; and 
to provide an effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this Act, unless the context requires otherwise; 
the following terms mean: 
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ACHE — The Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 

ALABAMA RESIDENT — A person who has been domi¬ 
ciled in the State of Alabama for a period of at least twelve 
(12) consecutive months immediately preceding application for 
a grant under the Alabama Student Grant Program. The 
ACHE shall promulgate and enforce regulations further defin¬ 
ing and limiting the term “domicile” so as to limit the benefits 
of this legislation to bona fide Alabama citizens, based upon 
criteria including residency of parents and guardians, voter 
registration of students and parents, drivers license registration, 
and other facts indicating bona fide citizenship. 

APPROVED INSTITUTION — Any independent non-profit 
postsecondary institution of higher learning located in the State 
of Alabama which is accredited by the Commission on Col¬ 
leges of the Southern Association of Colleges and Schools, or 
which has entered into the formal process of attaining accredi¬ 
tation by the Commission on Colleges of the Southern Associa¬ 
tion of Colleges and Schools, or whose credits are accepted by 
at least three (3) other institutions which are accredited by 
the Commission on Colleges of the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools. Such an approved institution must have 
an academic curriculum which is not comprised principally of 
sectarian instruction or preparation of students for a sectarian 
vocation and which does not award primarily theologian or 
seminarian degrees. To the extent that any such institution 
may have a religious or denominational affiliation, it must per¬ 
form essentially secular educational functions which are distinct 
and separable from religious activity. Such an approved in¬ 
stitution must not discriminate in its admissions practices on 
the basis of religious or denominational preference. No inde¬ 
pendent postsecondary institution of higher learning shall be 
considered an Approved Institution during any fiscal year in 
which it receives a direct appropriation from the State of Ala¬ 
bama. Nothing contained herein shall be construed to l : mit, 
replace or diminish any direct state appropriation now being 
made or which shall hereafter be made to any independent in¬ 
stitution of higher learning. 

ELIGIBLE STUDENT — Any applicant for a grant under 
the Alabama Student Grant Program who: 

(a) Has obtained a certificate of graduation from a sec¬ 
ondary school or the recognized equivalent of such graduation; 
and 

(b) Is classified as an undergraduate student as defined 
in this Act; and 

(c) Is an Alabama resident as defined in this Act; and 
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(d) Is a citizen of the United States or in the process of 
becoming a citizen of the United States; and 

(e) Is enrolled or accepted for enrollment as a full-time 
or part-time student in a program of at least six (6) months’ 
duration in an approved institution as defined in this Act; and 

(f) Is not enrolled and does not intend to enroll in a 
course of study leading to an undergraduate degree in theology 
or divinity. 

FULL-TIME STUDENT — An individual student who 
meets the criteria established by definitions, rules and regula¬ 
tions to be established by the ACHE. 

GRANT — A monetary award under the Alabama Student 
Grant Program to an approved institution on behalf of and to 
the credit of an eligible student pursuant to this Act. 

INSTITUTIONAL RELATED EXPENSES—Nonsectarian 
educational expenses, including, but not limited to tuition, man¬ 
datory fees, room and board, transportation, books and supplies, 
and other incidental nonsectarian education expenses anticipated 
by an eligible student. 

PART-TIME STUDENT—An individual student who meets 
all qualifications as an eligible student and who meets the fur¬ 
ther criteria to be established by the ACHE. 

PROGRAM — The Alabama Student Grant Program, in¬ 
cluding the administration thereof. 

UNDERGRADUATE STUDENT — Any individual student 
who meets all other qualifications as an eligible student and 
has not received a baccalaureate degree or its equivalent. 

SECTION 2. LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS AND PUR¬ 
POSES. 

The legislature declares that there exists within the State 
of Alabama a number of accredited independent colleges and 
universities whose facilities could be used more effectively in 
the public interest by the grant of financial assistance to resi¬ 
dents of the State who choose to attend such colleges and uni¬ 
versities, in order to pay a portion of such residents’ institu¬ 
tional related expenses at such colleges and universities, thereby 
reducing the cost to taxpayers of the State below the cost of 
providing similar instruction to such residents ot institutions 
of higher learning within the State Higher Education System. 

The legislature finds and declares that there is an apparent 
need to narrow the gap in student charges between public uni¬ 
versities and colleges and independent institutions of higher 
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education in Alabama in order to provide students with true 
economic and academic freedom of choice in selecting a college; 
and to help assure that independent colleges will continue to 
contribute to the overall quality and diversity of post-secondary 
education in Alabama. 

This Act is intended to provide higher educational oppor¬ 
tunities to bona fide residents of the State by utilizing the fa¬ 
cilities and resources of independent colleges and universities 
in the State more effectively. 

SECTION 3. ESTABLISHMENT OF GRANTS. 

There is hereby granted to each eligible student attending 
an approved institution the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dol¬ 
lars per academic year, which sum shall be distributed to such 
institution on behalf of and to the credit of such student in 
accordance with rules and regulations to be promulgated by the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education. Such grants shall 
be effective for qualified academic programs commencing after 
August 1, 1978. 

SECTION 4. PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION. 

The Alabama Student Grant Program created under this 
Act shall be administered by the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education. The executive director of the ACHE shall have 
primary responsibility for the administration of the Program, 
including appropriate staffing, in accordance with rules, regu¬ 
lations, policies and procedures to be promulgated by the ACHE. 

SECTION 5. BASIC POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE 
ACHE. 

Basic Powers. The ACHE is authorized and empowered to 
promulgate such rules, regulations, policies and procedures as 
may be reasonable and proper in order to carry out the pro¬ 
visions and purposes of this Act. Without limiting the gen¬ 
erality of the foregoing, the ACHE is authorized and em¬ 
powered : 

(a) To make reasonable rules, regulations and determina¬ 
tions concerning the qualification of applicants as Alabama 
residents or as eligible students and the qualification of institu¬ 
tions as approved institutions as defined in this Act; 

(b) To alter or amend the definition of “eligible student” 
in order to enable the Program to meet the requirements of the 
State or Federal Constitution or any applicable statute, admin¬ 
istrative regulation, or judicial decision, if such alteration is 
deemed both necessary and reasonable; 

(c) To determine the extent to which applicants, includ- 
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ing part-time students, shall be eligible for grants under this 
Act; 


(d) To make reasonable rules, regulations and determina¬ 
tions concerning the method of payment of grants to approved 
institutions on behalf of and to the credit of eligible students; 

(e) To request submission of and obtain all information 
reasonably needed for the effective administration of the Pro¬ 
gram from individual applicants for grants or from institutions 
which enroll eligible students; and 

(f) To accept grants and contributions, which are intended 
to provide financial assistance to Alabama students, and to use 
such grants and contributions for the purpose or purposes for 
which same are made. 

BASIC DUTIES. The ACHE shall be responsible for the 
effective implementation and administration of the Program. 
ACHE shall issue public information; design all forms needed 
for the effective administration of the Program; process all 
applications, certifications of eligibility, approvals, awards, re¬ 
newals, revocations and disbursements of grants; ensure against 
the utilization of grants for religious or sectarian purposes as 
provided in Section 7 of this Act; and promulgate and imple¬ 
ment all rules, regulations, policies and procedures reasonably 
needed for the effective administration of the Program. 

SECTION 6. GRANT PROCEDURES AND REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS. 

AVAILABILITY OF GRANTS. Grants shall be available 
to eligible students and shall be paid to approved institutions on 
behalf of and to the credit of such students, without regard to 
place of residence within the State of Alabama, age, race, color, 
creed, sex, or national origin, and shall be paid out of funds in 
the annual budget appropriated pursuant to Section 11 of this 
Act. 

APPLICATION FOR GRANTS. Grants may be applied 
for by any eligible student wishing to receive same, through an 
approved institution in wh ; ch he is enrolled or plans to enroll 
pursuant to procedures to be devised and implemented by the 
ACHE. 

APPROVAL AND AWARD OF GRANTS. The ACHE 
shall not approve any grant until there has been received from 
an appropriate officer of an approved institution in which an 
applicant is enrolled, a certification that the applicant is an 
eligible student. Upon receipt of a proper certification of 
eligibility, the ACHE shall remit, within a reasonable time, such 
grant to the approved institution in which an applicant is en- 
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rolled on behalf of and to the credit of the applicant. Upon 
awarding a grant, the ACHE shall issue a certificate evidencing 
the award to the student involved and shall forward a copy to 
the institution that is to receive the grant on behalf of and to 
the credit of the student. 

RENEWAL OF GRANTS. Each grant shall be renewable 
annually for the number of semesters or quarters (or their 
equivalent) normally required by the institution for the course 
of study in which the individual student is enrolled, not to exceed 
five academic years or until such earlier time as the student re- 
cei ^L a ^ acca ^ aurea tc degree, or has expended ten semesters 
< l uar ^ ers (° r their equivalent) of enrollment. The 
ACHE shall grant a renewal only upon the student’s annual 
appli cati °n and upon verification that the student remains an 
eligible student as defined in this Act. 

REVOCATION OF GRANTS. If a student on whose be¬ 
half and to whose credit a grant has been made shall fail to 
comply with the established rules and regulations in respect to 
such grant, or shall fail to obtain the minimum level of achieve¬ 
ment prescribed for the retention of such grant, or shall for 
any reason fail to enroll in or be expelled or suspended from an 
approved institution, the ACHE may, upon appropriate evidence, 
revoke such grant. In such case, the institution shall reimburse 
the Program for the amount of such grant. A student may again 
become eligible for a grant when all requirements for eligibility 
have been met. 

SECTION 7. INSURING NONSECTARIAN USE OF 
FUNDS. In the case of a student enrolled in an institution which 
has a religious or denominational affiliation, the ACHE shall 
devise and implement rules, regulations and procedures to insure 
that the maximum amount of ass ; stance available to a student 
at a given institution under the Program does not exceed the 
per student operating expenditures of the institution for non¬ 
sectarian, secular educational purposes. 

Under no circumstances shall any funds paid pursuant to 
this Act be utilized by an institution for religious, sectarian or 
denominational purposes, and the ACHE shall devise and imple¬ 
ment such regulations and procedures as may be appropriate to 
insure that such funds axe used solely for nonsectarian, secular 
educational purposes. Any institution receiving grant funds on 
behalf of and to the credit of eligible students shall segregate 
such funds in a special revenue account and shall identify non¬ 
sectarian expenditures of such funds in its budget. Each insti¬ 
tution shall maintain documentation acceptable to ACHE of its 
expenditure of grant funds to permit verification by ACHE, the 
Examiner of Public Accounts or the State Auditor. 
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Under no circumstances shall this Act be construed as 
authorizing money raised for the support of public schools in 
the State of Alabama to be appropriated or used for the support 
of any sectarian or denominational school. All grants permitted 
by this Act are strictly limited to eligible students enrolled or 
accepted for enrollment in an approved institution as defined 
in this Act. 

SECTION 8. AUDIT. 

The Department of Examiners of Public Accounts is hereby 
authorized and empowered to audit the records of any said insti¬ 
tution of postsecondary education which receives any such grants 
as a result of this Act to the same extent, degree, and scope as 
its audits of other public educational institutions, and said insti¬ 
tution of postsecondary education shall submit to the Legislature 
each year, before any subsequent grants may be applied for or 
considered, a full accounting of its receipts, disbursements, 
assets, liabilities, and other resources as of the date of the close 
of its immediately preceding academic year. 

SECTION 9. PRORATION OF FUNDS. 

Should funds appropriated to the Alabama Student Grant 
Program be insufficient to provide each eligible student with 
a full grant for the term(s) requested, each eligible student 
shall receive a prorata grant share of the available funds. 

SECTION 10. FALSE STATEMENTS. 

Any person who knowingly makes or furnishes any false 
statement or misrepresentation, or who accepts such false 
statement or misrepresentation knowing the same to be false, 
for the purpose of wrongfully obtaining a grant hereunder or 
enabling an individual student to wrongfully obtain a grant 
hereunder, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con¬ 
viction thereof, be punished as by law provided for a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

SECTION 11. SEVERABILITY. 

The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act be 
held unconstitutional or invalid, such holding shall not affect 
any other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or 
other portion of this Act. 

SECTION 12. CONFLICTING LAWS. 

All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed.

Any 
person who is drawing any pension or annuity from the armed 
services, a private company, or any governmental agency be¬ 
cause he is permanently and totally disabled shall automatically 
be granted a certificate of permanent and total disability by the 
department of revenue. 

Section 2. Repealer. All laws and parts of laws that are 
in conflict with any of the provisions of this Act are, to the 
extent of such conflict, repealed. 

Section 3. Severability. If any portion of this Act should 
be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, such 
invalidity shall not affect the validity of any of the remaining 
portions of this Act, which shall continue effective.

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AN ACT 

To provide for the distribution of payments in lieu of taxes made 
to the state and local governments by the Tennessee Valley Authority 
and its distributors, and to provide further for the disposition and use 
of the profits, including all tax levied upon the selling price of spirituous 
and vinous liquors and certain taxes on malt and brewed beverages; 
for this purpose amending Section 28-3-74 and Section 28-3-181 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1975. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . For the fiscal year beginning October 1 , 1979, 
the State of Alabama will transfer to the counties in Ala¬ 
bama served by the Tennessee Valley Authority, a portion of 
the in lieu of taxes payments made by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority to the State of Alabama. This transfer of funds 
will be in an amount large enough to cause local governments 
in the area served by the Tennessee Valley authority to receive 
at least twenty percent (20%) of the total in lieu of taxes pay¬ 
ments made by the Tennessee Valley Authority and its distribu¬ 
tors to all levels of government in Alabama. In fiscal years 
beginning after October 1, 1979, the percentage of the in lieu 
of taxes payments received by these local governments shall 
be increased ten percent (10%) each fiscal year after the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1979, until Seventy Percent (70%) is 
obtained, and in the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1985, the 
amount shall be increased five percent (5%) until Seventy-five 
percent (75%) of the total in lieu of taxes payments are dis¬ 
tributed to these local governments. Payments will continue 
at this level of distribution each year thereafter. Five percent 
(5%) of the total amount the state receives in lieu of tax pay¬ 
ments from the TV A Authority shall be distributed back to 
the counties which prohibit the sale of alcoholic beverages and 
are not served by the TV A Authority and each such county’s 
share shall be on the same proportionate basis as each such dry 
non T.V.A. served county received in fiscal year 1979 from 
the State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board as that county’s 
share of alcoholic beverage taxes and profits when compared 
to the total amount received by all dry non T.V.A. served coun¬ 
ties during the same fiscal year. 

Any county which is eligible to receive funds under the 
provisions of Section 2 of this act and which prohibits the sale 
of alcoholic beverages shall receive from that portion of in lieu 
of tax payment funds not less than that sum which such county 
would receive if that county were eligible for payments from 
the distribution, by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board, of taxes and profits from the sale of alcoholic beverages 
for the previous fiscal year. 

Section 2. Distribution of the percentage of payments 
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made to the state in lieu of ad valorem taxes by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority provided for in Section 1 of this Act shall be 
made to the governing bodies of the counties in which property 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority is located. 

Any county receiving a share of said payments that has 
within its boundaries a municipality or part of a munici¬ 
pality that is served in whole or in part by TV A, shall share the 
county’s payments with said municipality in the same ratio that 
the TV A served population of the municipality bears to the 
total TV A served population of the entire county. However, 
the Legislature may, by local law, prescribe other distribution 
with : n such counties to local governments and public agencies 
therein. 

The percentage of payments made to the state in lieu of 
ad valorem taxes by the Tennessee Valley Authority provided 
in Section 1 of this Act shall be allocated among the counties 
in which property of the Tennessee Valley Authority is lo¬ 
cated as follows: 

(A) Eighty percent of the amount of such percentage of 
payments shall be distributed amoung the counties in the same 
proportion that the amount of the Tennessee Valley Authority’s 
power sales revenue generated in each county, less direct sales 
by the Tennessee Valley Authority to industry, bears to the 
total amount of the Tennessee Valley Authority’s power sales 
revenue generated in all counties of the state served by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

(B) Ten percent of the amount of such percentage of 
payments shall be distributed amoung the counties in the same 
proportion that the fair market value amount of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority’s properties and reservoir lands in each county 
bears to the total dollar value of all the Tennessee Valley Au¬ 
thority’s properties and reservoir lands in all counties of that 
State served by the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

(C) Ten percent of the amount of such percentage of pay¬ 
ments shall be distributed amoung the counties in the same 
proportion that the amount of the Tennessee Valley Authority s 
direct power sales to industry in each county bears to the total 
amount of theTennessee Valley Authority’s power sales revenue 
generated in such manner in all counties of the state served by 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Section 3. Payments by the State to the local governments 
will be made within thirty (30 days) after the State receives its 
annual payment from TV A. 

Section 4. Section 28-3-74 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
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which relates to the disposition and use of liquor profits, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 28-3-74. Disposition of net profits from proceeds 
of stores. 

(a) The net profits derived from the proceeds of the 
Alabama liquor stores in each fiscal year, including- all tax 
levied upon the selling price of all spirituous or vinous liquors, 
less all cost and expense of collecting said tax, up to and in¬ 
cluding $2,000,000.00, shall be paid out and applied as follows: 

(1) Fifty percent shall be covered into the general fund 
of the treasury of the state; 

(2) Nineteen percent shall be covered into the treasui'y of 
the state to the credit of the state department of pensions and 
security to be used and the same is hereby appropriated ex¬ 
clusively for old age assistance and for other purposes of the 
state department of pensions and security; 

(3) Ten percent shall be covered into the treasury of the 
state to the credit of the wet counties of the state and shall be 
divided equally among each of said counties and shall be paid 
to them and shall be covered by them into their respective gen¬ 
eral funds; 

(4) One percent shall be paid into the treasury of the 
state to the credit of the wet counties of the state and shall be 
divided equally among each of said counties and shall be paid 
to them to be used by them exclusively for the purposes of public 
health; and 

(5) Twenty percent shall be covered into the treasury 
of the state and shall be paid to the incorporated municipalities 
in which Alabama liquor stores are located on the following 
basis: Each municipality in which an Alabama liquor store is 
located shall receive as its percentage or portion of said 20 
percent an amount equal to the ratio of the profits earned by 
such municipality's Alabama liquor store or stores to the total 
net profits of all Alabama Liquor stores. 

(b) If the net profits derived from the proceeds of said 
Alabama liquor stores in any such final year, including all tax 
levied upon the selling price of all spirituous or vinous liquors, 
less all cost and expense of collecting said tax, shall exceed 
the sum of $ 2 , 000 , 000 . 00 , such excess, up to and including 
$ 200 , 000 . 00 , shall be apportioned among and paid to the several 
incorporated cities and towns in the wet counties in the state 
on the basis of the ratio of the population of each such city or 
town to the total population of all such cities and towns. 
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Any remainder of such excess over said $200,000.00 shall 
be apportioned and paid out as follows: 

(1) Ten percent of such remainder for each fiscal year 
thereafter shall be apportioned among and paid to the wet 
counties in the state for general purposes on the basis of the 
ratio of the population of each such county of the population 
of all such counties; 

(2) Sixteen and two-thirds percent of such remainder for 
each fiscal year thereafter shall be apportioned among and 
paid to the aforesaid incorporated cities and towns in the wet 
counties in the state on the basis of the ratio of the population 
of each such city or town to the total population of such cities 
and towns; 

(3) Three and one-third percent of such remainder for 
each fiscal year thereafter shall be apportioned among and paid 
to such of said several cities and towns as may have one or 
more Alabama L ; quor stores therein upon the basis of the ratio 
of the population of each such liquor store city or town to the 
total population of all such liquor store cities and towns. Each 
and every amount received by any city or town out of said 
remainder shall be for general purposes; 

(4) Ten percent of such remainder shall be covered into 
the treasury of the state to the credit of the state department 
of pensions and security to be used for general welfare pur¬ 
poses; and 

(5) Sixty percent of such remainder for each fiscal year 
thereafter shall be paid to the state for general purposes. 

Populations shall be ascertained for the purposes of dis¬ 
tribution under this subsection according to the last decennial 
federal census preceding commencement of the fiscal year for 
which distribution is to be made. 

(c) Distribution of net profits (including all taxes levied 
upon the selling price of spirituous or vinous liquors) under 
subsections (a) and (b) of this section shall be made from 
time to time during the fiscal year for which net profits (in¬ 
cluding all taxes levied upon the selling price of spirituous 
liquors) are to be ascertained according to reasonable estimates 
of profits (including all taxes levied upon the selling price of 
spirituous or vinous liquors) for such year and such amounts to 
be paid beneficiaries or recovered from beneficiaries at the end 
of the year as will net beneficiaries the correct amounts for the 
year prescribed for them by subsections (a) and (b) of this 
section. Payments to counties and municipalities will be made 
semiannually on or before February 1 and August 1 of each year. 
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(d) The board is authorized to retain moneys withheld 
since July 1, 1949, and may withhold from distribution the 
sum of $50,000.00 per month plus all discounts earned until 
such times as has been accumulated a working 1 capital fund or 
reserve of $4,000,000.00; provided, that should the ABC system 
cease to operate in Alabama, the funds shall be distributed to 
the several beneficiaries thereof on the same basis that it was 
withheld. 

(e) The board shall, on receipt of proof that a county has 
changed its status from a dry county to a wet county, accept 
such county as a beneficiary for participation in the ABC 
system profits as provided by law at the beginning of the next 
fiscal year of the board. The board shall, on receipt of proof 
of the incorporation of newly created municipality in a wet 
county and the population thereof, accept the municipality is 
a beneficiary for participation in the ABC system profits as 
profits as provided by law at the beginning of the next fiscal 
year of the board. 

(f) No wet county which receives funds under the pro¬ 
visions of this section shall receive less than it received in the 
fiscal year beginning October 1, 1977. 

Section 5. Section 28-3-181 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 28-3-181. Additional three and one-half cent tax. 

(a) Levy.—In addition to all other taxes now imposed by 
law and in addition to the licenses provided for by this chap¬ 
ter, there is hereby levied a privilege or excise tax on every 
person 1’censed under the provisions of this chapter who sells, 
stores or receives for the purpose of distribution to any person, 
firm, corporation, club or association within the state of Ala¬ 
bama any maH or brewed beverages. The tax levied by this sub¬ 
section shall be measured by and graduated in accordance with 
the volume of sales by such person or malt or brewed beverages, 
and shall be an amount equal to three and one-half cents for 
each 12 fluid ounces or fractional part thereof. 

(b) Collection.—The tax levied by subsection (a) of this 
section shall be collected by the alcoholic beverage control board 
in the same manner as other taxes and license fees are collected 
by it. 

The tax shall be added to the sales price of all malt or 
brewed beverages sold, and shall be collected from the pur¬ 
chasers. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, 
club or association who is required to pay the tax in the first 
instance to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect 
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from the purchaser the required amount of tax, it being the 
intent and purpose of this provision that the tax levied is in 
fact a levy on the consumer, with the person, firm, corpora¬ 
tion, club or association who pays the tax in the first instance 
acting merely as an agent for the state for the collection and 
payment of the tax. 

(c) Disposition of proceeds.—The proceeds of the tax 
levied by subsection (a) of this section shall be distributed as 
follows: 

(1) One seventh of said proceeds shall be paid into the 
state treasury to the credit of the wet counties in the state 
and shall be divided and distributed equally on or before the 
fifteenth day of each month to the said counties; 

(2) Two sevenths of said proceeds shall be paid into the 
state treasury to the credit of the state public welfare trust 
fund and shall be used for general welfare purposes. As used 
in this section, the phrase “general welfare purposes” means: 

a. The administration of public assistance as set out in 
sections 38-2-5 and 38-4-1; 

b. Services, including supplementation and supplementary 
services under the federal Social Security Act, to or on behalf 
of persons to whom such public assistance may be given under 
sections 38-2-5 and 38-4-1; 

c. Services to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or 
delinquent children; and 

(d) Investigative and referral services to and on behalf 
of needy person. 

(3) The residue of said proceeds thereafter remaining 
shall be paid into the state treasury to the credit of the Ala¬ 
bama special educational trust fund and so much thereof as may 
be necessary for the purpose is hereby appropriated to pay the 
principal of and interest on bonds, not exceeding $30,000,000.00 
in aggregate principal amount, issued and sold by the public 
corporation knowns as the Alabama Trade School and Junior 
College Authority.” 

Section 6. Repealer. All laws and parts of laws that are 
in conflict with any of the provisions of this Act are, to the 
extent of such conflict, repealed. 

Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

To revise existing bail practices in the courts within the Fifteenth 
Judicial Circuit; establishes a more lenient form of qualification for 
property bail; and establishes a board to regulate the licensing of 
professional bail agents. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

ARTICLE I 

DEFINITIONS—MISCELLANEOUS LAW REGULATING 
BAIL—FIFTEENTH JUDICIAL CIRCUIT 

Section 1. Definitions: 

The following terms when used in this Act shall have the 
following meaning: 

(a) “Bail Agent”, as used in and with regard to the pro¬ 
visions of this Act, is any person or persons who are employed 
by a bail bond company which is qualified and engaged in the 
bail business in the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit and whose duties 
for such bail bond company is to execute bail or make arrests 
for such company. 

(b) “Surety Commission”, as used in and with regard to 
the provisions of this Act is those persons so designated in this 
Act to accept and approve bail agents applications for licensing 
purposes. 

Section 2. Qualification for Property Bail in The Fifteenth 
Judicial Circuit. 

The qualifications for property bail in the Fifteenth Judicial 
Circuit of the State of Alabama are that each must be a resident 
of the State of Alabama, and a householder therein, and that 
such property pledged must be worth, exclusive of all encum¬ 
brances and homestead exemptions existing against said prop¬ 
erty, twice the amount expressed in the undertaking. Any prop¬ 
er approving officer, in approving property bail, may allow 
more than one person to justify severally as bail in amounts less 
than that expressed in the undertaking, provided the whole be 
equivalent to two sufficient bails. Such worth shall not 1 e 
determined by the assessed value of said property or properties, 
but shall be calculated, determined, and evaluated in the manner 
set forth in the affidavit described below. Said aff'davit shall 
be signed by the owners of said properties and said affidavit 
shall be the same as a lien or a mortgage against the said prop¬ 
erty, and upon the rendition of a final forfeiture, the State or 
its subdivision may proceed on such document for foreclosure of 
said property. The following shall be substantially the form to 
be used for said affidavit:

Section 3. Qualification of Bail Bond Companies in the 
Fifteenth Judicial Circuit. 

Each person, company or corporation engaged in the busi¬ 
ness of making bonds and charging therefor, within the Fif¬ 
teenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama, except corporate sureties 
which are qualified through the State Department of Insurance 
to do a bonding business in this State, shall be required, as part 
of qualification to do business, to furnish a bond with corporate 
surety authorized to act as surety on bonds in this State, in the 
amount of Twenty-Five Thousand and No/100 ($25,000.00) 
Dollars, to be approved by the Probate Judge of Montgomery 
County; or said person, company or corporation may provide the 
said Twenty-Five Thousand and No/100 ($25,000.00) Dollars 
qualification bond by depositing Twenty-Five Thousand and 
No/100 ($25,000.00) Dollars in cash in a trust account in a bank 
within the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit. Whether said qualifica¬ 
tion bond is a cash bond or a surety bond, such shall be approved 
by the Probate Judge of Montgomery County, and shall be con¬ 
ditioned to guarantee the payment of all sums of money that may 
be due to the State of Alabama or any of its political sub¬ 
divisions by virtue of any judgment absolute being rendered 
against said person, company or corporation as surey on said 
bond or bonds; or any court or approving officer within the 
Fifteenth Judicial Circuit may, in taking bail, in lieu of the fore¬ 
going, allow a corporation, foreign or domestic, qualified through 
the State Department of Insurance to do a bonding business in 
this State and authorized to execute the undertaking of bail, to 
execute such bail. 

Section 4. Transfer or Mergers — When Allowed. 

Each person, company or corporation who is qualified to 
do a bonding business within the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit and 
who is so qualified by a trust agreement, cash deposit, certifi¬ 
cate of deposit, or other cash form of surety bond prior to this 
Act becoming law, may, in order to meet the requirements as 
set out by this Act, transfer, add to or merge such funds or 
monies from such deposit, trust, certificate of deposit or other, 
to a new trust account so long as the whole amount of the new 
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trust agreement is the total sum of Twenty-Five Thousand and 
No/100 (825,000.00) Dollars and so long as such transaction is 
approved by the Probate Judge of Montgomery County. When 
such transaction is completed and approved by the Probate 
Judge of Montgomery County, then the new trust account shall 
be subject to the payment of all sums of money that may be due 
to the State of Alabama or to any of its political subdivisions 
thereof by virtue of any judgment absolute being rendered 
against said person, company or corporation, as surety on said 
bond or bonds, whether said bonds were executed prior to such 
transfer or whether such bonds were executed after completion 
of such transfer. 

Section 5. Transfer or Mergers — When Prohibited. 

Any person, company, or corporation which is qualified by 
cash deposit, certificate of deposit, trust agreement, or other 
cash surety bond, according to the law and prior to this Act 
becoming law, shall be prohibited from transferring or merging 
such cash deposit, certificate of deposit, trust agreement, or 
deposit, to or with any other cash deposit, 
certificate of deposit, trust agreement, or other surety cash 
deposit of any other person, company or corporation other than 
itself in order to meet the requirements as set out in this Act. 

Section 6. Release of Cash Surety Deposit. 

The Probate Judge of the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit of Ala¬ 
bama, may issue an order to the bank which has the surety trust 
account, cash deposit, certificate of deposit, or other surety cash 
deposit as so provided under the law prior to this Act becoming 
law, and also, which was made or is to be made under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act, to release the balance of all monies in said 
rust account to the surety of the said trust account, provided 
the Probate Judge has received a “letter of certification” from 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court, Clerk of the District Court, and 
Clerk of the Municipal Court within the Fifteenth Judicial Cir¬ 
cuit certifying that they have researched the records of their 
respective offices and that they do certify that the surety has 
no outstanding liability as surety on bail(s), and that there are 
no unsatisfied judgments outstanding against said surety pend¬ 
ing in their offices. _ This section applies to persons, companies 
and corporations which no longer desire to continue to execute 
bail and charge therefor within the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit. 
Letters of certification, as so mentioned in this Section, do not 
apply to persons, companies or corporations who merely trans¬ 
fer add to, or merge such trust accounts which were established 
under the law prior to this Act becoming a law, with such funds 
in trust to meet the requirements of this Act at the time of such 
transfer, addition or merger. 
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Section 7. Transfer of Bail from District Court to Circuit 
Court Within the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama. 

Bail, which is returnable to the District Court within the 
Fifteenth Judicial Circuit, in felony cases, shall be transferred 
to the Circuit Court of the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit in cases 
where the defendant on bail is “bound over to the Grand Jury”; 
and such bail shall remain in effect and the liability of the prin¬ 
cipal and the surety of such bail shall continue throughout the 
trial of the case in the Circuit Court and from term to term till 
discharged by law; unless the penal sum of the bail is increased 
by law, then the surety is discharged by law and new bail must 
be executed. 


ARTICLE II 

LICENSING PROCEDURES AND APPROVAL OF BAIL 

AGENTS 

Section 1. Surety Commission. 

The presiding Circuit Court Judge, the presiding Criminal 
Circuit Court Judge, the presiding District Court Judge, and the 
District Attorney of the 15th Judicial Circuit, and a person 
which shall be appointed by the Governor of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, shall comprise what is to be known as the Surety Com¬ 
mission of Montgomery County, Alabama. The presiding Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge, the presiding Criminal Circuit Court Judge, 
the presiding District Court Judge, and the District Attorney 
of the 15th Judicial Circuit shall serve on the Commission so 
long as they are in office. The chairman of the Commission shall 
be that person appointed by the Governor of Alabama. The 
chairman’s term of office shall be for six years. At the end of 
six years, and from term to term thereafter, the Governor shall 
appoint a person as chairman of the Commission, or he may re¬ 
appoint a person already serving as the chairman of the Com¬ 
mission. 

The Commission or its members shall be defended in any 
ilitigation brought against them, while acting in their official 
capacity, shall be defended by the District Attorney of the 15th 
Judicial Circuit. Any city, county, state or federal government 
of its agencies may appropriate, grant or disperse funds to the 
Commission. 

Section 2. Duties of Surety Commission. 

The duties of the Surety Commission shall be to approve or 
disapprove bail agents applications. The Commission shall have 
the duty of screening and investigating persons who make appli¬ 
cation for a bail agent’s license. At least three members of the 
Commission must approve an application for an applicant before 
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such person may purchase a bail agent’s license from the Probate 
Court. There shall be no compensation or salary for the mem¬ 
bers of the Surety Commission, but the Commission shall pay 
any expenses incurred by its members. 

Section 3. Qualifications of Bail Agents. 

The Commission may consider the applications, letters of 
recommendation, and other sources which reflect on the char¬ 
acter and reputation of the applicant. The Commission shall 
see that each applicant possesses the following qualifications. 

(1) Is nineteen years of age. 

(2) Is a citizen of the United States. 

(3) The applicant’s character and reputation in the com¬ 
munity shall be equivalent to that which is expected of a law 
enforcement officer. 

(4) Has not been convicted of a felony. 

(5) Has not been convicted of a crime of violence. 

Section 4. Approval Time. 

The Surety Commission must either approve or disapprove 
the bail agent’s application within thirty (30) days from the 
time the application was filed with the Chairman of the Com¬ 
mission. The Chairman of the Commission may extend the time 
of consideration of such application for another thirty (30) 
days provided the person making such application has not been 
a resident of the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit for the past five 
years. 

Section 5. Final Approval or Disapproval. 

Upon the rendering of a decision of the Surety Commission, 
the Surety Commission Chairman shall render to the applicant 
a letter stating that the applicant has been approved or dis¬ 
approved. If the applicant is disapproved, then the Chairman 
shall state in such letter the reason for the disapproval. 

Section 6. Action for Disapproval. 

The Surety Commission shall have very broad discretion in 
its consideration of any person’s application for a bail license. 
The Surety Commission’s decision shall be final and there is no 
means of appeal. Any applicant who is disapproved by the Sure¬ 
ty Commission may make another application to the Surety 
Commission but such application cannot be made within one 
year from the date of the previous decision by the Surety Com¬ 
mission. 
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Section 7. License. 

Each and every person employed as a bail agent by a bond¬ 
ing company in the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit shall purchase a 
license from the Probate Judge of Montgomery County, Alabama. 
Each license issued hereunder shall expire annually on the last 
day of December, unless revoked or suspended prior thereto by 
the Surety Commission. There shall be a fee of Twenty-Five 
and No/100 ($25.00) Dollars per license, per year. The license 
shall not be issued to the person or applicant until the licensing 
officer receives a letter of approval from the Chairman of the 
Surety Commission. 

Section 8. Prohibition of Person Acting as Bail Agent. 

No person shall act in the capacity of a bail agent for a 
bonding company in the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit or perform 
any of the functions, duties, or powers of the same, unless that 
person shall be licensed by the Probate Judge of Montgomery 
County, Alabama, ana approved by the Surety Commission. 

Section 9. Application. 

Any person who wishes to act as a bail agent shall make an 
application to the Surety Commission on an application form 
provided by the Probate Judge of Montgomery County. The 
Chairman of the Surety Commission shall inform the Probate 
Judge as to what information the Commission desires on the 
application and the Probate Court shall pay for the cost of such 
application. The Chairman of the Surety Commission shall 
accept all bail agent applications from persons so applying. All 
bail agents applications shall have a letter of recommendation 
from the bonding company who desires to employ him and an 
application fee of One Hundred and No/100 ($100.00) Dollars 
attached to the said application before the Chairman of the 
Surety Commission shall accept the application. 

Section 10. Commission Expenditures. 

The Surety Commission shall have the authority to use and 
expend monies collected from application fees as it sees proper, 
so long as such expenditures are disbursed according to law. 

Section 11. Revocation. 

The Surety Commission shall have the authority to revoke 
any bail agent’s license which engages in any of the following 
activities: 

(1) Pay a fee or rebate, or to give promise to give anything 
of value to a jailer, policeman, peace officer, clerk, deputy clerk, 
any other employee of any court, district attorney, or any of his 
employees, or any person who has power to arrest or to hold 
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any person in custody. 

(2) Pay a fee or rebate or to give anything of value to an 
attorney in bail matters, except in the defense of an act on a 
bond, or as counsel to represent such bondsman, his agents or 
employees. 

(3) Pay a fee or rebate, or to give promise to give anything 
of value to a person on whose bond he is surety. 

(4) Coerce, suggest, aid and abett or threaten any person on 
whose bond he is surety or offers to become surety, to induce to 
commit any crime. 

(5) The Surety Commission shall revoke any license of a 
bail agent which is convicted of a felony while a licensed bail 
agent. 

Section 12. Notice Before Suspension. 

Before any license shall be revoked or suspended, the Chair¬ 
man of the Surety Commission shall give notice of its intention 
to do so by Registered Mail, to the licensee, and shall set a date 
not less than thirty (30) days from the date of the mailing of 
such notice, when the licensee and a duly authorized represent¬ 
ative of the bonding company may appear to be heard. Such 
notice shall constitute temporary suspension of license. In the 
conduct of such hearing, the Chairman of the Surety Commis¬ 
sion or any of its members shall have the power to administer 
oaths, require the appearance of witnesses, and examine any 
person under oath and require the production of books, records, 
or papers relevant to the inquiry upon his own initiative or upon 
the request of the licensee. Upon the termination of such hear¬ 
ing, the findings shall be reduced to writing and the same shall 
be filed in the office of the Chairman of the Commission and a 
notice of the findings shall be sent by Registered Mail to the 
licensee and the bonding company concerned. 

Section 13. Appeal of Revocation. 

Any person aggrieved by an act of revocation by the Com¬ 
mission under the provisions of this Act may appeal therefrom 
within thirty (30) days after receipt of notice thereof to the 
Circuit Court of Montgomery County by writ of certiorari and 
upon giving bond with surety or sureties and in such penalty as 
shall be approved by the Circuit Clerk of Montgomery County, 
conditioned that such appellant shall pay all costs of appeal in 
the event such appeal is not prosecuted successfully. The said 
Circuit Court shall have the jurisdiction to hear said appeal and 
render its decision in regard thereto. 
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Section 14. Unlawful Bail. 

It shall be unlawful for any approving officer of bail within 
the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama to approve property 
or professional bail which does not conform with this Act. This 
Act does not prohibit the taking of cash bail or personal recog¬ 
nizance bail as so prescribed in the Code of Alabama, 1975. 

Section 15. Act Applicable to Municipalities. 

Any and all parts of this Act applies to all muncipalities 
within the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama. 

Section 16. Exception Clause. 

Any person or persons who were so employed by a bail bond 
company in the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit prior to this Act be¬ 
coming law shall be exempt from obtaining a bail agent’s license 
as mentioned in this Act for ninety (90) days after this Act be¬ 
comes law. 

Section 17. Effective Date of Surety Commission. 

The Governor of the State of Alabama shall appoint the 
Chairman of the Surety Commission within thirty (30) days 
after this Act becomes law and the Surety Commission shall 
begin its duties within fifteen (15) days after such appointment. 

Section 18. Severability. 

The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
will not affect the part which remains. 

Section 19. Repeal. 

Title 13, Section 125 (75c) of the 1958 Recompiled Code of 
Alabama is hereby repealed. All laws or parts of laws which 
conflict with the Act are hereby repealed as to the Fifteenth 
Judicial Circuit. 

Section 20. Effective Date. 

This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pass¬ 
age and approval by the Governor of the State of Alabama, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the State Industrial Development Authority to sell and 
issue from time to time its bonds not exceeding $3,000,000 in principal 
amount in addition to those heretofore authorized to be issued by it; to 
prescribe certain additional powers and duties of the Authority, in¬ 
cluding the power to make grants from the proceeds of the additional 
bonds to counties, municipalities, and municipal and county industrial 
development boards, subject to certain limitations, for the purposes of 
making certain local surveys incidental to industrial development and 
to grade and drain industrial sites and the means of access thereto; to 
provide that the Authority may issue and sell its bonds for the purpose 
of making these grants; to provide that the bonds and the income there¬ 
from shall be exempt from taxation, that the bonds may be used to 
secure deposits of funds of the State and its political subdivisions, in¬ 
strumentalities and agencies, shall be legal for investment of fiduciary 
funds and funds of the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama, the 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, and the State Insurance 
Fund, and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State; to provide 
for the deposit, investment and disposition of the proceeds of the sale 
of bonds; to make appropriations and pledges of funds from the taxes 
levied by sections 40-25-2 and 40-25-41, Code of Alabama 1975, to the 
extent necessary to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds; to 
authorize the Authority to pledge the funds so appropriated for the 
payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that 
all principal and interest shall be payable solely from the funds so 
appropriated; and to provide that the State Treasurer shall be the 
custodian of the funds of the Authority. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. When used in this Act, the follow¬ 
ing terms shall have the following meanings, respectively, unless 
the context clearly indicates otherwise: 

(1) “Authority” means the public corporation organized 
pursuant to the provisions of Title 41, Chapter 10, Article 2, 
Code of Alabama 1975. 

(2) “Board of Directors” means the board of directors of 
the Authority. 

(3) “Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act. 

(4) “Grantee” means a county, municipality or municipal 
or county industrial development board organized as a public 
corporation in the State, to which a grant of money is made 
as provided in Section 3 hereof. 
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(5) “Industrial sites” means land owned by a grantee or 
potential grantee on which industrial facilities have been or 
will be construed for sale or lease to an individual, private as¬ 
sociation or private corporation. 

(6) “Nominal transferee” means any person to whom a 
grantee transfers one or more industrial sites or any part of 
any industrial site for less than fair market value and any per¬ 
son who derives title to any industrial sites or any part of any 
industrial site through a nominal transferee. 

(7) “Person,” unless limited to a natural person by the 
context in which it is used, includes a private firm, a private 
association, a public or private corporation, a municipality, a 
county, or an agency, department or instrumentality of the 
State or of a county or municipality. 

(8) “Preparation of industrial sites” means the grading 
of industrial sites and the means of access thereto, and the 
draining thereof to prevent the accumulation of excess natural 
waters thereon. 

(9) “State” means the State of Alabama. 

(10) “Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other 
equivalent words refer to this Act as an entirety and not solely 
to the particular section or portion thereof in which any of 
these words is used. 

(11) Nouns and pronouns shall be deemed to include both 
singular and plural and all applicable genders. 

Section 2. Authorization to Issue Additional Bonds. In 
addition to all powers heretofore conferred on it by Acts here¬ 
tofore enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, and in addition 
to all other powers conferred on it in this Act, the Authority 
is hereby authorized from time to tfme to sell and issue its 
Bonds, not exceeding Three Million Dollars ($3,000,000) in ag¬ 
gregate principal amount, for the purpose of making the grants 
of money authorized in Section 8 hereof, and to anticipate by 
the issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues herein 
appropriated and pledged. 

Section 3. Authorization to Make Grants of Money. The 
Authority is hereby authorized to make grants of money de¬ 
rived from the sale of the Bonds to counties, municipalities, 
municipal industrial development boards and county industrial 
development boards organized as public corporations in the 
State for use by the Grantees for any one or more of the 
following purposes: (1) the making of surveys to determine 
the location of suitable Industrial Sites in the locality of the 
Grantee; (2) the making of surveys to determine the availa- 
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bility of labor in the locality of the Grantee and to classify that 
labor in terms of skills and educational level; (3) the Prepara¬ 
tion of Industrial Sites; or (4) any combination of any of the 
foregoing which the Grantees consider appropriate and neces¬ 
sary for the promotion of industrial development in their re¬ 
spective localities. 

Every grant of money made by the Authority, any part 
of which is made from the proceeds of the Bonds, shall be made 
subject to the following terms and conditions, which are hereby 
declared to be legally enforceable, and may be enforced by the 
Authority, in any court of competent jurisdiction: 

(a) No grant shall be in an amount greater than the 
total of the following stated per centums of the costs that it 
is anticipated will be incurred for the construct’on and equip¬ 
ment of the facilities that will occupy the Industrial Site with 
respect to which the grant is made, as the anticipated costs 
shall be certified to the Authority by a registered architect or 
a registered engineer or by the chief executive officer of the 
body to which the grant is made: Six per centum (6%) of 
the anticipated costs for the construction and equipment of 
facilities that will occupy the site when the costs are $100,000 
or less; Five per centum (5%) of the anticipated costs when 
the anticipated costs exceed $100,000 but do not exceed $200,000, 
but in no event shall the grant be less than $6,000; Four per 
centum (4%) of the anticipated costs when the anticipated 
costs exceed $200,000 but do not exceed $400,000, but in no 
event shall the grant be less than $10,000; Three per centum 
(3%) of the anticipated costs when the anticipated costs ex¬ 
ceed $400,000 but do not exceed $800,000, but in no event shall 
the grant be less than $16,000; Two per centum (2%) of the 
anticipated costs when the anticipated costs exceed $800,000 
but do not exceed $1,600,000, but in no event shall be grant be 
less than $24,000; One per centum (1%) of the anticipated 
costs when the anticipated costs exceed $1,600,000 but do not 
exceed $10,000,000, but in no event shall the grant be less than 
$32,000; Three quarters of one per centum (%%) of the antici¬ 
pated costs when the anticipated costs exceed $10,000,000 but 
do not exceed $20,000,000, but in no event shall the grant be 
less than $100,000. In no event shall any grant made pursuant 
to this Section exceed $150,000. 

(b) No grant or grants shall be made for any part of the 
anticipated costs of the Preparation of an Industrial Site, and 
if made shall not be used, in any case where any individual, pri¬ 
vate association or private corporation has received or is to re¬ 
ceive an option to purchase the Industrial Site with respect to 
which the grant is made (as distinguished from improvements 
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to be constructed on the site which are not to become a part 
of the site on which the improvements are to be constructed), 
or any part of any Industrial Site, from the Grantee or any 
Nominal Transferee of the Grantee for less than the fair market 
value of the Industrial Site. 

(c) The Authority shall have power to audit the disburse¬ 
ments by the Grantee from any grant or grants. 

(d) The Authority may specify any appropriate terms 
and conditions to facilitate the enforcement of the foregoing 
provisions of this Section. 

Section 4. Details Respecting the Bonds. The Bonds of 
the Authority shall be signed by its president and attested by 
its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall be affixed 
thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to the Bonds shall 
be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of these officers may be printed 
or otherwise reproduced on any Bonds in lieu of being manually 
subscribed thereon, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority 
may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any Bonds in lieu 
of being manually affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the presi¬ 
dent’s signature may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any 
interest coupons in lieu of being manually subscribed thereon. 
Any Bonds may be executed and delivered by the Authority at 
any time and from time to time, and shall be in such form or 
forms and such denomination or denominations and of such 
tenor and maturities, shall bear such rate or rates of interest, 
shall be payable at such times and evidenced in such manner, 
and may contain any other provisions not inconsistent herewith, 
all as may be provided by the resolution of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors under which the Bonds are authorized to be issued; pro¬ 
vided, that no Bond shall have a specified maturity date later 
than twenty years after its date. Any Bond may be made sub¬ 
ject to redemption at the option of the Authority at such times 
and after such notice and on such conditions and at such redemp¬ 
tion price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under 
which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that those Bonds 
having specified maturity dates more than ten years after their 
date shall be made subject to redemption at the option of the 
Authority not later than the end of the tenth year after their 
date, and on any interest payment date thereafter, under such 
terms and conditions and at such redemption price or prices 
as may be provided in the resolution under which the Bonds are 
authorized to be issued. Bonds may be sold from time to time 
as the Board of Directors may consider advantageous, but Bonds 
must be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at 
public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net 
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interest cost to the Authority for the Bonds being sold, com¬ 
puted from their date to their respective maturities; provided, 
that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received, it may 
reject all bids. Notice of each sale shall be given by publica¬ 
tion in a financial newspaper published in the City of New York, 
New York, and also by publication in a daily newspaper custo¬ 
marily published in the State of Alabama not less than five 
days during each calendar week, each of which notices must 
be published at least one time not less than ten days before the 
date fixed for the sale. The Board of Directors may fix the 
terms and conditions under which a sale may be held; provided, 
that none of the Bonds may be sold for a price less than the 
face value thereof; and provided further, that such terms and 
conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of 
this Act. Subject to the provisions and limitations contained 
in this Act, the Authority may from time to time sell and issue 
refunding Bonds for the purpose of refunding any matured or 
unmatured Bonds then outstanding. Such refunding Bonds 
shall be subrogated and entitled to all priorities, rights and 
pledges to which the Bonds refunded thereby were entitled. The 
Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its Bonds 
attorney’s fees and the expenses of issuance which the Board 
of Directors may deem necessary and advantageous in connec¬ 
tion with the issuance of the Bonds. No fiscal agents' fees 
shall be paid in connection with the issuance or sale of any 
Bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall not be general 
obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely out 
of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in Section 6 
hereof. As security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the Bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered to pledge for payment of such principal 
and interest the funds that are appropriated and pledged in 
Section 6 hereof for payment of such principal and interest. 
All such pledges made by the Authority shall take precedence 
in the order of the adoption of the resolutions containing such 
pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding 
Bonds shah have the same priority as the pledge for the bene¬ 
fit of the Bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all 
Bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Au¬ 
thority and shall not constitute or create an obligation or debt 
of the State. All Bonds issued by the Authority and the income 
therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the State. Any 
Bonds issued by the Authority may be used by the holder thereof 
as security for any funds belonging to the State, or to any 
political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, 
in any instance where security for such deposits may be re¬ 
quired by law. Unless otherwise directed by the court having 
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jurisdiction, thereof, or the document that is the source of 
authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or one 
acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any 
other investment powers conferred by law and with the exer¬ 
cise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in 
Bonds of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent 
of the State Department of Finance or any other department or 
agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of Bonds by the 
Authority. The Bonds shall be legal investments for funds of 
the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama, the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama, and the State Insurance Fund. 

Section 5. Deposit and Investment of and Disbursement 
from Bond Proceeds. The proceeds of all Bonds, other than 
refunding Bonds, issued by the Authority remaining after pay¬ 
ing expenses of their issuance shall be deposited in the State 
Treasury, and shall be carried in the State Treasury in a special 
or separate account. Such funds shall be subject to be drawn 
upon by the Authority, but any funds so withdrawn shall be 
used solely for the purposes for which the Bonds were issued 
as authorized in this Act. 

The State Treasurer, with the approval of the president of 
the Authority, shall invest funds not needed within the ensuing 
thirty days for any purpose for which they are held; each in¬ 
vestment shall be made in the manner authorized and provided 
for in section 36-17-18, Code of Alabama 1975. 

The proceeds from the sale of any refunding Bonds issued 
hereunder remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance 
shall be used only for the purpose of refunding the principal 
of outstanding Bonds of the Authority and of paying any 
premium that may be necessary to be paid in order to redeem 
or retire the Bonds to be refunded. 

Section 6. Revenues of the Authority. For the purpose of 
providing funds to enable the Authority to pay at their re¬ 
spective maturities the principal of and interest on any Bonds- 
and to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby pledged 
and appropriated so much as may be necessary for these pur¬ 
poses of the residue of the receipts from that portion of the 
taxes levied upon cigarettes by sections 40-25-2 and 40-25-41, 
Code of Alabama 1975, which is appropriated for these pur¬ 
poses in section 40-25-23(1) (b), Code of Alabama 1975, after 
there shall have been deducted therefrom the amount necessary 
for the purposes specified in section 40-25-23(1) (b) (1), Code 
of Alabama 1975. All moneys hereby appropriated and pledged 
shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose of paying the 
principal of and the interest on the Bonds. 
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Section 7. Disbursements of Funds. Out of the revenues 
appropriated and pledged in Section 6 hereof, the State Treas¬ 
urer is hereby authorized and directed to pay the principal of 
and interest on the Bonds issued by the Authority, as the prin¬ 
cipal and interest shall respectively mature, and the State 
Treasurer is further authorized and directed to set up and main¬ 
tain appropriate records pertaining thereto.

To vest regulatory authority over hazardous waste management in 
the State Board of Health: to authorize the Board to accept and admin¬ 
ister lands to be used as disposal sites for hazardous wastes; to vest 
perpetual responsibility for such sites in the State; to establish the 
Hazardous Wastes Technical Advisory Committee; to place certain 
responsiblities for hazardous waste management upon the Board; to 
empower the Board to develop and revise criteria for identifying hazard¬ 
ous wastes and to list such wastes; to empower the Board to adopt and 
revise rules and regulations, guidelines, criteria and standards; to require 
permits for hazardous waste management practices and establish pro¬ 
cedures for such permitting; to require generators of hazardous wastes 
to dispose of such wastes in an approved manner; to place certain 
responsibilities upon generators of hazardous wastes, transporters of 
hazardous wastes and operators of hazardous waste storage and treat- 
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ment facilities and disposal sites; to require the use of a manifest; to 
require the reporting of hazardous wastes generated by the generator; 
to provide for penalties and remedies; to provide for administration and 
enforcement; to allow appeal; and to establish the Hazardous Wastes 
Management Fund and to make appropriations therefrom. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Short Title — This may be cited as the “Hazard¬ 
ous Wastes Management Act of 1978”. 

Section 2. Legislature Finding, Purpose and Intent — The 
Legislature finds that increasing quantities of hazardous wastes 
are being generated in the State and that without adequate 
safeguards from the point of generation through handling, pro¬ 
cessing and final disposition, such wastes can create conditions 
which threaten human or animal health and the environment. 
The Legislature, therefore, declares that in order to minimize 
and control any such hazardous conditions it is in the public 
interest to establish and to maintain a statewide program to 
provide for the safe management of hazardous wastes. 

Section 3. Definitions — When used in this Act and except 
where the context prohibits, the following words and terms 
shall have the following meaning: 

(1) Board — the State Board of Health as constituted by 
Section 22-2-1, Code of Alabama, 1975, and includes the Com¬ 
mittee of Public Health or State Health Officer when acting 
as the Board; 

(2) Disposal — the ultimate introduction of hazardous 
wastes into the environment; 

(3) Disposal Site — the location where any ultimate dis¬ 
posal of hazardous waste occurs; 

(4) Generator — any person who utilizes any process 
which results in the production of hazardous waste; 

(5) Hazardous Waste — a waste, or combination of 
wastes, which because of its quantity, concentration, or physi¬ 
cal, chemical, or infectious characteristics may 

(a) cause, or significantly contribute to an increase in 
mortality or an increase in serious irreversible, or incapacitat¬ 
ing reversible, illness; or 

(b) pose a substantial present or potential hazard to 
human health or the environment when improperly treated, 
stored, transported, or disposed of, or otherwise managed. 

Radioactive waste and by-products as defined by Act 582, 
1963 Regular Session are expressly excluded from this definition. 
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(6) Hazardous Waste Management — the systematic and 
comprehensive management of the generation, storage, trans¬ 
portation, treatment, recycling, recovery or disposal of hazard¬ 
ous waste materials; 

(7) Hazardous Waste Technical Advisory Committee — 
the committee as provided in Section 8 of this Act; 

(8) . Manifest — the form adopted by the Board used for 
identifying the quantity, composition, origin, routing and desti¬ 
nation of hazardous waste during its transportation from the 
point of generation to the point of disposal, treatment or 
storage; 

(9) Perpetuity — for the purposes of this Act, shall mean 
a period of two hundred (200) years following closure of the 
facility; 

(10) Person — any individual, trust, firm, joint stock 
company, corporation (including a government corporation), 
partnership, association, State, municipality, commission, po¬ 
litical subdivision of a state, any interstate body, or any other 
private or public legal entity; 

(11) Waste — any garbage, refuse, sludge from a waste 
treatment plant, water supply treatment plant, or air pollution 
control facility and other discarded material, including solid, 
liquid, semi-solid, or contained gaseous material resulting from 
industrial, commercial, mining, and agricultural operations, and 
from communty activities, and including any material to be 
discarded by a generator, but does not include solid or dissolved 
material in domestic sewage, or solid or dissolved materials in 
irrigation return flows or industrial discharges which are point 
sources subject to permits under Section 402 of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act, as amended (86 Stat. 880), or 
source, special nuclear, or by-product material as defined by 
the Atomic Energy Act of 1954 as amended (68 Stat. 923); 

(12) Trade Secret — includes, but is not limited to, any 
formula, plan, pattern, process, tool, mechanism, compound or 
procedure as well as production date or compilation of infor¬ 
mation, financial and marketing data, which is not patented, 
which is known only to certain individuals within a commercial 
concern who are using it to fabricate, produce or compound 
an article of trade or a service having commercial value, and 
which gives its user an opportunity to obtain a business ad¬ 
vantage over competitors who do not know of it; 

(13) Transportation — the movement of wastes from 
the point of generation to any intermediate transfer points, and 
finally to the site of final disposal; 
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(14) Treatment — the physical or chemical treatment, 
recovery, detoxification, neutralization, incineration, biodegrada¬ 
tion, separation, fixation, or otherwise modification of a poten¬ 
tially hazardous waste to remove or reduce its harmful prop¬ 
erties or characteristics; 

(15) Treatment Facility — a location at which wastes 
are subjected to treatment and may include a facility where 
waste has been generated; 

(16) Storage — the actual or intended containment of 
wastes, either on a temporary basis or for a period of years, 
in such a manner as not to constitute disposal of such wastes; 

Section 4. Regulatory authority vested in State Board of 
Health — The Board has exclusive regulatory authority over 
all hazardous waste transporting, storage, treatment and dis¬ 
posal or other management practices in the state insofar as 
these wastes affect the public health and environment and shall 
from time to time investigate and monitor sources, transpor¬ 
tation, storage, treatment, and disposal of hazardous waste. 

Section 5, State Board of Health is authorized to accept 
lands—The Board is authorized to acquire by acceptance any 
and all lands, buildings and grounds where hazardous wastes 
produced by industrial, medical, agricultural, scientific, or other 
organizations, can be concentrated, stored, or otherwise disposed 
of in a manner consistent with the protection of the public 
health. 

Section 6. Operation of Disposal Sites Under Direct Con¬ 
trol pnd Peculations of Board—The operation of any and all 
sites for the concentration, storage, treatment, or disposal of 
hazardous wastes, shall be under the direct regulation and 
supervision of the Board and shall be in accordance with rules 
and regulations promulgated and enforced by the Board to 
protect the public health and environment. 

Section 7. State Responsibility Vests in Perpetuity — It 
is recognized by the legislature that designated sites used for 
the concentration, storage, or disposal of hazardous wastes, will 
represent a continuing and perpetual responsibility in the 
interests of the public health and environment and that the 
same must ultimately be reposed in a sovereign government 
without regard for the existence or non-existence of any person 
or any particular agency, instrumentality, department, division 
or officer of the sovereign government. In all instances, lands, 
buildings and grounds which are to be designated as sites for 
the concentration, storage, or disposal of hazardous wastes, 
shall be acquired by its owner in fee simple absolute and 
dedicated in perpetuity to such purposes. All rights, title, and 
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interest in, of and to any hazardous wastes accented by the 
Board for permanent storage or disposal at facilities accepted 
v the Board, shall upon acceptance of the said waste, become 
the property of the State of Alabama and shall he in all respects 
admirnstered, controlled, and disposed of, including- transfer by 
sale lease, loan or otherwise, by the Board in the name of the 
State. 

Section 8. Hazardous Wastes Technical Advisory Commit- 
18 hereby created an advisory group to be known as 
the Hazardous Wastes Technical Advisory Committee”.

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(2) The Board shall establish procedures to ensure that 
trade secrets used by any person regarding methods of hazard¬ 
ous wastes handling and disposal are utilized by the Board, or

Section 11. Regulations, Guidelines, Criteria, and Stand¬ 
ards—The Board shall adopt, and may revise when appropriate, 
rules and regulations, guidelines, criteria and standards for all 
hazardous waste management practices. 

(1) Before adopting or revising any rules and regula¬ 
tions, and standards, the Board shall consult with the appro¬ 
priate agencies of local government, and secure technical assist¬ 
ance from the Water Improvement Commission technical staff 
and any other appropriate state agencies. 

(2) Before adopting or revising rules and regulations, 
guidelines, criteria, and standards for hazardous waste man¬ 
agement practices, the Board shall after thirty days notice to 
the public, hold at least one public hearing. The Board shall 
have the authority to designate a hearing officer. The Board 
shall adopt the proposed standards and regulations after making 
changes and additions that are appropriate in view of the 
evidence and testimony presented at the public hearing or 
hearings. 

(3) The Board may consider the adoption of varying 
guidelines and standards for different areas of the State depend¬ 
ing on population density, climate, geology, and other factors 
relevant to hazardous waste management. 

(4) No action of the Board shall preclude the right of 
appeal. 

Section 12. Permit Program — Not later than six months 
after the date of enactment of this Act, the Board shall prom¬ 
ulgate a permit program for hazardous waste management 
practices and promulgate criteria for issuing permits and reg¬ 
ulations identifying procedures for obtaining permits or ap¬ 
proval. 

(1) The Board shall encourage and utilize to the maxi¬ 
mum extent private enterprise and investment capital in the 
planning, design, construction, and operation of hazardous 
waste processing facilities and disposal sites. 

(2) General Requirements: 
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(a) The Board shall issue permits for all hazardous waste 
transportation, storage or treatment facilities, and disposal 
sites constructed and operated in compliance with the regula¬ 
tions, guidelines and standards promulgated by the Board. It 
is further provided that before any site permit is issued, the 
Board shall give proper notice of the application therefor to 
the appropriate local governing bodies having jurisdiction over 
the proposed site and shall hold a public hearing on the matter. 
The Board must approve or disapprove the application within 
ninety (90) days. Any application not receiving action by the 
Board m the specified time shall be considered approved. 

(b) Upon filing of an application by any person pro- 
posmg to transport, store, treat, or dispose of hazardous wastes, 
the Board is authorized to investigate the equipment, facilities, 
and proposed practices of the applicant, and all other circum¬ 
stances and conditions deemed material by the Board. The 
Board is authorized to collect from the applicant, an amount 
equal to its expenses in making the investigation. 

(c) No person shall engage in transporting, storage, 
treatment, or disposal of hazardous wastes, without a permit 
or prior approval from the Board. Generators of hazardous 
waste who merely concentrate and/or prepare such waste for 
shipment and do not engage in the transportation, storage, 
treatment or disposal of hazardous wastes are exempt from the 
permit requirement. 

(d) Any person proposing to transport hazardous waste 
or to construct and operate a site for the storage, treatment 
and/ or disposal of hazardous wastes shall submit, prior to the 
granting of any permit, a surety bond in which the applicant 
1S f principal obligor and the Board is the obligee or evidence 
satisfactory to the Board of a net worth of an amount equal 
to ten times the value of the proposed surety bond. The amount 
of the bond shall be determined by the Board in each individual 
case based upon the scope and size of the operation proposed. 

(e) No person shall commence construction of any pro¬ 
posed facility or site without having first filed an application 
tor and received a construction permit from the Board. 

1No Person shall commence operation of any hazardous 
waste transportation, storage, or treatment facility or disposal 
site without having first obtained a permit from the Board. 

(g) No person shall deliver any hazardous wastes to a 
hazardous waste transportation, storage or treatment facility 
or hazardous wastes disposal site which has not received a 
permit from the Board. 
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(h) Ownership of hazardous waste shall transfer upon 
receipt of the hazardous waste unless otherwise provided. 

(i) Existing facilities and sites shall be granted a permit 
variance subsequent to sufficient evidence being presented at a 
hearing to assure that the facility is, or will be within a rea¬ 
sonable period of time, in compliance with the rules and regula¬ 
tions, guidelines, criteria, and standards promulgated by the 
Board. 

(j) Permits or licenses for all hazardous waste trans¬ 
portation, storage or treatment facilities and disposal sites 
previously issued by the Board or by any other agency of the 
State under any statute shall continue in effect for a minimum 
period of sixty (60) days following the effective date of the 
rules and regulations promulgated under this Act and for such 
additional period as the Board may by rule establish. 

(k) No provision of this Act shall be construed to pro¬ 
hibit disposal of hazardous wastes at the site of production or 
generation if the disposal site is in compliance with this Act 
or rules and regulations promulgated hereunder. 

(3) Upon a determination by the Board of non-compliance 
by a facility having a permit under this section with the require¬ 
ments of this section or of noncompliance with the responsi¬ 
bilities set forth in sections 14, 15, and 16, the Board may 
revoke such permit. 

Section 13. Generator of Hazardous Waste — All persons 
generating hazardous wastes shall dispose of such wastes in ac¬ 
cordance with one of the following methods wilich shall be 
detailed by regulations: 

(l) A generator may dispose of such wastes at its own 
private site provided such site is operated under a valid permit 
from the Board. 

(2) A generator may dispose of such wastes at a privately 
operated disposal site provided such site is operated under a 
valid permit from the Board or if it is out of state, approved 
by that state’s approving authority. 

(3) A generator may contract with a private transporter 
to dispose of such wastes provided that the transporter is 
operating under a valid permit from the Board and disposes 
of the waste at a site which is operated under a valid permit 
by the Board, or if out of state, approved by that state’s ap¬ 
proving authority. 

(4) A generator may dispose of such wastes at a public 
site operated under a valid permit from the Board, or if out of 
state, approved by that state’s approving authority. 
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Section 14. Generators’ Responsibilities — The generator 
of hazardous waste shall be responsible for the following: 

• -x- Properly identify wastes that are hazardous by 
initiating use of a manifest; 

(2) Properly label hazardous wastes;

treated or disposed of in permitted treatment facilities or dis¬ 
posal sites; 

(4) Maintain records of hazardous waste produced and 
disposed of as may be required by the Board, which accurately 
identify the quantity or such waste and the constituents thereof 
which are significant in quantity or in potential harm to human 
health or the environment; 

(5) Use of appropriate containers for such hazardous 
waste; 

(6) Submission of reports to the Board at such times

(a) T h e quantities of hazardous waste identified or listed 
under this Act that the generator has generated during a par¬ 
ticular time period; 

(b) The disposition of all hazardous waste reported under 
subparagraph (a). 

Section 15. Transporters’ Responsibilities — The trans¬ 
porter of hazardous waste shall be responsible for the following: 

(1) Complete the manifest form in conjunction with the 
generator; 

(2) Assure that all hazardous wastes are brought to a 
permitted hazardous waste treatment facility or disposal site; 

(3) Maintain records of hazardous waste transported; 

(4) Transporting such waste only if properly labeled. 

Section 16. Responsibilities of Hazardous Waste Storage 
and Treatment Facility and Hazardous Waste Disposal Site 
Operators—-The operator of a hazardous waste storage or treat¬ 
ment facility and/or hazardous waste disposal site shall be 
responsible for: 

(1) Obtaining a permit from the Board for each disposal 

site j 

(2) . Acknowledging receipt of the hazardous waste ac¬ 
companied by the manifest; 
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(3) Assuring that all hazardous wastes are stored, treated 
and/or disposed of in accordance with the applicable rules and 
regulations, standards, criteria and guidelines promulgated by 
the Board;

(8) The maintenance and operation of such facilities and 
observance of such additional qualifications as to ownership, 
methods and operation, training of personnel and financial 
responsibility as may be deemed necessary or desirable by the 
Board. 

Section 17. Manifest — The Board shall develop and pro¬ 
mulgate a manifest. The Hazardous Waste Technical Advisory 
Committee shall review the manifest and submit recommenda¬ 
tions to the Board. 

(1) The Board shall, after publication of notice and con¬ 
duct of a public hearing, promulgate a manifest to be originated 
by the hazardous waste generators in accordance with the reg¬ 
ulations promulgated by the Board. 

(2) After six months following the effective date of the 
regulation promulgated under this Act, a manifest shall be 
required to accompany transportation, storage, treatment and/ 
or disposal of hazardous waste. The manifest shall be origi¬ 
nated by the hazardous waste generator identifying the hazard¬ 
ous waste transported, the quantity of such waste, the general 
chemical, physical, and mineral composition of such waste 
identified by probable maximum and minimum percentages and 
such other information as the Board may require. 

(3) A copy of the complete manifest shall be forwarded 
monthly to the Board by those processing hazardous wastes. 

Section 18. Reporting of Wastes Generated — Every gen¬ 
erator of hazardous wastes shall establish and maintain such 
records for a one year period, make such reports, and furnish 
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such information pertaining to the generation of the said wastes 
as the Board shall require. Any records, reports, or inforina- 
t!°n obtained from the generator under this section shall be 
available to the public, except that upon a showing satisfactory 
to the Board by the generator or any other affected person, 
that the records, reports, or information, or a particular part 
thereof, to which the Board has access, if made public, would 
divulge production cost, or sales figures or methods, processes 
or production unique to such persons, or would otherwise tend 
to affect adversely the competitive nature of such person’s 
business by revealing trade secrets, the Board shall consider 
such records, reports, or information or particular portion 
thereof, trade secrets in the administration of this Act.

Section 19. Penalties and Remedies — Whenever the Board 
determines that any person is in violation of any require¬ 
ment or standard under this Act or rules or regulations issued 
Hereunder, the Board shall give written notice to such party of 
such violation. y 


... O) If such violation extends beyond the thirtieth day 
alter notification by the Board, the Board may issue an order 
requiring compliance within a specified time period, or in cases

., Section 2. Authorization of bonds. In implementation of 
that certain constitutional amendment proposed in the act intro- 
*ai t S ® No. 10 at the Special Session of the Legislature 
of Alabama convened on July 31, 1978, there are hereby au¬ 
thorized to be issued not exceeding $15,000,000 aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of Bonds of the State, which Bonds shall be gen- 
eral obligations of the State for the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal of and the interest on which the full 
faith and credit of the State are hereby irrevocably pledged. 

1 he Bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all 
taxat’on m the State. 


Section 3. Bond Commission. The Governor, the Attorney 
General the Director of Finance, and the Chairman of the Board 
are hereby constituted a Bond Commission with full authority, 
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except as herein specified or limited, to provide the terms and 
conditions of the Bonds and for the sale and issuance thereof. 
No member of the Commission shall receive compensation in 
any form for any services performed by him in and about 
his duties as a member or officer of the Commission.

Those of the Bonds of each series haying stated ma- 
turities more than ten years after the date thereof sM be 
made subject to redemption prior to their reqpctave mi“‘S 
ties, at the option of the Commission, at the end of the tenth 
year following their date and semiannually thereafter, as a 
whole or in part in the inverse order of numbers of the Bonds 
of that series. Any redemption price required to be Pa-d 
order to effect any redemption of any Bond prior to matur ty 
shall not exceed the face value of such Bond plus accrued 1 
terest thereon to the date fixed for redemption and a premium 
equal to one year’s interest thereon computed at the stated rate 

thereof. 
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Suction 5. Sale of Bonds. None of the Bonds shall be 
sold for less than their face value plus accrued interest thereon 
to the date of their delivery, and all the Bonds shall be sold 
at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, to the 
bidder whose bid reflects the lowest total net interest cost to the 
State computed to the respective maturities of the Bonds sold; 
provided, that if no bid deemed acceptable by the Commission 
is received all bids may be rejected. Notice of each bond sale 
shall be given by the Commission by publication in either a fi¬ 
nancial journal or financial newspaper published in New York, 
New York, and also by publication in a newspaper published 
in the State, each of which notices must be published at least 
one time not less than ten days prior to the date fixed for the 
sale. The Commission sh#ll cause such other publicity to be 
given of each bond sale as it may deem advisable, and it shall 
fix the terms and conditions under which each sale of Bonds 
may be held; provided, that such terms and conditions shah not 
conflict with any of the provisions of this Act. The Commission 
is authorized to provide terms and conditions under which any 
of the Bonds may be exchanged for like bonds of other de¬ 
nominations and may be converted from bearer bonds into 
registered bonds, either as to principal or interest or both as 
the Commission may prescribe, and again converted into bearer 
bonds. 

Section 6. Refunding Bonds. For the purpose of re¬ 
funding any of the Bonds, whether the refunding shall occur 
before, at or after the maturity of the Bonds refunded, and 
for the purpose of paying all premiums and expenses of such 
refunding (including attorneys' fees, costs of printing the re¬ 
funding bonds, fiscal agents' fees, and accountants' fees), the 
Commission may from time to time sell and issue, at public sale. 
Refunding Bonds in an aggregate principal amount not exceed¬ 
ing the sum of (a) the outstanding principal amount of the 
Bonds to be refunded, (b) the interest (accrued or to accrue) 
to the respective maturities of the Bonds to be refunded, or 
if the Bonds to be refunded are to be called for redemption, 
either on the earliest date on which under their terms they may 
be redeemed or some later date or dates, the interest (accrued 
or to accrue) on the Bonds to be refunded to the date or dates 
on which they are to be called for redemption, (c) the amount 
of any redemption premium required, by the terms of the Bonds, 
to be paid as a condition to their redemption prior to their 
respective maturities, and (d) the amount of any expenses 
(actual or estimated) of such refunding. No Refunding Bonds 
shall have a specified maturity date later than thirty years 
after their date. Pending the application of the proceeds of 
Refunding Bonds issued in accordance with this Section, the 
proceeds, together with investment earnings therefrom, and 
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amounts in any sinking fund, together with investment earn¬ 
ings thereon, may be held by the State Treasurer, in trust, or 
mav be deposited by the State Treasurer, in trust, on such terms 
as the State Treasurer shall approve, with a trustee or escrow 
agent, which trustee or escrow agent shall be a banking institu¬ 
tion or trust company authorized to exercise trust powers in 
Alabama, for investment in direct and general obligations of, 
or obligations the payment of the principal of and interest on 
which are unconditionally and irrevocably guaranteed by, the 
United States of America. The proceeds in any sinking fund 
shall be available, as provided by the Commission, for the pay¬ 
ment of all or any part of the principal, interest, and redemp¬ 
tion premium, if any, of the bonds being refunded and of the 
refunding bonds, or any of them, as the Commission in its 
discretion shall prescribe. 

Proceeds of Refunding Bonds shall be so invested and 
applied as to assure that the principal, interest, and redemption 
premium, if any, on the bonds being refunded shall be paid in 
full on their respective maturity, interest or redemption pay¬ 
ment dates. The State Treasurer may contract with respect 
to the safekeeping and application of proceeds derived from 
the issuance of Refunding Bonds proceeds and other funds in¬ 
cluded therewith and the income therefrom including the right 
to appoint a trustee which may be any trust company or state 
or national bank having powers of a trust company within or 
without the State. All other provisions of this Act regarding 
the terms and conditions of execution and security for the Bonds 
shall apply to the refunding bonds issued hereunder. 

Section 7. Execution of Bonds. The Bonds shall be exe¬ 
cuted in the name of the State by the Governor and counter¬ 
signed by the Director of Finance, and the Great Seal of the 
State shall be affixed thereto and attested by the Secretary 
of State. A facsimile of the signature of any one or two (but 
not all) of said officials may be imprinted on any of the Bonds 
in lieu of being manually inscribed thereon, and in the discretion 
of the Commission a facsimile of the Great Seal of the State 
may be engraved, lithographed, imprinted or otherwise repro¬ 
duced on the Bonds in lieu of said seal being manually affixed 
thereto. The coupons evidencing any installment of interest 
on the Bonds shall be executed with a facsimile of the signa¬ 
ture of the Governor. Each such facsimile signature shall be 
valid in a’l resnects as if the officials who facsimile signatures 
are so used had signed the Bonds in person, and any facsimile 
of the Great Seal of the State had been manually affixed to 
the Bonds. In the event any official who shall sign the Bonds 
or whose facsimile signature shall appear thereon or on the 
coupons applicable thereto shall thereafter cease to hold office 
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before the Bonds or the coupons are delivered and paid for, 
the Bonds and the coupons shall nevertheless be valid for all 
purposes to the same extent as if the official who signed the 
Bonds or whose facsimile signature appears thereon or on the 
coupons had remained in office until all of the Bonds and 
coupons bearing such signature or facsimile thereof shall have 
been delivered and paid for. 

Section 8. Use of Bond Proceeds. The proceeds derived 
from the sale of the Bonds shall be placed into the State 
Treasury and after payment therefrom on order of the Com¬ 
mission of the expenses incidental to the authorization, prepara¬ 
tion and issuance of the Bonds, the balance remaining shall be 
disbursed on order of the Board for projects approved by the 
Commission, which projects shall be solely for the purpose of 
acquiring, constructing, equipping and improving state prisons, 
facilities for the housing, training, education or rehabilitation 
of prisoners, and other penal and correctional institutions and 
facilities (including sites therefor) necessary or useful in con¬ 
nection with such prisons and other facilities. None of the 
proceeds derived from the sale of the Bonds may be used to pay 
rents for the use of real or personal property or to make pay¬ 
ments under any lease with option to purchase or any similar 
contractual arrangements. 

Section 9. Details of Construction. Each building con¬ 
structed wholly or in part with any portion of the proceeds of 
the Bonds shall be constructed pursuant to plans and specifica¬ 
tions approved by the Technical Staff of the Building Com¬ 
mission, or any agency that may be designated by the Legis¬ 
lature as its successor, and the costs of architectural and super¬ 
visory services shall be construed to constitute construction 
costs. 

Section 10. Nothing in this act shall be used to increase 
the prison population of Elmore or Escambia Counties. 

Section 11. Severability. If any part or provision of this 
Act shall be held to be invalid by a court of competent juris¬ 
diction, such invalidity shall not affect any other provision 
hereof. 

Section 12. Effective Date. This Act shall become effec¬ 
tive upon the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama authorizing the issuance of the Bonds.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 
AN ACT 

To provide for the appraisal, for purposes of ad valorem taxation, 
by the State of Alabama and by counties, municipalities and other tax¬ 
ing authorities, of certain taxable property at its current use value and 
not at its fair and reasonable market value; to amend Sections 40-7-15, 
40-7-25, and 40-7-35, Code of Alabama 1975; to prescribe criteria for 
ascertaining the current use value of eligible taxable property; to re¬ 
quire that the owner of eligible taxable property request that such 
property be appraised at its current use value and to prescribe the 
contents of the application form to be used therefor; to provide for the 
treatment of such property in the assessment book prepared by each 
county tax assessor; to require the abstract of property prepared by 
each county tax assessor to include certain specified information; to 
provide for review of the decision of the county tax assessor denying 
a request for current use valuation of such property; to authorize the 
department of revenue to promulgate regulations regarding the deter¬ 
mination of current use value; to provide for the computation and col¬ 
lection of additional taxes when taxable property assessed at its current 
use value is converted to a use not qualifying for such assessment; to 
provide that such additional taxes shall be a lien on such taxable 
property; and to provide an effective date for the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Legislative Intent. It is the intention of the 
Legislature by this Act to implement in part the provisions of 
Article XI, Section 217 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended by the constitutional amendment proposed in House 
Bill No. 170 introduced at the Special Session of the Legislature 
convened on July 31, 1978, superseding Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment No. 325 and concerning the system of state and local 
ad valorem taxation provided therein. 
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Section 2. Amendment of Section 40-7-15. Section 40-7-15, 
Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended, effective October 1, 
1978, to read as follows: § 40-7-15. Property to be appraised 
at fair market value. 

Except as otherwise provided by law, for the purpose of 
assessment, real and personal property shall be appraised at its 
fair and reasonable market value, according to the best judg¬ 
ment the assessor, the board of equalization and agents of the 
department of revenue can form upon information, inspection 
or otherwise, taking into consideration all elements or factors 
bearing on such value as heretofore or hereafter authorized; 
mineral, coal, oil, gas, timber and turpentine interests, when 
they have been severed in ownership from the soil, by sale or 
otherwise, shall be separately appraised and assessed. Notwith¬ 
standing the above, all property under lease as of the effective 
date of this Act which lease does not provide for a direct pass¬ 
through of property taxes to the lessee shall be appraised solely 
on the basis of the economic net return to the owner. 

Section 3. Amendment of Section 40-7-25. Section 40-7-25, 
Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended, effective October 1, 
1978, to read as follows: 

“§ 40-7-25. Estimation by assessor of fair market value; entry 
of deductions for exemptions; addition of omitted items; state¬ 
ments of increases by county board of equalization reopening 
assessment before county board of equalization. 

Except as otherwise provided by law, the assessor shall, 
from information entered on the tax return list and from all 
other information known to him, or which he may procure, 
proceed to ascertain what, in his best judgment, is a fair and 
reasonable market value of each item of property returned by 
or listed to any taxpayer ; provided, that the assessed value of 
any real estate or improvements as fixed for taxation for the 
year next preceding the then current tax year shall be prima 
facie the basis of the value of such property for assessment 
for the current tax year, and such property shall not be as¬ 
sessed for taxation at a less valuation unless upon evidence 
submitted to the county board of equalization, as provided for 
herein, it is found that the assessed valuation of the property 
reviewed should be reduced; and the assessor shall in separate 
columns enter on such list such amount and value and the 
deduction for exemption to which such taxpayer is entitled; and 
the tax assessor shall also add to such list any item of property 
subject to taxation owned by such taxpayer, or in which he 
has any interest whatever and which he had failed or omitted 
to place on such list; and the taxpayer shall be given notice by 
the assessor, by certified or registered mail, return receipt 
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demanded, or in person, of the items of property added to his 
assessment list or items claimed as exempt which are disallowed 
by the tax assessor after such list has been filed and before 
the tax assessor has completed his assessment; and the as¬ 
sessor shall, upon demand, furnish the taxpayer with a cer¬ 
tified copy of his assessment list so amended. In the event 
the value of real or personal property of any taxpayer is 
increased by the county board of equalization, herein created, 
over the assessed value thereof for the next preceding year, 
the taxpayer shall be furnished by certified or registered mail, 
return receipt demanded, or in person, by the secretary of the 
county board of equalization, with a statement showing 
separately the value of his personal property and his real 
property, and improvements thereon, such statement to be 
signed by the chairman of the county board of equalization, 
and also that such taxpayer may file in writing, with the sec¬ 
retary of the county board of equalization, on or before the 
last Monday in April, objections to any assessed valuation fixed 
as herein provided. But failure to give or receive the notices 
required in this section shall not invalidate such assessment. 
The taxpayer shall have the right any time before the taxes 
become delinquent to appear before the county board of equal¬ 
ization and have the assessment of his property reopened, if 
satisfactory proof is made that the taxpayer or his agent did 
not receive notice of such increase. The expense of postage 
incurred in carrying out the provisions of this section shall be 
paid in equal proportions by the county and state, upon a cer¬ 
tified statement thereof by the secretary of the county board 
of equalization, filed with the court of county commissioners, 
or the board or court of like jurisdiction and with the depart¬ 
ment of finance. The tax assessor shall be allowed $.25 for 
each notice served as provided in this title, where the assessed 
valuation of any taxpayer’s property is increased over the 
valuation as fixed for the preceding year, the same to be charged 
and collected as fees collected for delinquent assessments.” 

Section 4. Current use value. For ad valorem tax years 
beginning on and after October i, 1978, with respect to taxable 
property defined in Section 40-8-1, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, as Class III property and upon request by the owner 
of such property as hereinafter provided, the assessor shall base 
his appraisal of the value of such property on its current use 
on October 1 in any taxable year and not on its fair and rea¬ 
sonable market value. As used in this Act, “current use value” 
shall be deemed to be the value of eligible taxable property 
based on the use being made of that property on October 1 of 
any taxable year; provided, that no consideration shall be taken 
of the prospective value such property might have if it were 
put to some other possible use. In determining the current use

Section 6. Conversion of property to other taxable use. 
If the sale or other disposition of taxable property qualified 
for assessment based on its current use value results in or is 
followed by the conversion of such property, within two years 
from the date of sale or other disposition, to a use that is not 
so qualified, then with respect to such property, there shall be 
levied and collected, in the ad valorem tax year beginning on 
the October 1 next succeeding the conversion of such property, 
an amount of additional taxes to be computed in the manner 
provided by this Section. If taxable property qualified for 
assessment at its current use value is converted to a use not so 
qualified, then the tax assessor shall thereupon appraise such 
property in accordance with the provisions of Section 40-7-15 
and Section 40-7-25, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and 
shall compute the amount of additional taxes payable with 
respect to such property in the manner provided in this Section. 
The owner of taxable property qualified for assessment at.its 
current use value which is converted to a use not so qualified 
shall so notify the tax assessor of the county m which such 
property is located, on and after October 1 but not later than 
January 1 in the taxable year next succeeding the taxable year 
in which such conversion is made. The tax assessor shall com¬ 
pute the amount of ad valorem property taxes that would ha\e 
been payable with respect to such converted property it the 
sales price or the fair and reasonable market value of such 
property at the time of its conversion, whichever is greater, 
had been used instead of the current use value of such property 
in computing the amount of taxes payable with respect to sue 
property for each of the three (3) ad valorem tax years pre¬ 
ceding the tax year beginning on the October 1 next succeeding 
the conversion of such property. Such amount shall he a - 
ditional taxes to be levied and collected on the first assessment

If such 
converted property constitutes only a portion of a parcel so 
qualified on the assessment lists, the tax assessor shall ap¬ 
portion the assessment of such parcel on the first assessment 
lists prepared subsequent to the conversion and enter the ap¬ 
portioned amount attributable to the portion converted as a 
separately assessed parcel on the assessment lists. Such ap¬ 
portionment shall be made for each of the years to which 
additional taxes apply. 

Section 7. Amendment of Section 40-7-35. Section 40-7-35, 
^ a ^ama 1975, is hereby amended, effective October 1, 
1978, to read as follows: v 

§ 40-7-35. Same—Abstracts of property contained in book. 

When the book of assessments has been completed, the 
county tax assessor must without delay make out in triplicate, 
upon forms to be furnished by the department of revenue, a 
complete abstract of all real and personal property as contained 
m the assessment book of his county, showing the total amount 
and value of each class of taxable property, including specifical¬ 
ly the total amount and value of taxable property defined in 
section 40-8-1, as amended, as Class III property that is ap¬ 
praised according to its current use value and the total amount 
and value of »such Class III property that is appraised accord¬ 
ing to its fair and reasonable market value, property exempt 
from taxation and the amount of taxes on each item, extended 
m a column; such abstract of assessment must be approved 
and certified to by the department of revenue, one copy of 
which the said tax assessor must forward to the department 
of finance not later than the second Monday in August of each 
year, one to the department of revenue at Montgomery, and 
the other he must deliver to the tax collector by said date. 
The department of finance shall report to the governor any tax 
assessor who for five days after the date required has failed to 
forward to the department of finance the abstract of assess¬ 
ment of his county, arid the governor shall forthwith require 
of such tax assessor an official report of the cause of such

Section 8. Repealer. All laws and parts of laws that are 
in conflict with any of the provisions of this Act are, to the 
extent of such conflict, repealed. 

Section 9. Severability. If any portion of this Act should 
be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, such 
invalidity shall not affect the validity of any of the remaining 
portions of this Act, which shall continue effective. 
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Section 10. Effective Date. This Act shall become effec¬ 
tive upon the adoption of an amendment to Article XI, Section 
217, Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, proposed in 
House Bill 170 introduced at the Special Session of the Legis¬ 
lature of Alabama convened on July 31, 1978.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. Wherever used in this Act, the 
following terms shall have the following meanings, respectively, 
unless the context clearly indicates otherwise: 

“1957 Act” means Act No. 499 enacted at the 1957 Regular 
Session of the Legislature. 

“1959 Act” means Act No. 126 enacted at the 1959 Second 
Special Session of the Legislature, codified as Title 16, Chapter 

15, Code of Alabama 1975. 

“1965 Act” means Act No. 243 enacted at the 1965 First 
Special Session of the Legislature, codified as Title 16, Chapter 

16, Code of Alabama 1975. 

“1967 Act” means Act No. 403 enacted at the 1967 Regular 
Session of the Legislature. 

“1969 Act” means Act No. 1031 enacted at the 1969 Regular 
Session of the Legislature. 

“1971 Acts” means Act No. 94 enacted at the 1971 First 
Special Session of the Legislature, Act No. 2428 enacted at the 
1971 Regular Session of the Legislature, and Act No. 56 enacted 
at the 1971 Second Special Session of the Legislature. 

“1973 Act” means Act No. 1277 enacted at the 1973 Reg¬ 
ular Session of the Legislature, as amended by Act No. 73 
enacted at the 1975 Third Special Session of the Legislature 
and Act No. 1223 enacted at the 1975 Regular Session of the 
Legislature. 
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“Authority” means Alabama Public School and College 
Authority, a public corporation and instrumentality of the 
State that was organized and exists under the provisions of 
the 1965 Act. 

“Board of Directors” means the board of directors of the

“Bonds” (except where that word is used with reference 
to bonds issued under another act), means those bonds, other 
than refunding bonds, issued under the provisions of this Act. 

“Capital Improvements” means buildings containing class¬ 
rooms, offices, libraries, laboratories, clinical or teaching 
facilities, and facilities for athletics, recreation and physical 
education, research facilities, related campus improvements and 
land as sites therefor, together with equipment therefor, and 
school buses. The term “Capital Improvement” does not include 
textbooks, office supplies, or school supplies used by the edu¬ 
cational institutions listed in Section 2 of this Act, or any of 
their personnel or students. 

“Legislature” means the Legislature of Alabama. 

“Refunding Bonds” means those refunding bonds issued 
under the provisions of this Act. 

“State” means the State of Alabama. 

Nouns and pronouns when used in this Act shall be deemed 
to include both singular and plural and all applicable genders. 

Section 2. Authorization to Issue Additional Bonds and 
Purposes Thereof. Alabama Public School and Col'ege Au¬ 
thority. is hereby authorized to sell and issue its Bonds in the 
aggregate principal amount of two hundred and twenty million 
three hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars ($220,825,000) 
for the construction, reconstruction, purchase, alteration, 
improvement, and equipment of any types of Capital Improve¬ 
ments for public educational purposes in the State, for senior 
colleges and universities, junior colleges, vocational-technical 
institutes, and elementary-secondary school systems and special 
schools, and including the cost of architectural services there¬ 
for and services rendered by building inspectors for periodic 
and final inspections therefor. The Bonds authorized in this 
Act to be issued by the Authority shall be in addition to all 
other bonds previously authorized to be issued by it. 

Section 3. Execution and Other Details of the Bonds. 

The Bonds shall be executed, sealed and attested, shall with 
the interest thereon be exempt from all taxation in the State, 
may be used as security for deposits, shall be construed to be

negotiable instruments, and shall be eligible for investments 
of fiduciary funds, all is provided in the 1965 Act. All Bonds 
bearing signatures or facsimiles of the signatures of officers 
of the Authority in office on the date of signing thereof shall 
be valid and binding notwithstanding that before the delivery 
thereof and payment therefor, any officer whose signature ap¬ 
pears thereon shall have ceased to be an officer of the Au¬ 
thority. The Bonds shall be in such form or forms and denom¬ 
ination or denominations and of such tenor and maturities,

either on the earliest date on which under their terms they may 
be redeemed or some later date or dates, the interest (accrued 
or to accrue) on the Bonds to be refunded to the date or dates 
on which they are to be called for redemption, (c) the amount 
of any redemption premium required, by the terms of the 
Bonds, to be paid as a condition to their redemption prior to 
their respective maturities, and (d) the amount of any expenses 
(actual or estimated) of such refunding.

Proceeds of Refunding Bonds shall be so invested and applied 
as to assure that the principal, interest, and redemption pre¬ 
mium, if any, on the Bonds being refunded shall be paid in full 
on their respective maturity, redemption, or interest payment 
dates. Refunding Bonds issued by the Authority shall not be 
general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely 
from the sources -specified in this Act and in the proceedings 
wherein the Refunding Bonds are authorized to be issued. All 
Refunding Bonds issued by the Authority shall be solely and 
exclusively an obligation of the Authority and shall not create 
a debt of the State of Alabama. The faith and credit of the 
State of Alabama shall never be pledged for the payment of 
any Refunding Bonds issued by the Authority under this Act. 
The Authority may contract with respect to the safekeeping 
and application of the Refunding Bond proceeds and other funds 
included therewith and the income therefrom including the right 
to appoint a trustee which may be any trust company or state 
or national bank having powers of a trust company within or 
without the State. All other provisions of this Act shall apply 
to the Refunding Bonds issued hereunder except (a) the limita¬ 
tion contained in Section 2 of this Act on the amount of Bonds 
that may be issued under this Act, and (b) the provisions of 
Section 8 of this Act.

The expenses of issuance of the 
Bonds shall be prorated among the recipients listed in this Act 
of the proceeds from the sale of the Bonds in the proportions 
they receive allocations of the proceeds hereunder.

(1) $8,468,537.00 of the proceeds shall be distributed to 
the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be used 
at its Tuscaloosa campus;

(f) Each building constructed wholly or in part with any

WHEREAS, it has been called to the attention of the Court 
that Rule 4(b), ARAP, is silent as to the time for filing the 
clerk’s record and reporter’s transcript in criminal cases where 
a notice of appeal is given before a motion for a new trial is ruled 
upon; and, 

WHEREAS, Title 13, § 119, Alabama Code 1940, was not 
carried over in the 1975 Code (superseded by ARCP as to civil 
cases) and, consequently, no procedure exists in criminal cases 
for the filing and handling of post-trial motions; 

NOW, THEREFORE, Rule 4(b), ARAP, is hereby amended 
(to be designated as Interim Rule 4(b)) to read as follows: 

Interim Rule 4(b) Appeals in Criminal Cases. In a criminal 
case the notice of appeal by the defendant shall be filed in the 
trial court within 42 days (6 weeks) after the entry of the 
sentence appealed from. The notice of appeal may be either oral 
or written, as provided in Rule 3(a) (2). A notice of appeal en¬ 
tered after the announcement of a decision or order, but before 
entry of the sentence, shall be treated as filed after such sentence 
and on the day thereof. If a timely motion in arrest of judgment 
of for a new trial on any ground other than newly discovered 
evidence has been made, an appeal from a judgment of con¬ 
viction may be taken within 42 days (6 weeks) after the entry 
of an order denying such motion. A motion for a new trial 
based on newly discovered evidence will similarly extend the 
time for appeal from a judgment of conviction if the motion is 
made before or within 30 days after entry of judgment. The 
motion for new trial must be called to the attention of the trial 
court at the time of filing, ruled upon at presentation, or hearing 
thereon continued to a date certain and ruling of trial court 
made before expiration of such continuance. When notice of 
appeal is given before the timeiy filing of a motion in arrest of 
judgment or for a new trial and the timely ruling thereon, or 
when notice or appeal is given during the pendency of such 
motion, the hme for filing of the court reporter’s transcript and 
the clerk’s record shall be governed by Rule 11(b) and (c) of 
ARAP as if notice of appeal had been given on the date of the 
overruling of such motion. When a motion in arrest of judgment 
or for a new trial is abandoned, withdrawn, or discontinued, 
notice of appeal and all subsequent steps in the appellate pro- 
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cedure shall be treated as if such motion had not been filed. 
When an appeal by the State is authorized by statute or rule, 
the notice or appeal shall be filed in the trial court with 42 days 
(6 weeks) after the entry of the judgment or order appealed 
from. See Form 12. 

COURT COMMENTS APPLICABLE TO THE AMENDMENT 

TO RULE 4(b) 

Overlooked by the Court at the time of adoption of this 
sub-section was the practice in many criminal cases of filing 
the notice of appeal (for appeal bond purposes) prior to the 
filing of a motion for new trial—a practice unknown in civil 
cases. This caused confusion as to the beginning of the time 
for the filing of the clerk’s record and the reporter’s transcript. 

See Ex parte Bennie B. Barton,-So. 2d- (Ms. S.C. 

2638, February 19, 1978) (Ala. 1978), 12 ABR 734. Likewise, 
the removal from the 1975 Code of “old” Tit. 13, § 119, and the 
inapplicability of Rule 59.1, ARCP, to criminal cases left a gap 
with respect to the procedure to be followed in the handling of 
post-trial motions in criminal cases. Admittedly, this portion 
of the amended Rule more properly belongs in the Rules of 
Criminal Procedure. Pending the adoption of the Rules of 
Criminal Procedure, however, Rule 4(b), ARAP, has been amend¬ 
ed to cover this situation. At the appropriate time, consideration 
will be given to whether a like rule to Rule 59.1, ARCP (the 90- 
day rule), is appropriate to applicable situations in criminal 
procedure, and, at that time, an appropriate rule to be included 
in the Rules of Crimmal Procedure will be promulgated by this 
Court and Rule 4(b), ARAP, will be appropriately amended.

REPORT OF THE STATE JUDICIAL COMPENSATION 
COMMISSION TO THE 1978 SESSION OF THE 
ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 

The Judicial Compensation Commission created by Section 
6.09 of Article VI of the Constitution of Alabama files its report 
with the Alabama Legislature within the first five calendar 
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days of the 1978 Session as is provided by said section of the 
Constitution. 

The Cbmmission has met and carefully considered the 
recommendations it should make to this Legislature relative to 
the salaries and expense allowances to be paid the Judges of 
this State from the State Treasury, except Probate Judges and 
Municipal Judges, as it is charged with doing by the Judicial 
Article of the State Constitution. 

1. The Commission recommends to the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama that the following salaries and expense allowance be paid 
from the State Treasury to all Judges of this State except 
Probate and Municipal Judges. 

a. The salary of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama shall be $40,000.00 annually, and the salary of each 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court shall be $39,500.00 
annually. The Commission feels that, since this is the highest 
court and is the court of last resort in this State, its members 
should receive the highest compensation of the State judiciary. 

b. The salaries of the Presiding Judges of the Court of 
Civil Appeals and of the Court of Criminal Appeals, respectively, 
shall be $38,500.00 annually, and the salaries of each of the 
Associate Justices of those Courts shall be $38,000.00 annually. 

c. The salaries of the Judges of the Circuit Courts of the 
State shall be $27,500.00 annually, paid from the State Treasury. 

d. The salaries of the Judges of the District Courts shall 
be $24,750.00 annually, paid from the State Treasury. 

e. The salary increases herein recommended shall be in lieu 
of any cost living increases in salaries to State employees gener¬ 
ally. 

f. The Commission further recommends as follows: 

(1) That the entire salaries and compensation of all the 
judges, both at the trial and appellate levels, should be paid 
from the State Treasury. 

(2) That all laws, general and special and local, providing 
for the payment of supplemental salaries, compensation or ex¬ 
pense allowances to Circuit Judges and district judges by any 
County or Counties should be repealed in such manner as not 
to diminish the compensation of any judge during his term of 
office. 

(3) That if the general, special or local laws providing 
for the payment of supplemental salaries, compensation or ex- 
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pense allowances by a County or Counties to Circuit Judges and 
District Judges are repealed, then the salaries or other compen¬ 
sation payable by the State to such Judges should be increased 
to such extent as to offset any loss of compensation to such 
Judges by the repeal of the said general, special or local laws. 

2. The Commission recommends that travel and other 
expenses of judges be paid as follows, subject to the approval 
of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama: 

a. All state trial judges, including circuit, district and 
special judges, shall be reimbursed their necessary and reason¬ 
able expenses of travel, including, but not limited to, transpor¬ 
tation costs, meals, lodging, registration fees, tuition fees and 
membership fees, whenever traveling on official business away 
from the place of their permanent office, whether within or 
outside their circuits or districts, or whenever ordered by the 
Chief Justice to attend a conference, seminar, college, institute, 
or other educations meeting within or outside the State of 
Alabama. 

b. The judges and justices of the appellate courts shall be 
reimbursed their necessary and reasonable expenses of travel, 
including, but not limited to, transportation, costs, meals, lodg¬ 
ing, registration fees, tuition fees and membership fees when 
attending colleges, seminars, conferences, conventions, or other 
meetings and official business away from the permanent seal 
of the court within or outside the State of Alabama. 

c. Any circuit court judge, district court judge or other 
trial court judge, including retired or supernumerary judges 
of such courts, who is ordered by the Chief Justice to temporary 
duty in any court, or is authorized by the administrative director 
of courts to attend an educational conference or meeting shall 
be entitled to be reimbursed the actual expenses of travel, in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to, transportation costs, meals, lodging, 
membership fees, registration fees and tuition fees.
